LICENSING SYSTEM AND GENERAL IMPORT POLICY 

PART ‘A’ 

Actual users (Industrial) 

Existing Units 
(a) Priority Industries 

In the case of 59 proirity industries listed in Appendix 1/the 
need-based policy for the import of raw materials, components and 
spares will continue during the period April 1971—March 1972. The 
procedure for the grant of import licences to units engaged in these 
industries will be as indicated below. , 

(i) Import of spare parts by priority inl^s^es. 

Separate applications: 

2. Units engaged in the priority industries, both in the large and 
the small scale sectors, should submit separate applications for the 
import of spare parts. Such applications should be made on an 
annual basis covering the requirements of the unit for the period 
April 1971—March 1972. There will be no last date for submission 
of such applications during the licensing period. 

3. Trnport licences for spare parts will be valid for the import of 
permissible spare parts required for the plant, machinery and equip¬ 
ment installed or used in the licence holder’s factory including 
ancillary equipments, control and laboratory instruments and safety 
appliances but items appearing in Appendix 3 will not be allowed to 
be imported for a total value exceeding 12i per cent of the value of 
the licence subject to a maximum of rupees three lakhs within the 
overall value of the licence, the import of a single item not exceed¬ 
ing rupees five thousand in value. It wiU not be necessary for the 
applicant to furnish a list of spare parts to be imported, unless he 
desires to import restricted spare parts for more than the values 
indicated above. 

Lists of restricted spares:

parts listed in the said Ap pendij^j^g ::i;^exceBs of the value limits as 
mdicatec^ he should appI^^*B**»-^^^ endorsement on the licence 
to this effect, furnishi^gJU Bfems sought to be imported. 

Manner of suhmiaaM^ 

5. Actual Hib large or the small scale sector, 

import ucuijcw iW spare parts for the period April 
1970 March 19(1 may submit their import applications for spare 
parts for the period April 1971—^March 1972 direct to the licensing 
authorities concerned and not through the sponsoring autihorities, 
unless the applicant requires a change in the modes of financing 
ag^st which the licence for April 1970—March 1971 had been issued, 
or he requires an enhancement in the overall value of the lienee as 
compared to that issued for 1970-71 or he requires to import restricted 
spare P^ts for rnore^ than the value limits indicated in paragraph 3 
above. The application should be accompanied by photo-stat copy 
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of the Import licence for spares issued to the applicant for the period 
April 1970—March 1971. If a unit did not apply for spares for the 
p^'iod April 1970—March 1971, or Its application for that period was 
rejected, but It had obtained a licence for spare parts for April 1969- 
March 1970, such unit can also apply on repeat basis for the period 
April 1971^—^March 1972 by producing photostat copy of the licence 
for spares for April 1969—March 1970 provided it does not require 
any change in the modes of financing, in the overall value of the 
licence and in the value of restricted spare parts over and above the 
limits indicated in paragraph 3 above. The applicants claiming 
licences on repeat basis ne^ not produce with their applications 
particulars of machinery for the maintenance of which spare parts 
are sought to be Imported. 

6. Units which did not obtain licences for spares for any of the 
two earher licensing periods, or which require spare parts of a value 
'higher than what they obtained for the earlier period as referred to 
-tfSpara 5 above or which require restricted spare parts for value 
limits'inorc than those indicated in paragraph 3 above or which need 
a change in the modes of financing, should apply for licences for 
spare parts for April 1971—^March 1972, through the sponsoring 
authority concerned. However, small scale units falling under this 
category also that is, those which do not Wish to avail of the facility 
of repeat licensing should apply direct to the licensing authority con¬ 
cerned in the same manner as during the period April 1979—March 
1971. In their case, the value of licences -v^l be determined by the 
licensing authorities concerned on the basis of 4 per cent of the c.l.f. 
value 01 Imported machinery (or 1% of the purchase price in the 
case of indigenous machinery having imported components) for the 
maintenance of which the spares are sought to be imported. Units 
applying for licences for spare parts under the provisions of this 
paragraph should furnish in the form prescribed In the Import Trade 
control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1971, the particulars and 
value of machinery for the maintenance of which the imported 
spares are required. 

_ (li) Import of raw materials and components by priority Indus¬ 
tries 


Applications on consumption basis: 


7. The existing units engaged in the priority industries should 
make their import applications for raw materials and components, 
end-product-wise (including related end-products) by way of claim¬ 
ing replenishment of imported raw materials and components con¬ 
sumed by the units within a given period as indicated below. 


8. Units which did not apply for a licence for raw materials/com- 
ponents during April p70-^arch 1971, or if their applications made 
during the said period have been flnaUy rejected, can make their 
application during April 1971—March 1972 on the basis 
bpr 1 consumption during six months commencing from 1st Octo- 
thereafter import applications will be based on con- 
subsequent periods of not less than three months, and 
not more than six months, from 1st April, 1971 onwards.

made during April 197(>-March 1971 should make their^ im^ 

applications during April 1971-March 1972 on the baris of actuaTcom 
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sumption in continuation of the period of consumption covered by 
applications made during April 1970—March 1971, at a time for actual 
consumption of not less than three months and not more than six 
months. 

No last date: 

10. There will be no last date for submission of applications 
during the licensing period. A Unit can apply for licences any time 
it can show consumption of imported raw materials and components 
as indicated above. 

Eligibility/ for making applications: 

11. The licensing authority will not, however, entertain an ap¬ 
plication for licence from an applicant In whose case, the unutilised 
value of outstanding licences in hand on the date of application, is 
more than the c.i.f. value of consumption for the replenishment of 
which the import licence is claimed. The unutilised value of licence 
to be taken into account for this purpose will be the balance val^ 
available in the Customs copies of the licences, reduced 
amount (a) for which firm commitments have been made by open¬ 
ing letters of credit and (b) for which firm commitments have been 
made with the Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre (IRMAC) 
set up by the State Trading Corporation as referred to in paragraph 
64 below. The actual users should, therefore, make their applications 
for licences only when they are ell^ble to apply under this'provi¬ 
sion. Import licences wiU be Issued on the basis of consumption of 
imported raw materials and components, except as Indicated in 
para 12 below. 

Machine building industries/industries affected by long delivery 

dates arising from world shortages: 

12. In the case of units engaged in the following machine building 
industries, the licensing authorities may consider Issuing import 
licences for raw materials and components for a value greater than 
that of the consumption shown, provided the applicant justifies his 
claim in his Import application:— 

(i) Industrial and mining machinery. 

(il) Workshop machinery and equipment other than machine 
tools. 

(ill) Industrial furnaces. 

(iv) Construction and earth moving equipment. 

(v) Cranes and hoist blocks. 

(vi) Telecommunication equipment. 

(vli) Wagons. 

(viii) Industrial refrigeration equipment. 

(ix) Agricultural tractors. 

(x) Machine tools. 

(xi) Heavy Diesel engines. 

(xii) Heavy electrioal equipment. 

(xiii) Plastic working machinery. 

(xiv) Iron & Steel Castings and forgings. 

The condition of ellgiblity laid down in para 11 above will not 
apply to these Industries; but the licensing authorities will deal with 
the applications in such cases having regard to the orders in hand, 
the stocks held by the applicant and the balances available against 
licences in hand. Industries with long delivery dates for supply of 
their raw materials, arising from world shortage may also apply 
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under the provisions of this paragraph with proper evidence and 
justification, through their sponsoring authorities for covering their 
requirements over a period longer than six months. 

Statement of consumption: 

13. In support of consumption etc., the application for a licence 
should be accompanied by a statement, in quadruplicate, indicating 
the c.i.f. value of the imported raw materials and components con¬ 
sumed by the unit, the production actually turned out, the unutilised 
value of Licences in hand, in the proforma appearing in Appendix 2 
duly certified by a Chartered Accountant or Cost Accountant in 
practice who is not a partner or an employee of the applicant firm 
or its associates, or the sponsoring authority concerned (in the case 
of small scale units only). (The Cost Accountant must be a member 
of the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India, Calcutta, 
and duly authorised to undertake practice). The Information relating 
to consumption and particulars of import licences to be given In the 
ij^t^ent should be in respect of the items of raw materials and 
compdSents for which the applicant obtains licences fpom the Import 
Trade Control authorities. In the case of priority imits engaged in 
IDA industries (the list of I.D.A. industries is given In Appendix 
53), the statement of consumption etc. should also include consump¬ 
tion of iron and steel items as, in their case, the Import licences for 
these items are issued by the I.T.C. authorities. Units engaged in 
non-IDA induatrles should submit the statement of consumption of 
iron and steel items to the Iron and Steel Control licensing authori¬ 
ties with their import applications to be submitted to such authori¬ 
ties. 

14. The applicant and the Chartered Accountant/Cost Accountant/ 
sponsoring authority should ensure that the information given In 
the statement of consumption etc. is complete and accurate. Appli¬ 
cations supported by Incorrect statements will be liable to be sum¬ 
marily rejected, without prejudice to any other action that may be 
taken in this behalf. The licensing authority may, if necessary, call 
for documentary evidence to veri^ the correctness of the informa¬ 
tion furnished in the statement of consumption. 

• 15. In cases where applications for licences are to be made through 

the sponsoring authorities, one copy of the statement referred to 
above, will be retained by the sponsoring authority and the remain¬ 
ing three copies will be sent to the licensing authority along with 
the application. In cases where applications are to be made direct 
to the licensing authorities, one copy of the statement in question 
will be sent by the licensing authority to the sponsoring authority, 
while sending an intimation about the issue of the licence. This wUl 
enable the sponsoring authorities to verify the correctness of the 
information furnished in the statement. The licensing authority 
will also send one copy of the statement to the Central Excise author¬ 
ity concerned. 

Manner of submission of applications: 

16. Applications for licences should be made to the H.Qrs office 
of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports by the units 
registered with the D.G.T.D. Other units including the small scale 
should apply to the respective regional licensing authority unless 
otherwise provided. Units which are required to make their 
applications to the licensing authorities direct, should in cases 
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covered by paragraph 12 above, send their applications through 
the sponaoring authorities concerned if they claim Import 
licences for a value more than that of the consumption shown. The 
applications should also be accompanied by the required number of 
copies of the list of items sou^t to be imported. The number of 
copies of the List of items likely to be required may be calculated by 
the applicant on the basis of seven copies of each licence of the set 
of previous licences issued. 

Import oj spare parts against raw material licences: 

17, Import licences for raw materials and components Issued fo 
priority industries will be valid for the Import of spare parts to the 
extent of 25 per cent of the value of such licences, ■vrtthtn the overall 
value of the licence, in terms of the provisions contained in the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 


Export effort by priority industries 
Exporting units in priority sector; 

18. Some of the Industries Included in the priority list are~trd(il- 
tionaUy export oriented (e.g. tea, coffee, jute textiles, cotton textiles, 
cashew, coir products and unmanufactured tobacco). These indu¬ 
stries and also the following industries, namey Fertilisers, Pesticides, 
Industrial and Mining Machinery, Industrial Furnaces, Construction 
and Earth moving equipment, Industrial refrigeration equipment, 
Agricultural Tractors, Machine tools. Heavy Electorieal equipment, 
Heavy Diesel engines, Plastic Working machinery, cement, and sugar 
will continue to receive all the necessary assistance in regard to their 
Import r^uirements. In order to help production for export hi pther 
priority industries, it has been decidea to accord* preferentim treat¬ 
ment to units in these industries which contribute to overseas sales, 
that is, which export 10 per cent or more of their production. Such 
preferential treatment will include facilities firstly for further ex¬ 
pansion of their export production and secondly for the Import of 
their requirements from preferred sourees of supply. For the 
purpose of Implementing this poUcy during April 1971-March 1972 
period, the export performance during the calendar year 1970 or flnan- 
dal year 1970^1971 will be taken into consideration. 

19. The extent of preferential treatment will vary with the export 
performance of the Industrial units. Industrial units exporting 25 
per cent or more of their production will be eligible to import a 
higher quantum of their requisements against free foreign exchange. 
Compulsory exports by priority industries: 

20. The priority industries Meted in Appendix 10 are in a position 
to increoee their contribution to overseas sales. The individual units 
in thee# Industries the export performance of which is less than 5 
per cent of their ip^oduction will be liable to cuts in their import re- 
quirenaeniB in the event of inadequate avafiablllty of foreign ex¬ 
change, apart from being ineligible to preferred KWirces of supply. 
This will not, however, apply to small scale units and other 
units which have not completed five years In production. 

Export effort by industries other than priority industries: 


21. In the case of industries other than those In the priority list, 
and the end-products of which are covered by the Import policy for 
registered exporters, the units which contribute to overseas sales, 
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that is, which exported 10 per cent or more of their production during 
the calender year 1970 or imancial year 1970-71, will be treated during 
1971-72 as If they are included in the Ust of priority industries. Such 
units win also qualify for the same treatment in regard to the sources 
of supply for their requirements of raw materials, components and 
spares, and receive preference in the matter of facilities for further 
expansion of their export production. These facilities will not be 
available to the imlts engaged in the production of (1) stainless steel 
products and (ii) Nylon fabrics, Cellulosic fabrics and blended fabrics 
from mixture of cotton/'cellulosic fibre or yam/nylon/polyster fibre 
or yam. 

Eligible exports: 

22. For the purpose of determining export performance; — 

(1) Exports to Nepal, Sikkim, and Bhutan, and exports to 
Afghanistan other than against free foreign exchange will 
not be taken into account; and 

(il) Supplies of materials at international prices under arrange¬ 
ments approved by Government, will be counted as exports, 
(b) INDUSTRIES OTHER THAN PRIORITY INDUSTRIES. 

IMPORT OF RAW MATERIALS. COMPONENTS AND SPARES 

23. The exporting units engaged in Industries other than the prio¬ 
rity Industries will be given treatment, as Indicated In para 21 above. 

24. In the case of other units in this group of Industries, the policy 
and procedure for the import of raw materials, components and spares 
during April 1971-March 1972 will be as stated below. 

Eligibility for making applications: 

25. Applications for licences should be made after utilising the pre¬ 
vious set of licences for raw materials, components and spares issued 
to the unit to the extent of 90 percent by way of opening letter of 
credit/firm commitment made with the IRMAC referred to in para¬ 
graph 54 below, or 60 per cent by way of actual importation/supplies 
drawn from the IRMAC, or 70 per cent by shipment of goods. The 
evidence showing utilisation of the previous set of licences in the 
form of original or photostat of the Exchange Control or Customs 
Purposes copy of the llcence(s) as the case may be, and evidence of 
firm commitment made with the IRMAC, should be produced. In lieu 
of Exchange Control Copy of the licence, a certificate from the bank 
concerned In support of the opening of a letter of credit can be pro¬ 
duced. 

Manner of submission of applications: 

26. These units should make consolidated applications for raw 
materials, components and spares. If import of ^ the items of raw 
materials applied for by a unit has been canalised through a public 
sector agency, for which a release order and not a direct Import 
Ucence will be issued, the unit should indicate in its application the 
value upto which it requires to import spare parts for maintenance of 
machinery, within its overall import entitlement. The Ueenslng autho¬ 
rity will consider issuing a licence for import of permissible spare 
parts upto that value and release order for the raw materials on the 
canalising agency for the balance value. There will be no last date 
for submission of applications during the licensing period. 
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27. Units borne on the books of the D.G.T.D. should make their 
applications to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Delhi through the D.G.T.D. on an annual basis. Applications from 
such units during April 1971-March 1972 covering the requirements 
of twelve months should be made, after utilising to the extent Bpeci- 
fied, the previous set of licences for raw materials, components and 
spares issued to the units in respect of the period April 1970-March 
1971. Annual licences for raw materials, components and spares issu¬ 
ed to the units borne on the books of the DGTD will be subject to the 
condition that the licensee shall not be permitted to make remittance 
against his licence for a value exceeding 50 per cent of the value of the 
licence during the first six months of the licensing periwi i.e. during 
April-Septemoer, 1971. 

28. Small Scale units and also such non-SSI units as are sponsored 
by the State Directors of Industries, State Drugs Controllers, State 
EHrectors of Fisheries, or the Executive Director, Food and Nutrition 
Board, New Delhi, should make their import applications on an 
annual basis for the period April 1971-March 1972 arter utlllsin^lm- 
previous set of licences for raw materials, components and spares is¬ 
sued to the unit for the period April 1970—March 1971 upto the speci¬ 
fied extent. Such units should make their applications direct to the 
regional licensing authorities, and not through the sponsoring autho¬ 
rities. 

29. Units not covered by paragraphs 27 and 28 above should make 
their import applications to the re^onal licensing authorities concern¬ 
ed through the respective sponsoring authority, on an annual basis, 
in the same manner as laid down for the units borne on the books of 
the D.G.T.D. 

30. Units which did not apply for import licences for raw mate¬ 
rials, components and spares during April 1970—March 1971 or whose 
applications for the said period have been rejected for some reason, 
can apply for the Import of raw materials, components and spares 
during April 1971-March 1972 after utilising the import licences for 
raw materials, components and spares issu^ to them for the period 
April 1969-March 1970 upto the specified extent. 

31. Import applications should be made in the prescribed form and 
manner, along ^^th the required number of copies of the list of items 
of raw materials and components sought to be imported. The number 
of copies of the list of items likely to be requlr^ may be calculated 
by the applicant on the basis of seven copies for each licence of the set 
of previous licences issued. 

No lists of spare parts 

32. It wiU not be necessary for the applicant to furnish a list of 
spare parts sought to be imported. The licence wiU be valid for the 
Import of permissible spare parts required for the plant, machinery 
and equipment install^ or used in the licence holder’s factory, in¬ 
cluding ancillary equipment, control and laboratory instruments 
and sadety appliances but items appearing in Appendix 3 wlU not be 
allowed to be imported for a total value exceeding 12i per cent of 
the value of the licence, subject to a maximum of rupees twenty five 
thousand, within the overall value of the licence. The Import of a 
single item should not exceed rupees two thousand in value.

Lists for restricted spare parts 

33. If an applicant requires to Import restricted items of spare 
parts listed in the said Appendix 3 In excess of the value limits as 
Indicated, he should apply for a specific endorsement on the licence 
to this effect, through the sponsoring authority concerned, furnishing 
a list of such items. The sponsoring authorities will deal with such 
requests for specific endorsements having regard to the consideration 
that consolidated import licences issued for raw materials, components 
and spares will also be valid for import of spare parts listed In the 
said Appendix 3 to the extent of 5 per cent of the face value of the 
licence, subject to a maximum of rupees four thousand, the import 
of a single item not exceeding rupees one thousand in value, in terms 
of the flexibility provision contained in the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

Value of licences to he issued 

34. In the case of small scale units and such of the non-SSI units 

as^Te sponsored by the State Directors of Industries, State Drugs 
Controllers, State Directors of Fisheries, or the Executive Director, 
Food and Nutrition Board, New Delhi, import licences for raw 
materials, components and spares for the period April 1971—^March 
1972 will be issued on the basis of the value of licences for raw 
materials, components and spares issued to such units for the period 
April 1970—March 1971. In the case of units which did not apply 
during April 1970—March 1971 or whose application for that period 
was rejected, the value of import licences for the period April 1971— 
March 1972 i^ll be based on the value of licences for raw materials, 
components and spares issued to the units for the period April 1969— 
March 1970. 1 

35. In the case of other units, import licences will be Issued on the 
basis of the recommendation of the sponsoring authority. 

36. Applications from small scale units would be considered on a 
more liberal basis, in the light of their production capacity. The 
entitlement of the small scale units for non-ferrous met^s would be 
increased by 50 per cent on the basis of import licences/release orders 
issued for April 1970—March 1971. 

36A. Actual users both in the large and small scale sectors in the 
non-priority Industries requiring raw materials, components and 
spares for a value in excess of Rs. one lakh per year will be granted 
licences only after submission of certiflcate of production and of con¬ 
sumption of imported raw materials, and stocks of imported raw 
materials by a Chartered Accountant (or Cost Accountant) as appli¬ 
cable hitherto to priority units. The policy will also be applicable in 
the case of non-priority Industries under other sponsoring authorities. 

New Units 

Definition 

37. New units are those to which no import licences for raw 
materials, components and spares have been Issued for the licensing 
period April 1969—March 1970 and April 1970—March 1971 and 
which have either the requisite machinery Installed or have made 
firm arrangements for machinery, premises and power supply. 
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where necessary. If a unit has obtained an allotment of imported 
raw materials or components through S.T.C. or M.M.T.C. or any 
other recognised agency, or it has obtained import licences for raw 
materials and components under the Import policy for registered ex¬ 
porters, for any of the two licensing periods referred to, it will be 
treated as an existing unit. 

38. If an Industrial unit has not received an import licence for 
raw materials, components and spares, or allotments of Imported raw 
materials/components, for the licensing period April 1966—March 
1970 or April 1970—March 1971, for any valid reason to the satis¬ 
faction of the licensing authority, guch unit may be treated as an 
existing unit by the licensing authority on the recommendation of 
the sponsoring authority concerned provided they have been in con¬ 
tinuous production. In such cases, the value of the licence to be 
issued will be determined by the licensing authority on the basis of 
the recommendation of the sponsoring authority, having regard to 
the Import policy in force and other relevant conrideratlons. 

New Units (Priority Industries) 

39. New units, both in the large and small scale sectors should 
make consolidated applications for import of raw materials, compo¬ 
nents and spares during April 1971—^March 1972 licensing period. The 
first application should be made during the first half of the licensing 
period, and the second application should be made in the latter half of 
tile licensing period. Both the applications should be made through 
the sponsoring authority concerned. There will be no last date for 
the submission of such applications. 

40. In the case of proposed units (i.e. those which have made firm 
arrangements for machinery and premises and power supply, where 
necessary), the sponsoring authority will recommend a licence 
against the second application only after the unit has gone into pro¬ 
duction, 

41. The value of Import licences to new units in the small scale 
sector will be determined having regard to the asBessments of capa¬ 
city and raw material requirements on single shift basis, by the Deve¬ 
lopment Commissioner (Small Scale Industries), New Delhi and sub¬ 
ject to further scrutiny by the Special Committee In the office of the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. 

New Units (Industries other than priority industries) 

42. New units belonging to this category, both In the large and 
small scale sectors, shoidd make consolidated Import applications 
for raw materials, components and spares to the licensing authorities 
concerned through the sponsoring authorities. The small scale units 
and such of the non-SSI units as are sponsored by the State Directors 
of Industries, State Drugs Controllers, State Directors of Fisheries, 
or the Executive Director, Food and Nutrition Board, New Delhi, 
and which have the requisite machinery installed, should make 
their Import applications on an annual basis. Other units including 
all the proposed imlts, should apply on a half-yearly basis, and the 
second application during the licensing period should be made after 
utilising the licence (s) issued against the first application upto the 
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^ecifled extent. In the case of projwsed units, the sponsoring 
authority will recommend a licence against the second application 
only after the unit has gone into production. 

43. All existing units (including those units which were new units 
in April 1970-March 1971 and have become existing units for the first 
time in April 1971-March 1972) will have the facility of opting to be 
treated as a new unit, for obtaining Import licences for raw materials, 
components and spares during April 1971-March 1972. Applications 
for licences may be considered on the recommendations of the spon¬ 
soring authorities in the same manner as in the case of other new 
units. In such cases, applications as new units will be entertained by 
the sponsodng/licensing authorites after the previous licences for raw 
materials, components and spares obtained by the units as an existing 
unit have been utilised to the extent of 60% by actual imports/supplies 
drawn from the Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre 
(IRMAC), or 70% by shipment of goods or 90 percent by way of 
opening letters of cr^lt/flrm commitment made with the IRMAC. 
^Jhorther, this facility of opting to be a new unit will not be available 
In respect of industries for which the creation of new capacityAmit is 
not allowed under the poUcy in force. 

43A. Units registered with the DGTD etc. under the liberal in¬ 
dustrial licensing procedures (whether for al new unit or for an 
expansion scheme Involving investment of less than Rupees one 
crore) will submit separate import licence applications through the 
DGTD/sponsoring authorities for the production programee for 
which they have registered themselves. 

Items to be allowed to actual users 

44. The Items open to actual users are given In Section II in this 
volume. Ordinarily, the items which are not licensable to actual 
users, will not be allowed toi be Imported. 

45. Items shown as licensable for export production only, will be 
allowed only against the Import licences issued to actual users under 
the import policy for registered exporters. 

46. The import of items shown as licensable to actual users ‘on 
restricted basis’ will be allowed subject to the limits to be notified 
separately. Restricted import Is allowed in cases where It becomes 
necessary to supplement to a certain extent indigenous production, 
or items in certain specifications are not evailable indigenously, or in 
cases where indigenous substitutes are not suitable for use In certain 
end-products. 

47. 'The import policy in respect of Iron and steel items and ferro 
alloys Is given In Appendix 41. 

48. The detalk of Items Included In the Import Trade Control 
Schedule are indicated In Appendix 2 to the ITC Hand Book of Rules 
and Proeedure 1971. Items included In the ITC SAedule but for 
which no Import policy is indicated In this Book, may be treated as 
having ‘Nil’ policy during the period April 1971—March 1972. 

Nom-—It may be clarified that the provisions of paragraphs 44 to 
48, regarding Import of items allowed to actual users, will also apply 
to the units eligible to priority treatment and preferred sources of 
supply In terms of paragraphs 18, 19 and 21 above. 
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Emergency licences for spares to Actual Users 

49. The policy and procedure for the grant of emergency licences 
for spares to actual users Is given in the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

Public Sector Industrial Undertakings 

50. The procedure for submission of import applications by public 
sector Industrial undertakings and projects Is given In the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

PART ‘B’ 

Import through Public Sector Agencies 

Canalisation of Imports 

51. Import of certain Items will be arranged only through public 
sector agencies. The list of such items with the names of canalising 
agencies appears In Section HI. In respect of certain other items also 
listed in Section HI, the public sector agencies wiU arrange., bulk 
imports to meet the requirements of emits In certain specified Indlls^ 
tries only. 

52. The canalising agency will apply for bulk allocation of foreign 
exchange and for imports in order to enable It to organise efficient 
procurement of imported materials for distribution to actual users. 

Manner of allotment of imported materials 

53. In respeat of items listed in Section HI, allotment of Imported 
materials to actual users wiU be made in the following manner; — 

(i) by release orders to be issued on applications made to the 
licensing authorities concerned, or 

(ii) by release orders to be issued on applications made to the 
sponsoring authorities concerned, or 

(ill) by direct allotments to be made by the canalising agency 
concerned. 

The manner of allotment has been Indicated against each item in 
Section III. The detailed procedure for submission of applications for 
allotments of these items is given in the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre (IRMAC) 

54. Apart from the items listed in Section IH, public sector 
agencies wiU be enabled to import in bulk certain other raw 
materials, so that they may be able to make efficient arrangements 
for procurement of imported materials and their distribution to 
actual users. For the purpose of organising the import of such 
items, the State Trading Corporation have set up an Industrial Raw 
Materials Assistance Centre (IRMAC) for arranging off-the-shelf 
delivery to actual users/re^stered exporters, as also to function as 
an indenting house. The MMTC are also gearing themselves to meet 
the requirements of actual users "off-the-shelf” or provide Indenting 
facilities to exporting units, in respect of minerals and metal imports. 
Actual users will be able to receive from the IRMAC raw materials 
against their A.U./REP licences. To the extent the goods are sup¬ 
plied by the IRMAC, the licences. In question, wUl not be vaUd for 
direct imports by the licence holders. IRMAC will be announcing 
from time to time the items which will be available with them for 
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supply off-th«-shelf against valid Import licences. The IRMAC/ 
MMTC are being further strengthened so as to ultimately develop 
into specialised purchase a£;;'?ncies fo» making bulk purchases or act 
as indenting houses of items progressively on a larger scale as may be 
entrusted to them from time to time. 

55. While supplying the Imported material, IRMAC will debit 
both the Exchange Control and the Customs Purposes copies of the 
licence so as to reduce its c.i.f. value as a result of the goods supplied 
as under: — 


C.I.F. value of goods supplied; Rs.- 

Description of goods supplied.- 

Date on which supplied.- 

56. IRMAC will supply goods only against licences which are pre¬ 
sented to, them during the initial validity period of the licence. In the 
ctEirtfa revalidated licence, goods will te released if it is presented 
at a time when the licence has at least a balance validity period of 
two months. 

57. Only such goods will be supplied as are covered by the licence, 
and to the extent their import is permitted in the licence. 

58. The flexibility provided to actual users holding licences Issued 
under the import policy for registered exporters under paragraph 
38 of Part ‘B’ in Section I of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red 
Book, Vol. II) for the period April 1971—March 1972, and the flexi¬ 
bility provided to actual users holding A.U. or REP licences under 
the provision contained in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1971, will also be available to these licence 
holders while obtaining Imported materials through the IRMAC, 
subject to the same conditions and restrictions as have been laid 
down. 

59. To the extent the goods are supplied by IRMAC, the licence, in 
question, will neither be valid for direct imports nor for the purpose 
of remittance against the Exchange Control copy. The licensee will 
be able to make imports from abroad and make remittance against 
such imports only upto the balance value available on the licence and 
subject to the terms and conditions of the licence. 

60. If a licence holder has surrendered his licence to IRMAC for 
the supply of goods but the goods are not actually supplied by IRMAC 
for any reason, the licensee cannot claim a revalidation of the licence 
on this ground alone for import of goods directly, if revalidation is not 
otherwise admissible under the import policy in force. 

61. Licence holders can also approach IRMAC for supplies against 
valid licences issued to them In the previous periods, 

62. It is also open to an actual user in the small scale sector not to 
apply for a direct import licence in his favour for Import of raw 
materials and components but to approach IRMAC for Importing the 
goods provided the IRMAC is willing to undertake the import. The 
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procedure for submission of applications for licences in such cases la 
contained in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Pro- 
cedure, 1971. The modes of financing applicable for issuing direct 
import licences to Individual actual users will not apply while Issuing 
a bulk licence to the IRMAC on behalf of several actual users. Also, 
as provided in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Pro¬ 
cedure, 1971, actual users on whose behalf a bulk licence is obtained 
by an importing agency, can apply for their subsequent Import 
licences, whether direct or again through an importing agency, with¬ 
out having to wait for the utilisation of their previous licence by the 
importing agency. 

63. If an actual user desires to Import goods against his Actual 
user licence or against a licence issued to him under the import 
policy for registered exporters, through the State Trading Corpora¬ 
tion, or the Minerals and Metals Trading Corporation or 
the IRMAC, it will not be necessary for the license_Unfi4er1to 
obtain a Letter of Authority lor this purpose in favour of thelnipert^ 
ing agency. The importing agencies in such cases will act as indent¬ 
ing houses and import the goods on behalf of the licence holders, 
subject to the same conditions as are applicable to the grant of 
Letters of Authority as given in the Import Trade Control Hand Book 
of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

64. Public sector agencies can also organise bulk imports on behalf 
of actual users by obtaining in their own name, the licences for raw 
materials, components and spares due to actual users. Detailed pro¬ 
cedure for submission of import applications by public sector agencies 
in such cases is contained in the Import Trade Control Hand Book 
of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

65. Import licences will be Issued to the STC for certain items to 
be Imported from Rupee Payment Area for stock and sale purposes 
or for distribution to actual users. A list of these items is given in 
Appendix 39. 


Pricing 

66 . Sale prices for distribution of goods to actual users will be 
determined by the public sector agency concerned subject to the 
guidance and general control of the Ministry of Foreign Trade. 

Review of ai’rangements of imports through Public Sector agencies 

67. The working of public sector agencies in regard to procure¬ 
ment, pricing, distribution of imported materials and other procedures 
will be reviewed every quarter by a committee in the Ministry of 
Foreign Trade presided over by Additional Secretary and consisting 
of Economic Adviser in the Ministry of Industrial Development and 
Internal Trade, Development Commissioner (Small Scale Industries) 
Director General of Technical Development, Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports and representatives of the Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs and Ministry of Foreign Trade, as members. Repre¬ 
sentatives of the public sector agencies concerned and user authorities 
will be invited to participate in the discussions on items concerning 
them. 
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PART ‘C’ 

Import through established Importers 

Policy for Established importers: 

68 . The detailed import policy for established importers is given 
in Section IV. The quota percentages as given pertain to the annual 
quota, and established importers should submit their applications 
for import licences on an annual basis. 

Last date for submission of applications: 

69. Established importers should submit their applications for 
Import licences, complete in all respects, so as to reach the licensing 
authorities concerned on or before the 31st July, 1971. 

70. Applications for the establishment/refixation of quotas should 
also be made. Complete in all respects, so as to reach the licensing 
authorities concerned not later than the 31st July, 1971. In such 

--Caae»,“ the applications for import licences can be made within 30^ 
days from the date of issue of the quota certificate. 

Basic Period: 

71. The basic period for the purpose of calculating the quota of 
established importers will be from 1951-52 to 1968-69 for all items, 
unless otherwise provided. However, quotas already fixed in accord¬ 
ance with the basic periods prior to 1951-52 will be accepted for the 
grant of quota licences, if otherwise due. 

72. No applications for refixation or re-establishment of quotas- 
will be entertained in the following cases: — 

(i) For items licensable to established importers at a quota of 

more than 100 per cent. 

(ii) For items falling under a particular serial number or a sub¬ 
serial of the I.T.C. Schedule, but imported against a licence 
for a different serial number or sub-serial number, under the- 
concession of interchangeability or under other provisions 
applicable to established importers or others. In such 
cases, applications for fixation or establishment of quotas- 
wlll also not be entertained. 

(iii) In respect of imports made during a financial year, within 
the prescribed basic period, by the head office or a branch 
of an established importer against a consolidated import 
licence obtained by the head office or a branch on the basis 
of past imports standing in the name of the head office and 
the branch (es). 

(iv) In respect of imports made during a financial year, within 
the prescribed basic period, on the basis of more than one 
quota licence issued to an established importer in respect of 
the same quota certificate, for different licensing periods. 

73. Except in cases covered by paragraph 72 above, importers can 
apply for the re-fixation or re-establishment of their existing quota 
certificates on the basis of past imports during any of the years from 
1961-62 to 1968-69 or during any other year, within the prescribed 
basic period, provided such other year has been included in the basic 
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period for the first time during the licensing period April 1968—March 
1969, or the importer was unable to apply for the reflxation of quota 
earlier on account of a change in the ownership or constitution of 
business for which the application for TQR was pending, or he could 
mot apply earlier for other valid reasons beyond his control, to the 
satisfaction of the licensing authority. 

Minimum/Maximum value of licences: 

74. (1) The minimum value of licences issued under the policy 
for established importers will be Rs. 1,250 unless otherwise provided. 

(2) A maximum value limit of Rupees four lakhs has been fixed 
for quota licences for the period April 1971—March 1972. No estab¬ 
lished importer will be eligible to a licence for a value more than 
the maximum limit fixed. This restriction will not, however, apply 
to quota licences in respect of Books, Drugs and m^icines and per¬ 
missible varieties of contraceptives. 

75. In the event of the division of a quota of an established 
importer, the succeeding parties will receive their proportionate 
shares of the approved quota of the original firm; and none of them 
will be allowed the concession of obtaining minimum value licences. 
In such cases, the total value of licences admissible to all the succeed¬ 
ing parties, taken together will be equal to the entitlement of the 
original firm, had there been no division of quota. 

‘Cases in which licences will not be issued: 

76. An established importer will not be eligible for a licence 
where his entitlement under the policy works out to Rs. 100 or below, 
or the value of his quota certificate or past imports on which a 
licence is claimed is upto Rs. 200. 

77. In the case of licences for spare parts issued to established 
Importers, it will not be open to the licensee to import components 

-against such licences, and licences will be valid only for the import 
of permissible spare parts which need replacement due to normal 
wear and tear or breakages in the course of maintenance of imported 
machinery and falling under the serial number or sub-serial number 
of the I.T.C, Schedule against which the licence has been issued. 


PART ‘D’ 

Import of Capital Goods/Heavy Electrical Plants and Machine Tools: 

78. The procedure for submission of applications for the import 
■of Capital Goods, Heavy Electrical Plants, Machine Tools and other 
machinery and equipments is given in the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

79. Applications for the import of machinery required by export- 
oriented units will be given special consideration. 

80. Actual users intending to import machinery of a value exceed¬ 
ing Rupees seven lakhs and fifty thousand should advertise their 
requirements according to the prescribed procedure. 
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81. Applications from actual users for the import of machinery 
and equipment will be considered as and when received. However, 
an existing unit applying for replacement/balancing/modernisation 
equipment should make only one application in a half year, except 
that application.^ to meet emergent situations like breakdown, or ia 
response to a specific foreign credit may be permitted at any time. 

82. .Applications from actual users for the import of mining machi¬ 
nery, printing machinery, garage and workshop machinery, construc¬ 
tion machinery and studio equipments will also be considered, sub¬ 
ject to the availability of foreign exchange ci.ilings for this purpose. 

PART ‘E’ 

Open General Licence 

83. The import of the following items will continue to be allcwed 
under O.G.L. for import upto 30th September, 1971:— 

(1) Wattle extract. 

(2) Wattle bark. 

(3) Bark for tanning, 

(4) Pickled hides, skins, pelts, splits and parts thereof. 

(5) Hides and skins, raw or salted, where the value of hide* 
and skins is more than that of wool/hair thereon, 

(6) Quebracho extract, Chestnut extract and modified 
Eucalyptus extract (Myrtan). 

The O.G.Ij. is reproduced in Appendix 33. 

PART ‘F’ 

Miscellaneous Provisions 
(i) Actual Users (Mining and Collieries) 

84. Applications for the import of spare parts of mining and 
colliery machinery, not available indigenously, will be considered 
from actual u.sers on annua] basis, covering their requirements for 
the year April 1971—March 1972. There will be no last date for 
submission of applications during the licensing period. The detailed 
procedure for the submission of .such applications is given in the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

(U) Actual users (Institutions) 

85. Import requirements of universities, educational institution®, 
research organisations and technical/technological institutions and 
hospitals will be allowed in respect of items which are cleared by 
the D.G.T.D. from indigenou.s angle. 

86. Import licences will be issued in such cases for the values for 
which foreign exchange is released on each application by the Uni¬ 
versity Grants Commission or the administrative Ministry of th* 
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Central Government, as the case m^iy be. Where no foreign ex¬ 
change is provided as above, but the requirements are considered 
essential and urgent, applications duly recommended by the sponsor¬ 
ing authority may be considered subject to the availability ol foreign 
exchange at the disposal of the licensing authority. 

87. The detailed procedure for submission of applications is give* 
in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1S71. 


(iii) Actual users (Services) 

fl8. Applications for the import of spare parts for the maintenance 
ef imported machinery and equipment, or indigenously made machi¬ 
nery and equipment having imported components, or for import of 
other materials, will be considered from actual users of the categories 
indicated below; — 

(i) Fleet owners, 

(ii) Construction agencies. 

(iii) Garages and workshops. 

(iv) Printers. 

(’i) Publishers of books. 

(vi) Film studios and laboratories. 

(vli) Tyre retreading units. 

89. Applications should be made on an annual basis covering re¬ 
quirements for ihe year April lt)71—March 1972. There will be n© 
last date for submission of applications during the licensing period. 
The detailed procedure for making such applications is given in the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

(iv) Newspaper establishments 


90. (1) Applications for import of newsprint should be made In 
terms of the policy announced in the Ministry of Foreign Trade Pub¬ 
lic Notice No. 36-ITC(PN)/71, dated 7th April 1971, as reproduced In 
Appendix 51. 

(2) Applications for specialised requirements will be considered 
by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi. Such 
applications should be made to C.C.I.&E., New Delhi direct The 
detailed policy in this regard Is indicated in Appendix 8 


(v) Spare parts of Earthmoving machinery 

91. Applications for spare parts of earthmoving machinery will 
be considered for Import from U.S.A. under U.S. AID conditions, and 
from the Rupee Payment Area, from those who have imported spare 
parts of earthmoving machinery from the respective sources during 
any of the financial years 1966-67,1967-68, 1968-69, 1969-70 and 1970-71 

92. Appllc^ions should be made to the Chief Controller of 

and Exports, New Delhi In the form prescribed for estab¬ 
lished importers. Applications should also be supported by a certl- 
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ficate from a Chartered Accountant or Cost Accountant in practice 
who is not a partner or an employee of the applicant Arm or Its 
associates, indicating year-wise, the c.i.f. value of spare parts (rf 
earthmoving machinery falling imder S. No. 65(5) (ii) (a)/V, impori,^!' 
by the applicant during the period from 1966-67 to 1970-71, from U.S.A. 
•r Rupee Payment Area, as the case may be. 

93. The last date for submission of such applications will bo tho 

3lst October, 1971. 

94. The applicants should before applying for licences advertise 
their requirements in the Indian Trade Journal issued by the Direc¬ 
torate General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 1, Council 
House Street, Calcutta—I, or in the Indian Export Service BuUetiji 
issued by the Director, Commercial Publicity, Ministry of Foreign 
Trade, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi, giving 45 days time to indigenous 
manufacturers or their selling agents to respond to the advertisement 
if they are in a po.sition to meet the requirements. The applicant 
should ensure that the advertisement is published In the Indian 
Trade Journal or in the Indian Export Service Bulletin well in time 
ao that tho indigenous manufacturers or their selling agents ha\^e a 
clear 45 days to respond 10 it before the applicant makes his import 
*pp ication within the last date prescribed for submission ol 
applications. 

95. The adverlisen.i m .-.hould indicate, intp.r-alia, the full specifica¬ 
tions and particulars of the items sought to be imported. Indigenous 
manufacturers who are in a position to meet the requirements in res- 
pon.se to the advertisement should send their reply to the applicant 
within 45 days of the advertisement, with a copy thereof, under re¬ 
gistered cover, to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Delhi (ML'IJ Section) as well as to the D.G.T.D., New Delhi (C>- 
•rdlnatlon). In their reply, the indigenous manufacturers should 
mention the specifications and particulars of the goods which they 
are in a position to supply, the period of delivery, prices and other 
relevant terms. The applicant should make his import applicatio* 
anly for those items which he cannot procure from inmgenou# 
sourcs.s. 


(vi) Import requirementf; of shipping companies 

96. Applications for the import of goods required by shipping 
companies will be considered from applicants who have Imported 
these goods during the year 1969-70 or 1970-71. 

97, Applicot’ons for import licences should be made to the regional 
licensing authorities concerned through the Director General of Ship¬ 
ping, Bombs’^ I’n the prescribed form 'A’. The applications should b« 
accompanied bv a ^rat'Tnent indicating the items sought to be import¬ 
ed, the number, date and value of import licences obtained by the 
apnlicant for thes? items durmg 1969-70 and 1970-71 and the imports 
actually effected during these two years separately. AppUcatlojw 
will be considered only for permissible items. 
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98. There will be no last date for submission of such applications 
during the licensing period. 

(vii) Import of Technical Samples/Prototypes 

99. Import of technical samples, supplied free of charges, not ex- 
‘ 'I nc, its. 1,000 in c.l-f. value in one consignment, excepting vege¬ 
table seeds falling under SI. No. 36 and ‘New drugs’ falling under 
Si. Nos. 37 and 109 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule, is allowed under 
O.G.L. IV. 

100. In cases not covered by O.G.L. IV, applications for the import 

of chemicals and other materials, to be used as technical samples/ 
prototypes may be considered by the licensing authorities concerned, 
from manufacturing units, on the recommendations of sponsoring 
authorities, and imports may be allowed for a value not exceeding 
Ps. c.i-f, against the import licence for raw rnatcnals, 

nen’s ,Md spares issued In the applicant unit by a specific endorse¬ 
ment made thereon. Applications may al.so be considered for the 
import of such samples/prototypes from manufacturers whose deve¬ 
lopment schemes have been approved by the sponsoring authorities. 

101. Applications for the import of machinery/instrument,? as 
prototypes will be considered in terms of the provisions made in the 
Imnnrt Trarf^ Control Hand Book of 'Rules and Procediirr-, 1071, The 
various provisions for import of technical samples/prototypes are 
indjGated in Appendix 54.

104. Imports of a few selected consumer goods, namely, medicine*, 
text and technical books, hearing aid batteries and artist brushea, 
will be allowed through the National Co-operative Consumers Fede¬ 
ration, New Delhi, within a limited ceiling, for distribution through 
Consumer Co-operative stores. 

(xi) Government Contracts 

105. The procedure for dealing with applications made by firms 
to import goods in respect of which a contract has been placed with 
them by the D.G.S.&D., State Railways or Ministry of Defence, ha« 
been laid down in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rule* 
and Procedure, 1971. 


PART ‘G’ 

Procedural Matters 
(i) Conditions of import licences 

108. The conditions applicable to different categories of licences 
have been given in Appendix 31 of the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

107. Unless otherwise provided, the period of shipment In respect 
of licences issued to actual users from general currency area and 
from rupee payment area will be 18 months. Such licences would 
not be eligible for rev&lidation. For established importers import 
licences will be issued with an initial validity period of 12 months. 

108. The provisions of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1971 will apply to the applications made or 
licences issued in terms of the import policy for 1971-72. 

109. The grant of an import licence does not confer any immunity, 
exemption or relaxation from any obligation or from compliance 
with any requirement, to which the licence holder may be subject to 
under other laws or rules or regulations, such as, for instance, the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951, the Foreign 
Ixchange Regulation Act, 1947. 

(U) Clarification regarding scope and content of Import licences 

110. Except where otherwise specifically provided in the relevant 
Import Trade Control Policy or in the import licence, it is clarified 
tiiat:— 

(a) Any item which Is not licensable to a particular category of 
Importers in terms of the relevant import policy in force, 
will be deemed to be non-permisslble for import by that 
category of importers, notwithstanding the fact that such 
Item may have been shown as licensabl* In the import 
policy to other categories of importers. 
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(b) An item will be deemed to be restricted for import if It 
cannot be imported to the full extent of the value of the 
licence. 

(c) Where in the import policy for registered exporters or in 
an import licence issued under the said pohcy, it has been 
provicied that the licence shall not be valid for import 
of non-permlssible or restricted items, or it has been indi¬ 
cated that the licence shall be valid only for the import 
of permissible items, and there is no list of such non- 
permissible, restricted or permissible items in the import 
policy for registered exporters, the pohcy apphcable t# 
actu^ users as contained in Volume I of the Red Book 
for the relevant period will apply in determing the scope 
and content of the REP licence, modified to the extent that 
further concessions, if any, are granted specifically to REP 
licence holders. 

(d) Where in the import pohcy for actual users or in an 
Import licence issued under the said pohcy, it has been 
provided that the hcence shall not be vahd for non- 
permissible or restricted items, or it has been indicated 
that the hcence shah be vahd for import of permissible 
items only, and there is no list of such non-permissible, 
restricted or permissible items in the Import pohcy for 
actual users, the policy apphcable to estabhshed import¬ 
ers as contained in Volume I of the Red Book for the 
relevant period will apply in determining the scope and 
content of the actual user hcence. 

(e) The relevant Import Trade Control Policy would mean 
tlie pohcy for the licensing period shown on the top of 
of the hcence, unless otherwise provided, 

(hi) Income-tax verification 

111, Importers who have no IVC Registration/Exemption Num¬ 
ber valid beyond 31st March, 1971 nre advised to take steps imme¬ 
diately to obtain the required number. The procedure for obtaining 
rVC Registration/Exemption Numbers is given in the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

(iv) Review of entitlement of Actual Users 

112. Cases of actual users in which it is established that the 
•peratlon of the existing policy creates undue hardship which is 
Ukely to affect industrial development, wiil be considered on merits 
by a Special Committee under the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports. Such requests should be made to the CCI&E (Policy Cell) 
Udyog Bhavan, N-w Delhi through the sponsoring authority con^’ 
cerned in the proforma appearing in Appendix 22. Small scale 
units should make applications in triplicate while applications from 
other units (including DGTD units) should be made in duplicate 
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113. The applications lor consideration by the Special Committee 
will be made as indicated below: 

(1) Small scale units 

The sponsoring authority will forward one copy of the applica¬ 
tion to the Development Commissioner (SSI), New Delhi/Drugs 
Controller (India) Nirman Bhavan, New Delhi, (In the case of appli¬ 
cations from the units engaged in the drugs industry), and other 
copy to the CCI&E, New Delhi (Policy Cell). The Development 
Commissioner (SSI) or the Drugs Controller (India), as the ease 
may be, will forward the application with his recommendation to the 
CCI&E, New Delhi for consideration by the Special Committee. In 
cases where the DC (SSI) or Drugs Controller (India), does not 
consider it necessary to recommend the firm’s request for considera¬ 
tion by the Special Committee, ho will inform the sponsoring autho¬ 
rity concerned under intimation to the CCI&E, New Delhi. 

(2) Other Units 

The applications from other units (including D.G.T.D. units) wlU 
be scrutiidsed by the sponsoring authorities concerned. If the 
sponsoring authority does not support the request, it will forward 
the application to the CCI&E, New Delhi recommending rejection. 
If the sponsoring authority supports the firm’s request for considera¬ 
tion by the Special Committee, it wiU forward the application with 
its recommendation in Part 11 of the application to the CCI&E, New 
Delhi. , i ..15 

(v) Imports for personal use and for hospital, medical institutlMi, 
research and analytical lahoratorles 

114. The various provisions relating to imports of commodltlea 
without an import licence for personal use and for hospitals, medical 
Institutions, and research laboratories have been liberalised. The 
details of such provisions are contained in Appendix 52. 

(vi) Special facilities for closed engineering units 

115. Units engaged in the engineering industries, especially la 
West Bengal, which have been closed down for want of steel, non- 
ferrous metals and other raw materials, will be provided special 
facilities in regard to their requirements of raw materials/com¬ 
ponents to re-open their units. Such units should apply witti 
evidence of their capacity and requirements of raw materials for 
one year. In order to enable such units to start production, import 
facilities for three months’ requirements would be considered to 
begin with, requirements for the balance of nine months being per¬ 
mitted only on production of evidence that they have re-opened their 
factories and started production. After such units have produced 
evidence of their re-opening, emplo 5 Tnent and output, they would 
be allowed to apply in subsequent licensing periods In the usual 
manner, in terms of entitlements established, for sustaining their 

g roduction. Applications in this regard may be sent directly to the 
CI&E, New Delhi for processing through the Special Committee. 

116. The requirements of canalised items of such engineering 
units will be released by the canalising agencies on a priority basis 
Licences for non-canallsed items will also be issued to such units on 
a priority basis. 
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(vii) Special facilities for new industries in rural/backward areas 

117, (1) Applications for imports of machinery will be considered 

on a liberal basis from industrial units in the small scale 
sector to be set up in a ‘backward area’. 

(2) Indian nationals residing abroad will be allowed to 
import machinery, not available in India, purchased out 
of their foreign exchange earnings abroad, if they set up 
small scale units in a ‘backward area’. 

(3) The facility mentioned in (2) above will also be avail¬ 
able to engineering graduates returning from abroad, 
irrespective of the areas where they wish to set up new 
small scale units. 

(4) Applications for import of machinery will be considered 
on a liberal basis from engineering graduates and ex- 
service personnel who Intend to set up small scale 
industries. 

(5) Applications for import of raw materials and compon¬ 
ents from units referred to in (1) to (4) above will be 
considered on a comparatively liberal basis. 

(6) Qualified surgeons, medical practitioners and dentists 
intending to start practice in a rural area may be 
allowed to import instruments and other equipment 

required by them for their professional use on the 
recommendation of the State Government concerned. 

(viii) Facilities for development and research activities 

118. Special facilities have been provided for development and 
research activities by units who have made arrangements for setting 
up laboratories tor the purpose. These are Indicated below:— 

(a) Foreign exchange ceiling will be set apart for meeting the 
requirements of units for their research and development 
activities in respect of capital equipment, raw materials, 
spares and accessories. 

(b) For special research rmlts recognised by the Ministry of 
Industrial Development and Internal Trade, licences will 
be granted for import of raw materials and spares within 
the available foreign exchange for this purpose. 

(c) Import applications under (a) and (b) above will be 
considered by the C.C.I.&E., New Delhi on the recommen¬ 
dations of D.G.T.D. ■ 

(d) Import of bonaflde technical and trade samples can be 
marlp unto Rs. 1,000/- without an Import licence under 
O.GL.IV. Requests for Import In excess of Rs 1,000/- 
and up to Rs. 5,000/- will be considered by the regional 
licensing authorities. 
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(ix) Suggestions for changes in the Import policy 

119. Suggestions for changes in the import policy will be given 
due consideration in consultation with the authorities concerned. 
A procedure has been evolved lor considering such suggestions to 
ensure that the import policy is decided having regard to the legiti¬ 
mate Interests of both the manufacturers and users of commoditlea. 
The suggestions for changes in policy should be accompanied by th# 
requisite information in the proforma appearing In Appendix 27. 

(x) Price atahilization 

120. The price situation warrants continued vigilance. With a 
view to stabilizing the prices of essential finished products, a flexible 
Import policy will continue to be adopted in order to meet suddea 
shortages of Imported raw materials.

4, Actual Users. 

(i) General Drugs and medicines: 

The drug industry being a priority industry, its requirement of 
raw materials will be licensed in terms of the general policy foi 
Issue of licences in favour of the priority industries. 

Actual users licences will be valid for Import of any items not. 
Included in List 11 (banned list) and those included in Section HI, 
the import of which is canalised through the public sector agency 
Import of the items included in list III will, however, be allowed to 
be imported on a restricted basis. Chemicals, solvent, flavouring: 
agents, colours etc.—import of which is banned or restricted else 
wmere in the Red Book will not be permitted to be imported. 

The drugs and medicines licensed in terms of this policy should 
not be sold after repacking or rebottUng only. 

Imports through State trading agency ; 

Requirements of actual users for import of the following itemt- 
will be met from import through public sector agency: — 

(1) Thiamine Mononitrate and Hydrochloride (Vitamin B1 ). 

(2) Riboflavlne (Vitamin B2) and Riboflavine-5-phosphate- 
sodium.

Note;— The requirements of actual users in respect of items 
mentioned at S. Nos. 8 to 15 will be met on a restricted 
basis 

Release orders in. respect of these items will be issued to actual user*' 
by the licensing authorities to enable them to obtain the supplies from 
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itie canalising agency as indicated in Section HI. The detailed pro¬ 
cedure for submission of applications by actual users in respect ol 
these items is given in Chapter IV of Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971. 

In the case of pharmaceutical units not borne on the registers of 
the Directorate General of Technical Development, the ‘loan licen¬ 
see!' under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 who are permitted to 
get their drugs processed by other factories licensed under the said 
Act, will be eUgible to get actual user licences for permissible items 
of raw materials required by them. Such licences will not bear the 
condition regarding utilisation of the imported raw materials in the 
factoiY of the licensee and a suitable endorsement will be made on 
such licences permitting the ‘loan licensees’ to get their goods pro- 
ceised in other factories licensed imder the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 
1940. The new units of loan licensees wiU be granted licences for 
a value not exceeding Rs. 10,000/- for a 6 monthly period. 

(11) Crude drugs for Ayurvedic and Unani medicines 

The requirements of the actual users wiU be licensed In terms of 
the general policy for Issue of licence for raw materials in favour of 
the priority industries. The actual users sbmild furnish a list of the 
Items of crude drugs of Ayurvedic and Unani medicines desired to 
be Imported by them. 

(lil) Homoeopathic medicines 

The requirements of the actual users will be licensed in terms of 
the general policy for issue of licences for raw materials In favour 
of the priority industry. 'The licences will be Issued with the follow¬ 
ing description; — 

“All single Homoeopathic drugs In basic form and/or of any 
potency, Including sugar of milk In bulk and Biochemlc 
medicines.” 

6. Import of Free Samples of Drugs and Medicines. 

In order to minimise delay and inconvenience to bonafide sob 
representatives of manufacturers abroad In Importing conslmrnentl 
of free samples of drugs and medicines, Customs Clearance Permih 
wlU be issued by the regional licensing authorities to cover impori 
of free samples of drugs and medicines covered by List I of this 
Appendix, subject to the follovring conditions; — 

(1) No remittance of foreign exchange is involved. 

(il) The c.l.f. value of the consignment is reasonably small 
and does not In any case exceed Rs. 8,000/- (Rupees eight 
thousand only). 

(iii) The samples are imported In packings which are distinctly 
different from regular trade packings; and 

(Iv) Each packing is clearly marked “Physician’? samples not 
to be sold’’. 
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Applications are to be made to the regional Ucensing authoritlea 
In the prescribed form and manner. Only one Customs Cletirance 
Permit will be Issued to the firm whenever necessary and for this 
purpose only the Head Office of the firm should apply. 

6. Import of new drugs 

Requests for issue of Customs Clearance Permit for import of 
new drugs will be considered by the CCI&E., New Delhi. Such 
applications should be made through the DGHS, New Delhi. 

7. Licensing to Repackers and Rebottlers of Drugs, 

The parties who obtain supplies of drugs and medicines in bulk 
and are engaged in the process of re-pacldng and nebottUng the 
drugs and medicines In small containers, are not covered by the 
definition of actual users as given fn the ITC Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1970, as they are not engaged In an Industrial 
production. However, in terms of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 
1940 the process of manufacture Includes the process of repacking 
or re-bottling of drugs. Also, persons or firms engaged in such 
activities are required to possess a licence under the said Act, and 
are also required to test the products either in their own laboratories 
or other approved laboratories. In view of this, applications for 
licences will be considered from such parties holding licences under 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940, for repacking or re-bottling 
of drugs, for import of permissible items of drugs and medicines 
required by them for repacking or rebottling purposes. Applica¬ 
tions should be made in the form prescribed for the actual users, 
to the licensing authority concerned through the sponsoring autho¬ 
rity concerned. Licences will be issued for import of specific per¬ 
missible items of drugs and medicines recommended by the sponsor¬ 
ing authority. Licences against this provision will be Issued to an 
applicant for a value not exceeding Rs. 3,700/-. 

8. Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940— Applicability 

The provisions of Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 and the Rules 
thereunder should be complied with wherever necessary. Appli¬ 
cants for Import of drugs under the Import Trade Control Regula¬ 
tions should declare In their application forms that they hold valid 
licences under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 for sale of drugs 
applied for by them and also quote the number and date of that 
licence.

(b) The list of books published by them during 1969-70 and 
1970-71. The name of the titles, the number of copies of 
each title printed, the total number of pages, and the page 
area of each title of books should be separately Indicated. 

(c) The number of books proposed to be published in 1971-72, 
the names of the titles, number of copies of each title pro¬ 
posed to be printed and the page should be separately 
indicated. The foreign titles to be published may be shown 
separately in this statement. 

(d) The grammage of the newsprint proposed to used In 
the publication of books. 

10 C.C.I. 
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(11) Whenever a quota licence for books Is endorsed for Import 
of newsprint, It would be stipulated on the licences that the news¬ 
print imported shall be utilised by the licensee for printing of their 
own books only and no portion thereof should be sold or disposed In 
any manner to any party or used for any other purpose. 

9. While applying for quota licences, the established importers 
should furnish the following Information: —

11. Importers should simultaneously, when placing orders for 
forelm books, furnish a copy of the Indent to the Book Promotion 
Division of the Ministry of Education and Youth Sendees, ‘C’ Wing, 
Shastrl Bhavan, New Delhi. They should also arrange r^th their 
suppliers that the exporters’ Invoices will list the titles of the books, 
number of copies of each supplied and their prices. The exporter’s 
copy of the Invoice should be supplied by the Importer to the Minis¬ 
try of Education and Youth Services, New DeM, as soon as he 
receives the conslgninent. 

12. The existing concession whereby the Collectors of Customs 
are authorised to release post parcels containing books, magazines 
and periodicals without the importers having to produce the import 
licences, will continue during April 1971—March 1972 period. TOe 
licensee w^ ensure that only such books, magazines and journals 
are got released under this concession, for the Import of which he 
holds a valid licence. The value of books, magazines and journals 
Imported by post parcels will be deemed to have been debited to 
the Ucence against which the import has been made.

The import of the items under trade names would not normally be 
allowed unless the full description along with specification and 
chemical structure are furnished to the sponsoring/Hcencine autho¬ 
rity.

Applications for import of steel and ferro-alloys will be considered 
from actual users only. 

2. The detailed import policy in respect of items of steel and ferro 
alloys is contained in Schedules ‘A’ to ‘D’. , 

3. Items other than those specified in the policy will not ordinarily 
be permitted for import imless specifically cleared by the Ministry 
of Steel and Heavy Engineering. Requests in this regard wall be 
considered only when supported by Non-availability Certificates 
from the likely Indigenous producers. 

4. Applications for Import licences should be made In the pres¬ 

cribed form and manner, accompanied by requisite treasury challan 
showing payment of application fee, IVC number and other docu¬ 
ments as may be necessary In terms of the relevant policy/procedure. 
The detailed proceduie for submission of Import applications, as laid 
down in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Proce¬ 
dure, 1970, as amended should be followed. The import entitlements 
of actual users wllLbe determined in terms of the relevant Import 
poUcy as contained in the Import Trade Control Pobey (Red Book 
Volume I). . ' ;1

6 . The Schedules ‘A’ to ’D’ give the Item-wise import licensing 
policy. As indicated therein, import of certain items will be allowed 
only on production of non-availability certificates from indigenous 
producers The names of indigenous producers from whom the 
required non-availability certificates are to be obtained, have been 
shown In Schedule ‘E’, with their serial numbers, against each item 
of Schedule ‘A’ to ‘D’. 


Procedure for obtaining certificates from indigenous producers: 


1. For the purpose of obtaining non-availability certificates from 
Indigenous producers, the actual users seeking to import should 
send enquiries, by registered post, to the indigenous producers con¬ 
cerned, giving full specifications of the goods sought to be imported, 
in Indian Standard Specifications (ISI) or nearest ISI specifications,' 
if available, with the sizes, the chemical composition, the phv.sical' 
properties and the end-use of the material. 
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8 . On receipt of the enquiry the Indigenous producers shall send 
a de^te reply to the actual user concerned. Where they are in a 
position to supply the goods, they will indicate In their replies, the 
quantity they would be able to supply, the prices, delivery time and 
all other information relevant to the enquiry. 

9. If any enquiry received by the producers Is found incomplete 
in ary respect, they shall promptly bring It to the notice of the sender 
thereof. Failure on the part of a producer to send a definite reply 
to a complete enquiry will be deemed to Indicate that he Is not in a 
position to supply the materials, and this will be taken Into account 
by the licensing and the sponsoring authorities for the purpose of 
issuing or recommending licences for the import of the materials in 
question. 

10. In case the sender of the enquiry does not receive any reply 
from the supplier within 4 weeks of the date of issue of the enquiry 
this will be considered as NAC for the purpose of this policy. 

11. Where a producer offers an alternative specification, he must 
clearly mention whether It is an exact equivalent or the nearest 
equivalent which can be substituted for the end-use for which the 
industry requires it. 

12. The producers must indicate the quantity they would be In 
a position to supply within six months from the date of the financial 
arrangement made by the customer, and this tonnage only will be 
deemed to be available from indigenous source for the purpose of 
allowing the Imports. 

13. Where a commitment for supply by a producer Is made by 
him subject to availabihty of raw materials or other unforseen 
factors. It will not be deemed to be an NAC for the purpose of this 
policy. 

Import applications based on non-availability certificates: 

14. Where an item I 3 llcenseable to actual users completely on pro¬ 
duction of non-availability certificate from Indigenous producers, the 
actual user should apply for a licence only after making an enquiry 
from the indigenous producers In terms of the procedure explained 
above. If no reply Is received from Indigenous producers within 
four weeks from the date of the enquiry, the actual user can submit 
an application for import licence Rfter the expiry of this period. 
He should furnish along with his import application, copies of the 
enquiries made from indigenous producers and a declaration to the 
effect that he has not received a reply thereto. In case the actual user 
receives a certificate of non-availability from the indigenous pro¬ 
ducer, he should apply for a licence within four months of the receipt 
of such certificate, and furnish with his application copies of his 
enquiry to the Indigenous producers and their replies. If no applica¬ 
tion Is made within four months of the date of issue of non-availability 
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certificate, the non-availability certificate in question wiU be of no 
effect, and the actual user will be required to make a fresh enquiry 
-from indigenous producers. 

15. Where an Item is licensable on the condition that only a per¬ 
centage of the requirements of actual user will be allowed to be 
imported, provided the actual user places a firm order on the indi¬ 
genous producer for the balance of his requirements, the import 
application should be made only after the actual user has placed 
firm order on the indigenous producers in respect of the balance of 
his reqrdrements. The evidence of firm order placed on and accepted 
by the indigenous producers should be furnished with the applica¬ 
tion. If aU the producers refuse to accept such orders, full imports 
will be allowed. 

16. Where an item is licensable on the condition that a certain 
percentage of the requirements of actual users will be allowed to be 
imported straightaway, and the balance will be permitted for import 
on production of non-availability certificate from Indigenous pro¬ 
ducers, the actual user can submit an application for import of the 
permissible part of his requirements without obtaining non-avail¬ 
ability certificate from indigenous producers. After obtaining non¬ 
availability certificates from Indigenous producer for the balance 
of his requirements, the actual user can apply for a supplementary 
licence or for inclusion of additional value and quantity on the 
application already made. The actual user should also furnish add! 
tional treasury challan towards application fees In case the amoimt or 
the challan already submitted with the earlier application does not 
cover the additional value asked for the latter being the guiding 
factor for the issue of import licence. 

Import policy for registered exporters: 

17. The import policy for steel Items and ferro alloys for register¬ 
ed exporters is given in Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book- 
Volume II) for the period April 1971—March 1972. 

18. All provisions regarding entitlement and other policy deci¬ 
sions as may be announced by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports will be applicable to iron and steel and ferro alloys items 
also. 

19. All representations/suggestions for modifications In the policy 
should be made In the proforma specified in this Book (App. 27), and 
addressed to the Ministry of Steel and Heavy Engineering direct. 

20. If any new item has been permitted or additional percentage 
of Import Is permitted under this policy, It will apply for 1971-72 
licences only and no licence Issued in the past should be amended 
to cover such new item or additional percentage of Import allowed 
under the policy for 1971-72. However, the pending applications of 
1970-71 will be dealt with as per 1971-72 import policy. 
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21. Import of drums and barrels sheets for oil companies, whose 
requirements are sponsored by the Department of Petroleum and 
Chemicals will normally be canalised through Minerals & Metals- 
Trading Corporation (MMTC). MMTC will allocate theap to such 
oil companies us have fabricating plants of their own as actual users. 
Those oil companies who do not have fabricating units of their own, 
will on the basis of allocation made by the Department of Petroleum 
and Chemicals, advise the MMTC who will Import on their behalf, 
to release to their fabricators on conversion basis. 

22. Clearance for import will be given by the sponsoring authori¬ 
ties in terms of this policy. Only those c&ses which are to be consi¬ 
dered under para 3 or where any doubts are to be clarified, should 
be referred to the Ministry of Steel and Heavy Engineering. 

23. In addition to having a total value limit for the raw material 
licence, as a whole, quantity limit for stainless steel should be 
specified in the import licence. 

24. Please also see Section III of this Red Book in respect of the 
Items, the import of which is canalised through the public sector 
agency. 

25. Unless otherwise specified all materials mentioned in the 
licence are meant to be in prime quality. Also current policy does not 
permit import of stainless steel seconds and defectives. 

26. The word ‘requirement’, wherever mentioned in the poUcy, 
would be taken to mean the total consumption of that particular 
item (imported as well as indigenous) during the base period. The

4. Customs will not allow an item sought to be imported as a

Objective 

The Fourth Five-Year Plan envisages exports at the compound 
rate of 7 per cent per annum. This objective can be achieved only 
if export earnings from industrial products increase at a compound 
growth rate of 15-20 per cent per annum. In planning and licensing 
Industrial capacity, demand projections would, therefore, Include 
export requirements. It is expected that risir.!i external demand 
over the coming years would thus impaii a strong impulse to indus¬ 
trial growth, 

Jnduztrial licensing 

2. Government have recognised the need for adequate orientation 
of licensing policy in order to step up the export effort. In pursuance 
of such recognition, government have since introduced modified In¬ 
dustrial licensing policy, details of which have been announced by 
the Ministry of Industrial Devclopiment and Interns] Trade in 
various Press Notes liom time to time. 

Collahorntion in export-oriented units. 

3. Foreign collaborations will be more freely permitted m the 
case of primarily export-oriented units. The existing collaboration 
agreements providing for restraints on exports will be suitably 
revised when due for renewal. All applications for foreign collabora¬ 
tions should be submitted direct to the Foreign Investment Board 
Secretariat, Ministry of Industrial Development and Internal Trade, 
Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi, 

4. The policy of not allowing foreign collaboration in trading 
activities may also be relaxed provided such collaboration is intend¬ 
ed exclusively for exports. 

6. Foreign collaboration may also be considered in low priority 
sectors if the collaboration agreement provides for the greater part 
of production to be exported. 

Import of capital goods by export-oriented units 

6. Use of REP entitlements for import of capital goods .—Import 
replenishment accruing against exports under the Import policy for 
Registered Exporters can also be used by manufacturers for the 
import of machinery required for replacement, balancing or moder¬ 
nisation or research and development for an amount not exceeding 
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50 per cent of the value of the licence or Rs. 2 lakhs, whichever is- 
less, provided that this facility is not availed of more than twice in 
any financial year, as laid down in paragraph 45 In Part ‘B’. Under 
this provision, a manufacturer can apply for the Import of machinery 
required for the manufacture of any product within the product 
group to which the exported product belongs. 

7. Supplementary licences jor capital poods.—Applications for Im¬ 
port of capital goods, equipment, dies, jigs and tools required by 
exporting units for expansion, modernisation, diversification of pro¬ 
duction facilities as well as for resetirch and development with a 
view to developing their export potential wUl be accorded high- 
priority. To this end, a special allocation of foreign exchange in 
the foreign exchange budget has been made. The procedure to be 
followed in this respect has been laid down in Chapter VI of the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1970, as 
amended from time to time. 

8. Special procedure for import of capital goods against export 
obligations .—ui the case of export-oriented units, the procedure In 
regard to the grant of import licences for capital goods subject to 
export obligation and for follow-up action to watch the fulfilment 
of the export obligation, has been laid down in Chapter VI of the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1970 as 
amended from time to time. It has been decided that the exports 
made in the discharge of the export obligation in such cases will 
henceforward be eligible for the grant of Import replenishment 
licences in accordance with the provisions contained in Part ‘B’, 

Special treatment for export-oriented units 

9. Preferred sources of supply and facilities for expansion to ex¬ 
porting units in the priority sector.—Industrial units engaged in 
priority industries will be accorded preferential treatment if they 
export 10 per cent or more of their production. Such preferential 
treatment will Include facilities for further expansion of the export 
production and Improvement of installed production capacity and 
for the Import of raw materials and components from preferred 
sources of supply. The extent of the preferential treatment will 
vary with the export performance of the industrial unit. Industrial 
unite exporting 26 per cent or more of their production will be eligi¬ 
ble to Import a higher quantum of their requirements against free 
foreign exchange. 

10. Priority treatment, preferred sources of supply arid facilities- 
for expansion to exporting units other than those in priority sector.— 
In the case of Industries other than those in the priority Urt, the* 
end-products of which axe covered by the import policy for Regis¬ 
tered Exporters, units exporting 10 per cent or more of their pro¬ 
duction will be treated as If they belong to the list of priority Indus¬ 
tries. They will also be eligible for the benefits Indicated In para¬ 
graph 9 above. 

11. For the purpose of determining export performance: — 

(a) exports to Nepal, Sikkim and Bhutan, and exports to 
Ajfghanlstan other than against free foreign exchange, wUT 
not be taken into account; and 
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(b) supplies of materials at international pin;es under arrange* 
ments approved by Government, will be counted as exports. 

12. For the purpose of implementing this policy during 1971-73 
the export performance during the financial year 1970-71 or calender 
year 1970, will be taken into consideration. The details of the policy 
are given in Section I of Volume I of the Import Trade Control 
Pohcy for April 1971^—March 1972. 


13. Production of exporting units. —In the case of exporting units 
with sustained and continuous export performance, the licensing of 
increased capacity under the Industries (Development & Regula¬ 
tion) Act, 1951, over and above their existing licensed capacity to 
the extent of such exports, will be favourably considered. 

14. Higher import replenishment. —Under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters, a higher Import replenishment may be allow¬ 
ed to an exporter to accommodate essential raw materials or com¬ 
ponents required to be imported on the ground that the quality or 
quantum of the indigenous substitute is not adequate, or its price is 
too high to maintain the competitive strength of the export product 


15. Other assistance to export-oriented units. —In order to 
strengthen export production, Industrial units with a substantial 
export performance will be ^ven certain facilities by way of finan¬ 
cial, technical and managerial assistance. 

Facilities for becoming export-oriented units 

16. The present export effort in industrial field is confined to a 
few of many organised units. Government is desirous of assisting 
aU competent concerns to expand and become more efficient in ex¬ 
porting over a period of time, thereby enlarging the number of 
exporting units. A scheme has, therefore, been evolved to assist 
industrial units desiring to enter the export field and buUd up their 
export potential with a view to becoming eligible for the special 
treatment accorded to export-oriented units. The details of the 
scheme are given in the Annexure. 

Compulsory export obligation for certain units in priority sector 

17. Industrial units engaged in priority industries specified In 
Appendix 10 to the Import Trade Control PoUcw (Red Book, Volume 
I), which fall to export at least 5 per cent of their prodacRomtt 
determined in terms of paragraphs 11 and 12 above are liable to 
cuts In their import reqxilrements apart from being ineligible to the 
preferred sources of supply. Units affected by tms provision and 
which have ffifflculties in marketing their products abroad, may 
approach the Ministry of Foreign Trade for guidance and advice. 
Iho Ministry of Foreign Trade hav® opened, a special cell to aaidft 
such exporters. 
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Quality Control Mea8ure$ 

18. A comprehensive programme of quality control and pre-ship 
ment inspection has been put into effect under the Export (Quallt 
Control and Inspection) Act 1963. Since quality is manufactured ll 
the product, in-process quality control has also been introduced foi 
selected chemicals and engineering items. Certain levels of In- 
protess quality control have been stipulated for these commodities 
from the stages of selection and pur^ase of raw materials to pro¬ 
cessing, production and packaging. In-process quality control wlU 
be extended to the manufacture of other export products. It is ex¬ 
pected that all exporting imits will, in the Interest of the reputation 
of the goods manufactured by them, -adopt even where not pres- 
crtbed, in-process quality control measures. Complaints received 
against Inividual units will be investigated by the Export Promo¬ 
tion Organisation concerned in order that defaulting units may be 
cautioned and steps taken to preserve the reputation of Indian pro¬ 
ducts. 

Trade Development Authority 

19. A separate organisation known as the Trade Development 
Authority has been recently established by the Government of 
India. The function of this Authority is to promote selective .and 
Intensive export development of products with growth potential by 
technically competent and commercially viable units, to the develop¬ 
ed coimtries, through provision of a package of services in the fields 
of export production and marketing. The products and the markets 
to which TDA’s programme is directed are new and highly sensitive 
to performance of contracts according to the scheduled deliveries. 
The products chosen by TDA Include parts, components and acces¬ 
sories which go into the production assembly and any delay or 
default in shipment would hold up production lines abroad, resulting 
ultimately in loss of business. 

20. The Government of India have approved a package plan for 
servicing the requirements of TDA’s clientele. According to this, 
simplified procedures have been evolved for processing ap^lcatlona 
duly recommended by the TDA for advance licences. The TDA has 
also been recognised as a sponsoring authority for recommending 
applications for import of capital equipment and new toolings in 
balancing/raodernisation/expar’,. ion/creation of capacity. In order to 
meet the urgent requirements of these clients for import of samples, 
drawings, technical literature and Initial small lots of raw materials, 
components, samples, toolings and test equipment for product de¬ 
velopment, a special allocation of foreign exchange has been placed 
at the disposal of TDA. Details of the package serving plan can be 
had from the office of the Trade Development Authority, 9, Bahadur 
Shah Zafar Marg, New Delhl-1. 
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Introduction 

The present export effort in industrial fields is confined to a few 
out of many organised units.

Present Policy 

2. Industrial units with substantial export performance are 
ehgible for preferential consideration in the grant of the following 
facihtles: — 

(i) Exclusion from the licensed capacity, of the capacity used 
in exports, while invoking penal provisions of the Indus¬ 
trial Development and Regulation Act. 

(ii) E.-'-pansion of capacity of these units, consistent with their 
export performance and in ac.-’ordanro with the policies 
and procedures governing industrial licensing .ind licens¬ 
ing of capital good.s, .spares and maintenance raw materials, 
a.xcept where there are .strong countervailing ren.soiis to 
override the imjiorative consideration to maximise 
exports. 

(IJi) Finance and an3/ other facilities which m.ay hv ; ' ded 
for expanding the production base and for product deve¬ 
lopment. 

(iv) Technical and managerial assistance for upgrading of 
quality, marketing and reduction in cost under the ’/arious 
technical assistance programmes of Government. 

(v) Licensing of current requirements of maintenance imports 
of raw materials, components and consumable stores from 
preferred sources of supply, even if the units do not fall 
within the priority sector. 

Extension of policy to New Units 

3. The scheme is intended to give export orientation to units 
new to export or which are not significantly In the export field and to 
help them achieve exports of a substantial part of their production. 
ITiese units have achieved a, degree of proficiency in production 
for the domestic market, and are willing and able to export to the 
level of the category considered under the present policy. Tn the 
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field of Import substitution in industrial development, there is In 
operation a phased programme for progressive deletion of imported 
raw materials and components to a stage of self-sufficiency in in¬ 
digenous manufacture. By the same token, industrial units which 
are not exporting currently or which are exporting insufficiently, 
will be encouraged to put forward phased programmes of export 
of their products as to achieve within a short period of time a level 
of exports equal to those of the units in para 2 above. 

I mplementation 

4. Such phased programmes have to be submitted by the intend¬ 
ing exporters to the Department of Foreign Trade in the Ministry of 
Foreign Trade in the attached proforma. These applications will be 
processed by that Department taking into account all aspects of these 
programmes and the ability/competence of the applicants to 
execute them. In the event of Government being satisfied with the 
proposals, it will issue letters of intent to the applicants, giving con¬ 
ditional or other approvals to these programmes, qualifying the 
applicants for any or all of the facilities referred to in paragraph 2 
as may be deemed appropriate. In the matter of facilities falling 
within the ambit of Industrial Development and Regulation Act, the 
necessary letters of Intent will be issued by the Ministry of Indus¬ 
trial Development, Internal Trade and Company Affairs after due 
consideration by the appropriate Licensing/Registration Committee

Import Policy for Registered Exporters 


Objective 

The objective of the import policy for Registered Exporters is to 
provide to the registered exporters, by way of replenishment, from 
the most preferred sources, the imported materials required in the 
manufacture of the products exported by them. 

Eligibility for import replenishment licences 

General 

2. Experts to Nepal, Sikkim and Bhutan will not qualify for 
import replenishment, as also exports to Afghanistan if made other¬ 
wise than against payment in free foreign exchange. 

- 3. ExocrLs an ^ '--.n'lign-'.np’it basis will qualify for replenishment 
only alter the export proceeds have been realised against final sales 
and surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control. 

4. Any of the products listed in the statement :n Section IT, ■' id 

a foreign shipping company as ship stores, will qualify for re¬ 
plenishment licences under this policy, proviaed that they are paid 
for in “foreign exchange or in Indian Rupees’’ obtained from the 
exci.ange of foreign currency. 

5. The following types of exports will also qualify for replenish¬ 
ment licences; — 

(a) Sales to foreign tourists of selected products; 

(b) Supplies made against IBRD/IDA aided projects in incha, 
and 

(c) Supplies made by Indian firms in India under the aid pro¬ 
grammes of United Nations and other Multinational agen¬ 
cies at internatinnal prices and paid for in free foreign ex¬ 
change. 

The procedure to be followed and the documents to be produced for 
claiming replenishment licences has been laid down in Part E of 
this Book. ^ 

6. Export products for which floor prices for exports have been 
fixed by a registering authority, will qualify for replenishment 
under this policy only if the exports satisfy the floor price condi¬ 
tion. 
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^xpori products and extent uj 1 epLenishment 

7. The products against the export of which repiepishment 

Oe allowed have been enumerated m Col. 2 of the statemeut jn Sec¬ 
tion II. The extent uf replemshment itiut wUl be permissible against 
each product has been indicaied m Col 3 of the same staiement In 
terms of a percentage of the f.o.b. value ol the export. ‘ 

8. The percentages indicated in Col. 3 of the statement In 
Section II will apply in the case of exports effected on or after 1st 
April, 1971. In the event of any subsequent change in these percent¬ 
ages, the change will be announced by a Public Notice; and the 
change so announced, unless otherwise specified, will be applicable 
to the exports effected after the announcement for the pm pose of 
granting import replenishment licences, except in the case of regis¬ 
tered export contracts. 

9. In the case of registered export contracts, the crucial date for 
determining the percentage of replenishment will be the date of the 
contract. If the registered contract Is a public tender contract ol a 
foreign government or a foreign public utility, the crucial date for 
determining the percentage of replenishment will be the date of the- 
tender. 

10. In the case of exports on a consignment basis, the import 
replenishment percentage in force on the date of realisation of the 
safe proceeds, will be applicable. 

11. A special procedure will be followed where the quantum of 
replenishment provided is inadequate to accommodate an essential 
raw material or component which is required to be imported on the 
ground that the quahty of the indigenous substitute Is not adequate, 
or its price is too high, to maintain the competitive strength of the 
export product, or the quantity of the indigenous substitute is not 
adequate to meet the demand- In such cases, requests for ex- 
cee^ng the prescribed replenishment limits and for the grant of 
supplementary import replenishment licences will be considered on 
merits by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi. 

12. Where the licensing authority considers that the value of the 
goods exported is over-invoiced or there has been a mis-declaration 
of the description of the products exported. It shall be open to It 
either to refuse to issue any licence against such exports or to reduce 
the value of the licence to such figure as it deems fit. This will be 
without prejudice to any other action that the licensing authority 
may take under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 or 
orders issued thereunder or under any other provisions. 

13. Import licences issued imder this policy, unless otherwise In¬ 
dicated, will be valid for imports from the General Currency Area. 

Categories of Exporters 

14. Applications for import licences under this policy will be 
entertained only from registered exporters, including merchant 
exporters, manufacturer-exporters and Export Houses holding eligi¬ 
bility certificates, in the private and the public sectors. 
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Utilisation of different categories of import replenishment licences 

(REP licences) 

(a) Merchant Exporters 

15. Merchant exporters may utilise import replenishment entitle¬ 
ments earned against exports effected by them in the manner Indlcat- 
-ad below: — 

(i) By transferring the import replenishment licence In favour 
of the State TYading Corporation, the Minerals and 
Metals Trading Corporation, or an eligible Export House, 
in accordance with the procedure for transfer laid down 
in paragraphs 24 and 25 below. 

(11) By nominaung a manufacturer/manufacturers for receiv¬ 
ing the Import replenishment licence (s), in accordance 
with the provisions for nominations laid down in para 
graphs 26 to 28 below. 

(Hi) By receiving Import licences in their own name in the 
case of the export products mentioned In paragraph 16 
below. 

16. In the case of the following export products, import licences 
may, on request, be issued to merchant exporters against the exports 
•effected by them, with the condition that the licensee sh^l not sell 
or otherwise dispose of the Imported materials but use them in the 
■manufacture of the goods exported provided the manufacture of such 
goods elsewhere is undertaken on the licensee's account: — 

(1) E-PdiJS, and German Silverware. 

(2) Leather and Leather Goods and other animal product*. 

(3) Sports Goods. 

(4) Handicrafts. 

(6) Agarbathles and Chandan Dhoop. 

(6) Natural Silk Fabrics, Garments. 

(7) Woollen Carpets, Rugs and Druggets. 

<8) Handloom products, namely cotton fabrics (other tbnp 
greys) and mixed fabrics of cotton and wool/silk/Jute and 
non-fabric cotton textile items. 

(fl) Walnut Kernels. 

(10) Preserved Specimens of birds and animals. 

(11) Pickles, all kinds (oil-based, sweet-sUced, etc.) 

(12) Mustard Powder and Paste. 

(13) Papads. 

(14) Ghana made products such as Sandesh and Rasgolla. 

(16) Khoa made products such as barfl, peda. 
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(16) Tobacco immanufactured. 

(17) Cashew Kernels. 

(18) Cotton textiles made on power-looms. 

(16) Mushrooms. 

(b) Manufacturer-exporters 

17. Manufacturer-exporters may utilise the Import replenishment 
entitlements earned against the exports effected by them In the 
manner indicated below: 

(1) By transferring the Import replenishment licence in favour 
of the State Trading Corporation, the Minerals and Metals 
Trading Corporation, or an eligible Export House, in ac¬ 
cordance with the procedure for transfer laid down in 
paragraphs 24 and 25 below. 

(li) By nominating a manufacturer/manufacturers for receiv¬ 
ing the import replenishment licence (s) in accordance 
with the provisions for nominations laid down in para¬ 
graphs 26 to 28 below. 

(iii) By receiving a licence in their own name for whole of the 
import replenishment or a part thereof subject to the 
‘Actual used condition for the utilisation of the Imported 
material as laid down in Part E of this Book. 

(c) Eligible Export Houses 

18. Eligible export houses may utilise the Import replenish¬ 
ment entitlements earned against the exports effected by them, in 
the manner indicated below: — 

(1) By receiving licences In their own name for whole of the 
import replenishment or a part thereof. 

(li) By nominating a manufacturer/manufacturers for receiv¬ 
ing the import replenishment licence (s) in accordance 
with the provisions for nominations laid down in para¬ 
graphs 26 to 28 below. 

(ill) By nominating their supporting manufacturers to enable 
these manufacturers to Import jigs, tools and equipments 
upto specified value limits indicated in paragraph 45 
below. The procedure to be followed in this respect is laid 
down in Part E of this Book. 

19 . Import licences issued to Eligible Export Houses against the 
exports made by them will be subject to the condition that the im¬ 
ported goods shall be disposed of to actual users engaged in export 
production. The Eligible Export House may also utilise the import¬ 
ed materials for export production on its own account In the manu¬ 
facturing establishments owned by others. 
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20. The condition regarding disposal of the imported goods ea 
contained in the preceding paragraph shall also apply to the goods 
Imported by an Eligible Export House against the licences transfer¬ 
red In its favour by a merchant exporter or manufacturer-exporter. 

21. Eligible Export Houses will also be granted initial licences 
m accordance with the provisions of. the relevant scheme to enable 
them to build up ready stocks of imported materials for being made 
available to be used in the production of export products. 

22. Eligible Export Houses shall keep an account of the disposal 
of materials imported against their own licences and against the 
licences transferred to them by other exporters. They shall furnish 
quarterly reports in such form and manner as may be prescribed by 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports from time to time. 

23. Details of the Scheme for the grant of import replenishment 
licences to Eligible Export Houses are given in Part ‘C\ 

Procedure for transfer of import replenishment licences 

24. The transfer of Import replenishment licences to which 
merchant exporters and manufacturer-exporters are eligible under 
the Import policy for Registered Exporters, in favour of the STC, or 
the MMTC, or an eligible Export House, will be regulated in terms of 
sub-clause 5(3) (i) of the Imports (Control) Order, 1955. In the case 
of licences transferred under this provision, a suitable endorsement 
indicating the transfer will be made by the licensing authority at the 
back of the licence. The licences so transferred will be sent to the 
transferee, instead of to the licensee. Merchant exporters and manu¬ 
facturer-exporters desirous of transferring their import replenishment 
licences in favour of these agencies should make a specific request 
to this effect in their import applications. An exporter can apply 
for the transfer of his import replenishment licences in favour of any 
of these agencies by specifying the value of the import replenish¬ 
ment licence to be transferred in favour of each agency, out of the 
total import replenishment due to the exporter. The applicant will 
not be permitted to withdraw the request for transfer once made. 

25. It will also be open to the applicant to apply for transfer in 
respect of only a part of his Import replenishment. 


Provisions for nominations 

26. Nominations may be made in favour of a raanufacturer/manu- 
facturers of any product in the same ‘category’ or “product group" 
where there is no ‘category’ (as explained In the Notes’ at the 
beginning of Section II) to which the exported product belongs. 
Nominations may also be made In favour of a manufacturer of a 
part, component or material used in the manufacture of the exported 
product provided that (a) such part, component or material. If 
exported, would have qualified for import replenishment under this 
policy, and (b) unless specifically provided otherwise, it falls within 
th* lame ‘product group’ to which the exported product belongs. 
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27. In respect of certain end-products, nominations can be made 
in favour of manufacturers of products falling outside the ‘product 
group’ to which the exported product belongs. In such cases, suitable 
provisions for nominations have been made imder column 5 in 
Section II. Nominations in these cases may be made only to the 
extent indicated under column 5 in Section II and in conformity 
with other conditions stipulated. 

28. (i) In cases where the total import replenishment due to a 
registered exporter against the export of items falling within a pro¬ 
duct ‘category’ or ‘product group’ where there is no ‘category’, is 
less than Rs. 2,000 in value, it will be permissible for him to transfer 
the quantum of such replenishment to a manufacturer/manufac¬ 
turers nominated in respect of other exports effected by him during 
the same period, provided the quantum of replenishment earned on 
these exports exceeds Rs. 2000 in value. 

(ii) A merchant exporter of any of the products listed in Para 
10 above desiring to have replenishment licence in his own name 
will also be eligible to club the replenishment due to him on exports 
of products other those in Para 16 with the replenishment admissible 
on his exports of products listed In Para 16, provided the replenish¬ 
ment due on exports of the former products is less than Rs. 2,000 In 
value. 

29. The procedure for nominations is contained in Part ‘E’ of this 
Book. 

hems permissible for import 

30. The following items may be allowed to be imported against 
replenishment licences Issued under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters: — 

(i) Items listed under Col. 4 in Section II as provided in 
paragraphs 31 to 35 below. 

(li) Items not mentioned under col. 4 but used in the manu¬ 
facture of the exported product or for the production of a 
part, component or material used in the manufacture of 
the exported product, as provided In paragraphs 36 and 37 
below. 

(iii) Items covered by an actual user licence held by the same 
Industrial units, as provided in paragraph 38 below. 

(Iv) Other items not covered by (i) to (iii) above, as provided 
In paragraph 39 below. 

31. Column 4 in Section II indicates against the export products, 
the items that may be allowed for Import and the extent to 
which they may be allowed in the case of licences to be Issued 
on or after the 1st April, 1971. In the event of any amendmept 
made in the permissible list of Items or in respect of the face value 
restrictions, such amendment will apply to the licences Issued on or 
after the date of the amendment. 

3—42 C.C.I, 
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82. Where an Item of Import permlaalble at the time of export 
Is no longer permissible at the time of issue of the Ucence and where 
denial of import has slgntdcant impact on the cost of the product, 
requests for the grant of a Ucence to Import such an item may be 
considered, subject to conditions as deemed appropriate by the 
Ucensing authority. This fadUty may also be extended to items 
permissible at the time of tendering, but no longer permissible at 
the time of issue of the Ucence in cases involving high value con¬ 
tracts against pubUc tenders and turnkey jobs. 

33. In the case of registered contracts referred to in paragraphs 56 
to 64 below, the items of import may be aUowed as permissible on 
the date of the contract or on the date of tender in the case of 
contracts concluded in pursuance of public tenders of foreign govern¬ 
ments and foreign public utiUties. 

34. A manufacturer-exporter or a manufacturer nominated on 
the basis of his being a manufacturer of any of the products appearing 
under the same “category” or “product group” where there is no 
category, to which the exported product belongs, may be aUowed 
to import items shown as permissible against the particular exported 
product In column 4 in Section II, provided they are required for 
actual use. 

35. (i) A manufacturer nominated on the groimd of his being a 
manufacturer of a part, component or material used in the exported 
product may be allowed to import the items shown as permissible 
in Col. 4 in Section II against such part, component or material. 

35. (ii) A manufacturer nominated in terms of para 27 above may 
be allow^ to import the items shown as permissible In col. 4 in 
Section II against the specific product as a manufacturer, of which 
he has been nominated. 

36. Where no import item has been mentioned under Col. 4 in 
Section II against an export product, and the import replenishment 
licence is applied for (a) in the name of a merchant exporter in 
cases covered by sub-paragraphs 15 (i) and 15 (Hi) above, or (b) in 
the name of a manufacturer-exporter In cases covered by sub-para¬ 
graph 17 (i) above, or (c) in the name of an eligible Export House in 
cases covered by paragraph 18 (i) above, applications may be consider¬ 
ed for the import of items required for the manufacture/packing of the 
exported product or for the production of a part, component or 
material used in the manufacture of the exported product, in consul¬ 
tation with technical authorities concerned, if such items are per¬ 
missible in terms of the Import policy in force. 

37. Where no Import item has been mentioned under Col. 4 in 
Section II against an export product, and the Import replenishment 
licence is applied for in the name of a manufacturer-exporter or in 
the name of a manufacturer nominated by a registered exporter/ 
eligible Export House in cases covered by sub-paragraphs 15 (11), 
17 (11), 17 (lii) and 18 (11) above, applications may be considered for 
the import of items (a) permissible to actual users in terms of the 
Import policy in force and recommended by the sponsoring authority, 
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and (b) required for the manufacture of the exported product or for 
the production of a part, component or materi^ used In the manu¬ 
facture of the exported product. 

38. (1) With a view to providing neater flexibility to actual 
users (scheduled and non-scheduled Industries including small scale) 
in the utilisation of foreign exchange, actual users holding import 
replenishment Licences for raw materials, components and spares 
issued to them under the Import policy for Registered Exporters 
may, in their discretion, utilise such licences for the import of items 
covered by their licences for raw materials and components Issued 
to them under the import policy for actual users, subject to the 
following conditions: — 

(i) The item to be imported is covered by an actual user 
licence held by the same industrial unit. 

(h) The item to be imported Is validly covered by the actual 
user licence on the date of shipment of the goods. 

(HI) The actual user licence in question should pertain to any 
of the three licensing periods viz., April—^March 1970 or 
April—March 1971 or April—March 1972. 

(Iv) The Item to be Imported is not canalised or banned In 
terms of the import policy for actual users in force at the 
time of shipment. 

(v) The Item to be imported is not subject to any value or 
quantitative restrictions in terms of the import policy for 
actual users in force at the time of shipment. 

(vl) The item to be Imported is not Included In Appendix 3 
to the Import Trade Control Policy Volume I (Red Book) 
in force at the time of shipment. 

(vll) The import of stainless steel sheets/plates/circles/ strips 
of any specifications and the import of items licensable 
under the import policy in force at the time of shipment 
subject to production of non-availability certificate from 
indigenous producers, placement of firm orders on indigen¬ 
ous producers, will not be allowed to be imported under 
this facility. 

(viil) The import of milk powder, man-made fibres and yam 
(cellulose and non-cellulose), polyethylene, PVC resin and 
cellulose acetate butyrate moulding powder will not be 
allowed imder this facility. 

(lx) The Imports to be made on the basis of the actual user 
licence shall be allowed within the overall value of the 
import replenishment licence Issued to the licensee indus¬ 
trial unit under the Import policy for Registered Exporters. 

(2) Import licences Issued to actual users for the import of raw 
materials, components and spares under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters will automatically be valid for utilisation In 
the manner indicated in sub-para (1) of this paragraph. It will not 
be necessary for the licensee to obtain a specific endorsement from 
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the iicenslng authority for this purpose. At the time of clearance, 
the licensee shall be required to produce to the Customs authoiitlei 
the necessary evidence to enable them to allow the import of items 
permissible in terms of sub-para (1) of this paragraph. 

(3) The facility provided in this para can be availed of even in 
respect of replenishment licences issued prior to 1st April, 1971. 

30. Requests for Import of items other than those covered by 
paragraphs 31 to 37 above will be considered in the following cases: — 

(1) Items recommended by sponsoring authorities will be 
considered on merits in consultation with the technical 
authorities concerned in the case of licences to be Issued 
for utilisation by Manufacturer-exporters or manufacturers 
nominated by registered exporters/eligible Export Houses. 

(il) Items appearing in an Actual User licence for raw mate¬ 
rials and components issued to the same industrial unit 
for April 1969—March 1970, April 1970—March 1971 or 
April 1971~March 1972 licensing period will be considered 
on merits in the case of licences to be Issued for utilisation 
by manufacturer-exporters or manufacturers nominated by 
registered exporters/eligible Export Houses, provided that 
such items cannot be imported by the licensee under Para 
38 above, being items subject to value or quantatlve res¬ 
triction or the items licensable on production of non-avai- 
abihty certificates from indigenous producers in terms of 
the import policy for actual users in force. 

(ill) Items required by eligible Export Houses for the 
manufacture of products falling in the product groups 
handled by them, will be considered on merits in consul¬ 
tation with the technical authorities concerned. 

40. Requests for import of items In accordance with the aforesaid 
provisions will be considered by the licensing authorities subject to 
the following conditions: — 

(a) Import may be allowed only in respect of Items permis¬ 
sible to actual users according to the current import policy 
(i.e. If they have been shown in Volume I of the current 
Import Trade Control Policy as “AU”, AU on restricted 
basis”, or “AU for export production only”. Tf any such 
item is shown as “AU on restricted basis” or “AU for export 
production only”, it may be permitted upto 10 per cent of 
the face value of the replenishment licence subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 40,000 in the case of Items licensable on 
restricted basis and a maximum of Rs. 10,000 In respect of 
Items licensable for export production only. The items, 
which are not permissible to actual users, may also be 
allowed up to 5 per cent of the face value of the replenish¬ 
ment licence, provided that the value of a single item so 
allowed does not exceed Rs. 10,000/- and provided further 
the item(s) In question is/are required In the manufaiS 
ture of the exported product. In the case of eligible 
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Export Houses, the extent of face value restrictions will be 
decided on merits. 


(b) In the case of Items asked for on the strength of an Actual 
User licence, t£ the actual user licence in question pertains 
to an end-product outside the “Product Group” to which 
the exported product belongs, and the items asked 
for are those which have been shown hi Volume I 
of the current Import Trade Control Policy as 
“AU on restricted basis” or “AU for export production 
only”, the total value of such items during April 1971- 
March 1972 will be restricted as under; — 


(i) Items open to actual 
users on restricted 
basis. 


(ii) Items which are 
shown as “AU for 
export production 
only.” 


upto 10% of the value of the 
replenishment licence or 
Rs. 20,000/- or double the 
value of such an AU licence, 
whichever is lowest of the 
three. 

10 % of the face value of the 
replenishment licence or 
Rs. 10,000/- or double the 
value of such an AU licence, 
whichever is lowest of the 
three. 


While asking for import of items on the strength of such an AU 
licence, the applicant shall furnish a declaration indicating the value 
for which he has already asked for or obtained such items during 
April 1971—March 1972 on the basis of the same actual user licence. 

(c) In the case of steel items, the conditions and restrictions 
as applicable to actual users in terms of the Import Policy 
In force will apply, such as the condition regarding pro¬ 
duction of non-av^ablHty certificate from Indigenous pro¬ 
ducers/the placement of firm orders on Indigenous pro¬ 
ducers. 


(d) The items mentioned below shall not be allowed to be im¬ 
ported unless they are specifically permitted for Import 
in any particular case: — 

(i) Items, the Import of which is canalised through the STC/ 
MMTC or any other agency In accordance with the cur¬ 
rent import policy; and 

(ii) Stainless steel sheets, strips, circles and plates, milk 
powder, man-made fibre and yarn (Cellulose and non¬ 
cellulose), Polythelene, PVC Resin and Cellulose 
Acetate Butyrate Moulding Powder. 

Canulised itejns—Issue of release orders to Registered Eocporters 


41. Where a registered exporter or his nominee is eligible for a 
licence under the import policy for Registered Exporters, for an item 
the import of which is canalised through a public sector agency in 
terms of the current import policy, the licensing authority will Issue 
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‘REP release order’ In respect of such an item, instead of issuing REP 
licence. The REP release order will make it possible for the regis¬ 
tered exporter or his nominee, as the case may he, to obtain his 
requirements according to the release order from the canalising 
agency at the International price plus reasonable incidental charges. 

42. Where, in terms of the policy laid down, an import replenish¬ 
ment licence issued to a registered exporter is transferred, on hi» 
request. In favour of an eli^ble Export House, the release order in 
respect of the items the import of which has been canalised through 
a public sector agency, will be issued on the canalising agency in the 
name of the eligible Export House. 

43. Apart from the items, the Import of which is canalised through 
public s^or agencies, these agencies have organised bulk Imports of 
certain other raw materials for distribution to the holders of replen¬ 
ishment licences issued under the Import Policy for Registered Ex¬ 
porters. The Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre (IRMAC), 
which was set up last year in the STC, can be approached by them 
to obtain imported raw materials “off-the-shelf” against their valid 
licences. To the extent the goods are supplied by the IRMAC, the 
licences, in question, will not be valid for direct Imports by the 
Ucence holders. 

Supply oj indigenom materials at international prices. 

44. The Government of India have issued a scheme for the supply 
of certain plastics raw materials and other materials at International 
prices by Indigenous producers, for export production. These mate¬ 
rials, even if specifically mentioned in column 4 of Section II, wfil 
not be aRowed to be imported, save tn the exceptional ctrcumstances 
mentioned in the scheme. The indigenous supplier of such materials 
will be entitled to avail of either of the following two faculties in 
respect of the supplies made by him to the holders of the release 
orders issued under the Import Policy for Registered Exporters; 

(i) Import of materials permissible to the Indigenous suppliers 
as a nominee manufacturer of the raw materials used In 
the manufacture of the exported product under the Import 
Policy for Registered Exporters; or 

(11) adjustment against the export obligation. If any, imposed 
on the indigenous supplier under a C.G. licence. 

Import oj Jigs. Tools and equipment against REP entitlements. 

45. (1) An import licence Issued to a manufacturer exporter or 
to a manufacturer nominated by a registered exporter/ellgible Ex¬ 
port House may, on request, be made valid for: — 

(a) an amount not exceeding 20 per cent of the value of the 
licence or one Idkh of rupees, whichever Is less for the 
import of jigs, tools, testing instruments and equipment 
and equipment for packing and tagging, as recommended 
by the sponsoring authoritle*; and 
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(b) an amount not exceeding 50 per cent oi the value of the 
licence or two lakhs of rupees, whichever is less, for the 
import of plant and machinery required for replacement, 
balancing, modernisation, or research and development, 
provided that the import of plant and machinery Is ap¬ 
proved by the DGTD, and the appropriate CaplM Goods 
Committee, and provided further that this facility is not 
availed of more than twice in any financial year. (These 
value limits may be rrfaxed in the case of a manufacturer- 
exporter of Fish and Fish Products for import of machine¬ 
ry items like trawlers plate freezers, marine engines 
other grading and processing machinery, brine freezers, 
sorting, filleting machinery and fish meal plant machinery 
on the basis of the recommendations of the sponsoring 
authority concerned, on the condition that the value in 
excess of the prescribed limits would be set off ag^llnst the 
party’s future replenishment for machinery items.) 

Under this provision a manufacturer may seek the import of 
machinery Items by combining more than one valid licence. He can 
also use this facility for applying for the Import of machinery requir¬ 
ed for the manufacture of any product within the ‘product group’ to 
which the product exported belongs. 

Requests for the Import of plant and machinery will be considered 
only if these are accompanied by an essentiality certificate issued by 
the sponsoring authority concerned certifying the quantity and value 
of the machinery items applied for. 

(ii) Within the value Umlts indicated in Para 45(1) (b) above, 
the Import of the following appUances/items may be allowed to a 
manufacturer-exporter, subject to the condition that such appliances 
items will be for his actual use— 

(a) a maximum of two electric typewriters, two electrically- 
operated calculating machines and one photocopying 
machine, and photocopying paper upto Rs. 1000/- required 
for photocopying machine, once in three years to a manu¬ 
facturer-exporter with an aggregate export performance of 
over Rs. 10 lakhs (fob) during the preceding three policy 
years; 

(b) a maximum of two electric typewriters, two electrically- 
operated calculating machines and one photocopying 
machine, and photo copying paper upto Rs. 1,000 reqiilred 
for photocopying machine, once in a financial year to a 
manufacturer-exporter with an annual export performance 
of over Rs. 10 lakhs (fob); and 

(c) a maximum of four electric typewriters, four electrically- 
operated calculating machines and two photocopying 
machines, photocopjmg paper upto Rs. 2000/- required for 
photocopying machine and one dictaphone of the value of 
not more than Rs. 3,600 once In a financial year to a 
manufacturer-exix>rter with an annual export performance 
of Rs. 50 lakhs or above (f.o.b.); 
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(111) For the purpose of computing the export flgures of a manu¬ 
facturer-exporter, the exports made through a sole selling agent/STC 
may also be taken into account provided that; — 

(a) the sole selling agent/STC nominates the manufacturer to 
receive the import replenishment licence against the ex¬ 
ports in question; 

(b) that the nominee-manufacturer furnishes a declaration 
along with the application to the effect: — 

(i) that the sole selling agent is the sole selling agent of 
the nominee manufacturer; 

(ii.) that the exports made by the sole selling agent/STC for 
the products manufactured by the nominee manufac¬ 
turer are more than Rs. 10 lakhs or Rs. 50 lakhs (f.o.b.), 
as the case may be. (This may be certified by a Char¬ 
tered Accountant). 

(ui) that the same exports have not already been taken into 
accoimt for the purpose of import of these equipments. 

(iv) A registered exporter of any of the products shown in Sec¬ 
tion II, even though not a manufacturer-exporter, may also be allow¬ 
ed the facility of importing electric typewriters, electrically operated 
calculating machines and photocopying machines and photocopying 
paper upto Rs. 1000/- or Rs. 2000/- as the case may be, required for 
photocopying machine and one dictaphone of the value of not more 
than Rs. S500/- in accordance with the provisions of sub-para 45 (ii) 
above and within the replenishment due on his exports. The value 
availed of for the import of these appliances/items will be set-off 
against the admissible replenishment. 

(v) Within the value limits of 10 per cent for import of permis¬ 
sible items of machinery and equipment, testing apparatus, tools and 
implements Indicated in column4 against the product group “S-Gem 
and Jewellery” in Section II of this Book, the facility for Import of 
electric typewriters etc. as provided in Paragraph 45 (ii) above will also 
be applicable to the export of Gem and Jew^ery. 

Import of spare parts against REP licences 

46. Manufacturer-exporters or manufacturers nominated by regis¬ 
tered exporters/eligible Export Houses may utilise their Import 
licences for raw materials and components Issued under the import 
policy for Registered Ej^rters, for the import of permissible spare 
parts upto 25 per cent of the face value of the licence or 5 per cent 
of the F.O.B. value of exports in respect of which the import licence 
has been Issued, whichever is higher, subject to the conditions and 
restrictions contidned in paragraph 84 of the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1970, as amended from time to 
time. 

Issue of ’Advance’, ’Imprest’ and ‘On Account’ licences to Registered 

Exporters. 

47. Import replenishment licences are normally issued to registered 
exporters after the exports have been made. However, in order to 
facilitate timely supply of goods to overseas buyers, the licensing

authorities may consider applications for import replenishment 
licences before the exports take place. Such licences are of the fol 
lowing types: — 

(i) ‘Advance’ licences, 

(ii) ‘Imprest’ licences. 

(iii) ‘On Account’ licences. 

Advance licences 

48, Applications from registered exporters for the grant of advance 
import licence or C.C.P. or for the issue of an advance release order 
on a canalising agency for import/supply of materials, components 
and parts required for production to meet specific export orders, will 
be considered on merits. 


Imprest licences 

49. Where a registered manufacturer-exporter is not in a position 
to produce evidence of a firm export order but has an organised and 
phased programme of export, he may apply for the grant of an 
‘Imprest’ Ucence or for the issue of an ‘Imprest’ release order on a 
canalising agency for import/supply of materials, components and 
parts for meeting the requirements of phased export programme. 
Requests for such licences will be considered on merits. 

50. Eligible Export Houses may also apply for the grant of 
Imprest licences/release orders on behalf of registered manufacturer- 
exporters associated with them. 

‘On Account’ licences 

51. (1) Applications for the grant of ‘On Account’ import licences/ 
release orders will be entertained from established registered manu¬ 
facturer-exporters having a minimum annual export performance of 
more than Rs. 10 lakhs (FOB) during the year 1969-’70 In respect of 
export products covered by the import policy for reglsterded expor¬ 
ters in the following product groups: — 

(i) Engineering goods. 

(11) Chemicals and allied products. 

(lii) Plastics. 

(iv) Processed Foods. 

(v) Handicrafts. 

(vi) Readymade garments (other than readymade garments of 
natural silk). 

(11) If a manufacturer’s products are exported through a sole sel¬ 
ling agent, such exports may be taken into account in determining 
the manufacturer’s eligibility for an “On account licence”, provided 
the following conditions are fulfilled: — 

(a) that the entire exports of the manufacturer are routed 
through the sole selling agent; 
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(b) that there is an irrevocable sole selling agency agreement 
between the manufacturer and the sole selling agent for 
the export of products manufactured by the former and 
the agency agreement is valid for a period of one year at 
least from the date of submission of the application for 
grant of an “on account” licence; and 

(c) that either it is a condition in the agency agreement or 
the sole selling agent gives an undertaking that he will 
nominate only that manufacturer whose products he ie 
exporting for grant of import replenishment licences imder 
the import policy for registered exporters. 

(til) A manufacturer exporter wishing to apply for the grant of 
an “On Account Licence/Release Order” on the above basis should, 
in addition to the other prescribed documents, enclose with his appli¬ 
cation, the original copy of the sole selling agency agreement together 
with a photostat copy thereof as well as the undertaking referred 
to in para 51(ii)(c) above, 

52. Such licences/ release orders may be issued equal to 50 per 
cent of the total value of the import replenishment licences (exclu¬ 
ding the value of on account licences/release orders or Imprest 
licences) obtained by the applicant during April 1970—March 1971, 
whether as a manufacturer exporter or as a manufacturer nominated 
by a registered exporter in respect of the exports of the products 
covered by the aforesaid product groups, 

53. The items allowed to be imported against “On Account 
Licences/release orders” will be those for which the applicant re¬ 
ceived import licences for raw materials, components and parts under 
the Import Policy for Registered Exporters and also as an actual 
user during April 1970—March 1971 and which are permissible under 
the import policy for April 1971—^March 1972. Specific items indi¬ 
cated ag permissible against the relevant exported product or pro¬ 
ducts in column 4 of Section 11 of this Poflcy Book may also be 
allowed on an “On Account Licence/release order”. 

General 

54 (i) The value of ‘Advance’ and ‘Imprest’ licences/CCPs/release 
orders wiU be adjusted against the normal import replenishment due 
to the applicant in accordance with the terma laid down In each case. 
The value of ‘On Account’ licences will be adjusted in 4 or 12 instal¬ 
ments depending on whether the manufacturer-exporter makes his 
Import application for replenishment licences on a quarterly or a 
monthly basis under the Import TOlicy for Registered E:^rters. Such 
licences/release orders may also be subject to other conditions as may 
be laid down by the licensing authority. 

(ii) Half of the value of the on account/imprest licence/release 
order, will be adjusted as mentioned in the preceding sub-paragraph. 
The adjustment of the second half of the value of ‘on account licence'/ 
release order’ granted In terms of 1970-71 policy will be deferred 
for a period of six months in the case of those exporters who Improve 
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their export performance by at least 10 per cent in value in respect of 
the specifled product groups during the period of six months from 1st 
April, 1970 to 30th September, 1970, as compared to the exports per¬ 
taining to the same product groups made during the corresponding 
period of 1969-70. The adjustment of the second half of the on 
account licence/release order issued for the first time to new comers 
in terms of 1971-72 policy will also be deferred in a similar manner 
provided there is an Increase in the export performance by at least 
10 per cent in value during the period of six months from 1st April, 
1971 to 30th September, 1971 as compared to the exports made during 
the corresponding period of 1970-71. The position wUl be reviewed on 
the expiry of the period of deferment and adjustment of the second 
half of the first on account licence/release order issued in terms of 
1970-71 (or 1971-72) policy will not be made in the case of those ex¬ 
porters who improve their export performance by at least 10 per 
cent in value in the year of its issue in respect of specifled product 
groups as compared to the exports pertaining to the same product 
groups made during the year on the basis of which the on account 
licence/release order was issued. 

The adjustment in the case of subsequent on account licence/ 
release order will be carried out in accordance with the provisions 
of Para 54(i) above. 

(iii) The provision regarding non-adjustment of the value of the 
second half of the on account licence/release order as contained in 
para 54(ii) above will also apply in the case of imprest licences/ 
release orders issued to manufacturer exporters in terms of the 1970- 
71 policy as also with reference to paragraph 49 above, provided 
that In both the cases, the export products are covered by paragraph 
51 and the licences/release order holders show a similar Increase 
in their export performance. 

55 (i) An applicant would be entitled either to an “On Account 
licence/release order” or an imprest licence/release order and he 
cannot normally obtain both these types of licences at the same time 
or in succession as long as the value of an earlier On Account/Im¬ 
prest licence/release order granted to him remains unadjusted 
either wholly or partially. 

(11) Applications for ‘advance’ and ‘on account’ Hcences/release 
orders may be made to the regional licensing authorities concerned. 
Applications for ‘imprest’ licences/release orders should be made to 
the Export Promotion Division in the office of the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi. Separate application forms 
have been prescribed for making applications for the grant of such 
licences/release orders. The detailed procedure for submission of 
applications and for the grant of such llcences/CCPs/release orders 
is contained in Part E of this Book. 

Registration of Export Contracts 

50. In order to provide greater stability necessary for the growth 
of exports a scheme has been Introduced for the registration of con¬ 
tracts involving deliveries extending over a period of not less than sl*^ 
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months. In respect of exports made in the execution of such registe¬ 
red contracts, the exporters wUl be eligible for the same levels o4 
support in respect of import replenishment and other benefits under 
the import poUcy for register^ exporters, as were permissible on 
the date of such contracts with overseas buyers. 

57 . The contracts, in question, will be registered by authorised 
dealeis in foreign exchange through whom the relevant export docu¬ 
ments are negotiated. The procedure for registration is contained in 
Part E of this Book. 

58. Once a contract has been registered, the registered exporter 
will be eligible for claiming import replenishment at the same per¬ 
centage and for the same import items as were prevailing on the date 
of the firm contract, provided that the bank’s attested invoice which 
Is required to be produced for the purpose of claiming import reple¬ 
nishment, bears a further attestation from the negotiating bank to 
the effect that the export effected under the said Invoice is against a 
contract registered ^th them, quoting registration No. and date 
thereof. 

59. If during the currency of the registered contract, the percent¬ 
age of import replenishment is reduced, the higher percentage as 
applicable on the date of the firm contract would be admissible on 
exports made under the contract. If, however, there is an increase 
In the percentage of import replenishment during the currency of 
the registered contract, the exports made against the contract will 
not be eligible for the higher percentage, but cases in which the 
operation of this poUcy is Ukely to create genuine hardship and affect 
the exporter adversely, will be considered on merits. 

60. The benefit of allowing Import replenishment at the percent¬ 
age prevailing on the date of the contract wUl be admissible only if 
the change in percentage takes place after the date of the contract 
which has been duly registered in accordance with the procedure for 
registration laid down. 


61 The registered exporter wiH be eligible to claim Import reple¬ 
nishment as and when the exports are made against the registered 
contract. He should submit his imports applications to the licensing 
authority concerned in accordance with the policy and procedure laid 
down under the import policy for registered exporters. 


62 If there are any variations/modifications in the delivery sche¬ 
dule of the export pr^uct as given originally in the contract, subse¬ 
quent to its flnaUsation, the register^ exporter should produce 
necessary documentary evidence along with the original contract to 
file bank concerned for sending Intimation to the Ucenslng authority 
concerned in continuation of the earlier communication with which 
a copy of the contract was forwarded. If, as a result of such varia¬ 
tions/modifications in the terms of the contract, the delivery schedule 
is reduced to less than six months, the registered exporter will not be 
entitled to claim the benefit of import replenishment at the percentage 
or for import items prevailing on the date of the contract, and in 
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respect of Import replenishment licences already obtained ty him 
at the higher percentage of replenishment, necessary adjustment will 
be carried out against future Import licences due to the exporter. 

63. In the event of cancellation of the contract, the registered 
exporter should, within 15 days, request the bank concerned for can¬ 
cellation the contract. The bank will, in turn, send an intimation 
to the licensing authority concerned. 

64. The policy and procedure stated above in regard to the regis¬ 
tration of export contracts and for the grant of Import replenishment 
licences against the registered contracts will apply in the case of 
public tender contracts of foreign governments and public utdities, 
with the following modifications: — 

(i) The prescribed minimum delivery period of six months will 
be waived in respect of such contracts, and contracts having; 
a lesser delivery period will also be registered If otherwise 
in order; and 

(ii) In respect of such contracts, the date of tender will be 
taken as the crucial date for determining the import re¬ 
plenishment due, instead of the date of the contract, sub¬ 
ject to other conditions laid down. 

Applications by head offices/branches 

65. Applications for import licences, including those for iron and 
steel items, should be made in the prescribed form and manner direct 
to the licensing authority concerned within whose jurisdiction the 
registered office in the case of the Limited Companies and the head 
office in the case of other registered exporters, is situated. 

66 . It w'ill be open to a branch of a limited company or of a regis¬ 
tered exporter to apply for an import replenishment licence against 
the exports effected by it, direct to the licensing authority concerned 
within whose jurisdiction the branch is situated, provided that such 
branch is separately registered as an exporter or produces evidence 
to the effect that the registration certificate issued to the limited 
Company/Head Office is also valid for the branch, in question. 

Gem and Jewellery 

67. Applications for import licences will henceforth be made direct 
to the Licensing Authority concerned. 

68 . Aplications for replenishment licences should be made by 
registered exporters only after the sale proceeds of export have been 
realised and surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control. 

69. Import licences will be issued only in the name of the regis¬ 
tered exporter, without the usual ‘actual user’ condition imposed' 
thereon. No nomination will be allowed. 

70. Exports of Gem and Jewellery items except those covered' 
under S. No. S. 6.3 in Section II of this Policy Book, to the Rupee 
Payment Area will qualify for the grant of replenishment Ucencea 
valid for imports only from the Rupee Payment Area.

71. In order to increase the unit value of exports of cut and 
polished diamonds by use of good rough material, the re-export of 
imported diamonds may be allowed according to the following 
•conditions: — 

(1) The customs attested value of the rejected diamonds sought 
to be re-exported should not exceed Rs. 22.50 per carat. 

(ii) The re-export does not exceed in value 10 per cent of the 
replenishment licence in each c^se. 

(iu) Re-exports made in accordance with these provisions will 
be eligible for import replenishment at the rate of 100 
per cent of the value minus foreign exchange costs of such 
re-exports of uncut diamonds including commissions etc; 
l.e., only against net receipt of foreign exchange after 
meeting all expenses of such re-exports.” 

72. A provision has been made for the utilisation up to a certain 
percentage of the value of the licence, for the import of permissible 
Items of machinery, equipment, testing apparatus, tools and imple¬ 
ments required for actual use in the Gem and Jewellery industry 
as may be certified by the competent authority. 

73 . A provision has also been made for the grant of Import re¬ 
plenishment against sales to foreign tourists by Registered Exporters 
who are authorised money changers and are in the approved list. 
For the purpose of import replenishment, all sales of Gem and 
Jewellery items made to foreign tourists will quaUfy where pay¬ 
ments are received in the manner permissible under the authorised 
money changers licence. In case of personal cheques drawn on banks 
outside India, a certificate from the authorised dealer in foreign ex¬ 
change to the effect that proceeds of the cheque have been realised 
should be produced indicating thereon the date of realisation as well. 
In all other cases, a certificate that the cheques/cash in foreign 
currency have been surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control will 
be accepted. Details of the policy and procedure to be followed in 
•this regard are separately given In Part E of this Book. 

Handicrafts 

74. Sales of handicrafts to foreign tourists may be considered for 
the grant of import replenishment licences. Apnlications in such 
cases should be made directly to the licensing authority concerned. 

Cinematograph films (exposed) 

75. Applications for release of raw stock/grant of licences should 
■be made to the licensing authority concerned only after the sale 
proceeds against exports have been realised and surrendered to the 
.Indian Exchange Control. 

70. In regard to the replenishment of raw stock permissible against 
the export of cinematograph films (exposed), other than News Films 
and T.V. films, release orders will be issued on the STC for supply 
•of the permissible raw stock, and no direct import licences will be 
granted. 
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77. Requests from film producers may be considered for advance 
allocation of colour raw stock and other requisites for the production 
of films for export 

Import of samples by registered exporters 

78. Samples Imported by exporters for export promotion purposes 
will be exempt from I.T.C. resections, if such samples are imported 
against the blanket release of foreign exchange provided by the 
Reserve Bank of India for travel abroad. 

Import of technical samples by manufacturer-exporters 

79. Manufacturer-exporters can Import technical samples valued 
upto Rs. 800 c.i.f. under O.G.L. IV provided these are supplied free 
of charge by foreign suppliers. 

Import of samples by Export Promotion Councils 

80. Export Promotion Councils can also import technical and trade 
samples under O.G.L. IV subject to the conditions laid down in the 
OGL. 

SI. In cases not covered by paras 78 to 80 above, requests from 
registered exporters for import of samples upto a value of Rs. 2,000 
(CIF) in each case will be considered by the licensing authorities 
against the import replenishment licences due to registered exporters, 
on the recommendations of the Export Promotion Counciis/other 
registering authorities. 

82. Applications for values higher than Rs. 2,000 (CIF) wiU also 
be considered bv the CCI&E, New Delhi, on the recommendation of 
the Export Promotion Councils or other registering authorities con¬ 
cerned in consultation with the technical authority concerned. 

Import Policy for Registered Exporters in Kandla Free Trade Zone. 

83. To ensure uninterrupted supply of raw materials to manufac¬ 
turer-exporters registered with the Development Commissioner, 
Kandla Free Trade Zone, replenishment licences for raw materials, 
intermediates and components will be granted subject to the follow¬ 
ing conditions;— 

(i) Eligibility: —Only manufacturer-exporters from Kandla 
Free Trade Zone, holding valid Re^stration Certificates 
Issued by the Development Commissioner, Kandla BVee 
Trade Zone, will be eUgible for the benefit of the Import 
Policy for Registered Exporters. 

(ii) Nominations: The Provisions regarding nominations/ 
transfer of licences as laid down in this policy will not 
apply to exports made from Kandla Free Trade Zone. 

fill) Grant of Advance Licence: Requests for the grant of ad¬ 
vance import licences for import of materials and inter¬ 
mediates, components and parts required for the first six 
months of export production, will be considered on merits. 
Such requests should be addressed to the Development 
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Commissioner, Kandla Free Trade Zone and will be re¬ 
ceived by the Controller of Imports and Exports, Kandla. 
The materials imported against advance licences will be 
treated as buffer stock. Thereafter, further licences will 
be granted only against exports actually made. NO' 
advance licence will, however, be issued to the manufac¬ 
turer-exporters who have set up industries in the zone 
on the basis of an undertaking to secure import of raw 
materials through their own arrangement of foreign ex¬ 
change. 

(Iv) Permissible items of imports: The manufacturer exporters 
may apply for the grant of import licence for any items 
actually required by them for the manufacture of export 
products on their furnishing a declaration to that effect. All 
items except those banned for Import into the Free Trade 
^ne will be allowed under this policy as approved for 
each party on merits. 

Further advice in this regard may be obtained from the Deve¬ 
lopment Commissioner, Kandla Free Trade Zone, Gandhidham. 

(v) Applications for licence:—^Applications for import licence 
should be made in the prescribed form to the Controller of 
Imports & Exports, New Kandla. 

(vl) The Kandla Free Trade Zone Committee will fix the value 
of initial licence and the rate of replenishment on unit- 
wise basis for the registered exporters approved for setting 
up industries in Kandla Free Trade Zone. The Com¬ 
mittee would also Indicate specifically the items of raw 
materials to be allowed for import under the initial 
licence as also replenishment licences to be issued to 
particular units and also face value restrictions for im¬ 
port of various raw materials, if any. In cases where no 
special rate of replenishment is fixed by the Kandla Free 
Trade Zone Committee, the rate of replenishment for the 
end products e^orted from the Zone will be the same as 
prescribed in Section II. Applications for fixation of 
replenishment rate and for initial Import licences should 
be addressed to the Development Commissioner, Kandla 
Free Trade Zone, Gandhidham. 

(vll) (a) Special Rules applicable to non-residents of Indian 
origin or other OT-igins:— The licensing policy in respect of 
Kandla Free Trade Zone has been reviewed and it has been 
decided in regard to non-residents of Indian orlrfn or of 
other origin that Customs Clearance Permits (CCPs) will 
be issued freely for import of plant and machinery needed 
for setting up new industries for manufacturing/convert¬ 
ing goods for exports against the applicants’ own foreign 
exchange. In such cases no clearance from the Directorate 
General Technical Development from the angle of Indigen¬ 
ous avaUlblllty would be necessary. Eligible applicants 
may apply to the Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Kandla, for Customs Clearance Permits throimh the Deve¬ 
lopment Commissioner, Kandla Free Trade Zone. 
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(b) It has also been decided that if a product, the import ol 
which is permissible according to the Import Policy In 
force, is manufactured in Kandla Free Trade Zone such 
manufactured goods will be permitted to be sold in India 
against a valid General Currency Area import licence, 
viii) Applications for import of capital goods into Kandla Free 
Trade Zone up to a value of Rs. 7-5 lakhs will be con¬ 
sidered and decided by the Kandla Free Trade Zone Com¬ 
mittee. Applications for capital goods of a value higher 
than Rs. 7'5 lakhs will be considered and decided by the 
main C.G. Committee in the normal manner. Applica¬ 
tions in this regard may be submitted through the Deve¬ 
lopment Commissioner, Kandla Free Trade Zone, Gandhi- 
dham. 

Ad hoc licences to consultancy jirms. 

84. Applications for the grant of licences from technical consul¬ 
tancy Arms earning foreign exchange by undertaking technical con¬ 
sultancy work for foreign clients, in the fields of civil construction 
and manufacturing industries, for the import of permissible items 
of design and drawing office equipment and instruments, erection 
and installation equipment, tools and accessories, actually required 
and not indigenously available will be considered, on merits, on 
an ad hoc basis. The value of such licences will be up to 10% of 
the value of the net foreign exchange so earned. 
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SECTION I 
PART “C” 

Exports through Eligible Export Houses 
Objectives of the Scheme, 

1. The object of the scheme for grant of import replenishment 
licences to eligible recognised export houses is to strengthen export 
houses in their negotiating capacity for sales abroad, to build up a 
more enduring relalionship between export houses and their sup- 
porting manufacturers, to enable them to keep their supporting 
manufacturers supplied with imported raw materials from ready 
stocks required for export production, and to develop cooperative re¬ 
lations with their counterparts in overseas markets. 


2. The eligible export houses will be enabled to look after 
the requirements of their supporting manufacturers in the matter 
of organising their production, obtaining their licences and other 
benefits. In order to ensure that these objectives are achieved, the 
Director (Export Assistance) in the Ministry of Foreign Trade, 
New Delhi, will co-ordinate action in pursuance of the implementa¬ 
tion of the scheme. The Federation of Indian Export Organisations 
will also assist the export houses in this regard. In each licensing 
office also, an officer has been specially designated to assist and guide 
the export houses and to attend to all matters pertaining to the 
Issue of import licences and other benefits. 

Eligibility of Merchandising E.rport Houses 

3. (i) The scheme is applicable to merchanding Export Houses; — 

(a) which have made exports of non-traditional products cov¬ 
ered by the product groups mentioned in para 9 below 
of the value of not less than Rs. 25 lakhs in the year 19fi9 
or 1970 and are recognised as Export Houses by the Minis¬ 
try of Foreign Trade on the basis of their exports of non- 
traditional products, in accordance with the p^o^dsions 
laid down vide late Ministry of Commerce Resolution No 
19(l)/68-EAC, dated the 30th March, 1968 and in the 
case of which the recognition accorded is valid on 1st 
April, 1971 and is not withdrawn, or which may subse¬ 
quently be recognised as such; 

(b) which have obtained certificates of eligibility from the 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New Delhi, under 
the scheme for the grant of import licences to merchanding 
Export Houses during 1969-70, or 1970-71 or which mav 
obtain such certificates of eligibility during 1971-72 and 
in whose case the certificates are not withdrawn or can¬ 
celled; and 
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^l,•) whicJi conform to the criteria laid down by the Ministry 
of Foreign Trade from time to time in regard to their 
structure, functioning and trade development programme. 

(ii) Requests for grant of eligibility certificates from recognised 
manufacturing export houses fulfilling the above conditions, may also 
be considered provided the exports of non-traditional products of 
Rs. Z5 lakhs and above made by them during 1970 include the exports 
of a value of at least Rs. 5 lakhs of non-traditional goods produced 
by other manufacturers, and provided further they undertake to in¬ 
crease exports of non-traditional goods of other manufacturers at 
the rate of Rs. 5 lakhs per annum so as to reach the export figure of 
Rs. 25 lakhs indicated in para 3(i) above within five years. 

4. Recognised export houses satisfying the conditions indicated in 
Paragraph 3 above should apply to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, New Delhi, on or before 30th June 1971 or within three 
months of issue of certificate of recognition by the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade, whichever is later, for a certificate of eligibility for benefits 
under this scheme. The eligibility certificate granted would be valid 
for a period 12 months from the date of its issue. Export Houses 
which have obtained such certificates of eligibility during the preced¬ 
ing years and in whose case the eligibility certificates have not been 
withdrawn or cancelled, should apply to the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports New Delhi by 30th June 1971 for renewal of 
the eligibility certificates issued to them. Such requests should be 
accompanied with a certificate from any authorised dealer in foreign 
exchange or a Chartered Accountant indicating the f.o.b, value of 
exports of non-traditional products mentioned in para 9 below made 
during 1970, Renewal of eligibility certificates may not be allowed 
in cases where the exports made by an export house during the year 
of renewal are less than the value of exports originally admitted for 
the grant of eligibility certificates. Renewal of eligibility certificates 
issued to manufacturing export houses may also not be allowed in 
cases where the condition of para 3(il) above is not satisfied. 

Import facilities available to Eligible Export Houses 

5. Eligible Export Houses will be granted the following facilities 
under the import policy for Registered Exporters:— 

H) initial import licences for import of raw materials, com¬ 
ponents and spares; 

(ii) import replenishment licences against their own exports 
under the import policy for Registered Exporters; and 
tiii) import replenishment licences transferred to them by 
registered exporters under the import policy for Regis¬ 
tered Exporters. 

6 . Eligible Export Houses may also nominate their supporting 
manufacturers in accordance with the provisions for nominations 
conntalned In Part ‘B’. 

7. Ellfpble Export Houses may also nominate manufacturers 
whose products they export, to enable such manufacturers to import 
Jigs, tool'i and equipment upto the limits specified in paragraphs 45

in Part B’. The procedure to be followed in this respect has been 
set out in Part E of this Book. 

(i) Initial Import Licences 

8 . (1) Initial import licences may be granted to eligible Export 
Houses for the import of raw materials, components and spares to 
enable them to build up stocks. Such licences will not be granted 
to those Export Houses which have already received initial import 
licences or may hereafter receive the same against their applica¬ 
tions for initial licences made in terms of the previous years’ policies. 

(ii) The eligible export houses who Increase their export per¬ 
formance by at least 10 per cent over the exports of the prece^ng 
year, will also be eligible for grant of supplementary Initial licences 
based on the difference in the value of exports. 

9. (i) The value of initial licences to the eligible export houses 
under the Import Policy for 1971-72 will be determined having re¬ 
gard to the export performance of the export house during the 
calender year 1969 or 1970 in respect of the export products falling 
In each of the product groups mentioned below:^— 

1. Engineering Goods. 

2. Chemicals and Allied Products. 

3. Plastics and Linoleum Products. 

4. Leather Manufactures. 

5. Canned and Frozen Fish. 

6 . Processed Foods, 

7. Sports Goods. 

8 . Handicrafts. 

9. Ready-made garments, other than ready-made garments of 

natural silk. 

10, Natural Silk Fabrics, garments. 

For the purpose of working out the value of initial licences, the value 
of exports of products manufactured by the export house would be 
excluded. While applying for a certificate of eligibility under Para 4 
above, the export house should furnish a certificate from any 
authorised dealer in foreign exchange or a Chartered Accountant, 
indicating the f.o.b. value of exports of non- traditional products 
mentioned above with the decription of commodities exported during 
the calender year 1969 or 1970 giving separately the value of goods 
relating to the different manufacturers with their particulars. The 
eligible export house should apply for an initial licence only after 
receiving an intimation to this effect from the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, New Delhi. 

(li) The value of the initial licence wanted to a manufacturing 
export house will be adjusted out of their future AU/replenishment 
licences, in case they f^l to fulfil the undertaking in accordance 
with Para 3(ii) above. 
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(ii) Import Replenishment Licences 

10 . Eligible Export Houses will be permitted to claim Import re¬ 
plenishment licences In their own name imder the import policy 
for Registered Exporters during April 1971—March 1972 against 
their own exports of products covered by the import pohcy for 
Registered Exporters. They should make their Import apphcations 
to the regional hcensing authorities concerned in the prescribed 
form and manner laid down under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters. 

(iii) Import replenishment licences acquired hy transfer 

11. Eligible Export Houses may acquure by transfer the licences. 
Issued to registered exporters under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters. The procedure for transfer of hcences by registered ex¬ 
porters is laid down in Part ‘B’. 


Import items permissible to Eligible Eooport Houses 

12. Eligible Export Houses may be permitted to import Items ap¬ 
pearing under Col. 4 In Section II against the relevant export product. 
They may also ask for the inclusion, in the import replenishment 
licences to be issued to them of any other Items required for the manu¬ 
facture of any of the products falling within the product groups refe¬ 
rred to in paragraph (9) above. Requests for such items will be 
considered having regard to the import policy in force and subject to 
such restrictions or conditions as may be indicated by the licensing 
authorities. 

Utilisation of import licences hy Eligible Export Houses 

13. Import licences issued to Eligible Export Houses under this 
scheme or acq^utred by them by transfer from registered exporters 
under the poUcy laid down, shall be subject to the conditions that 
the goods Imported against such licences shall be disposed of to actual 
users engaged in export production. The eligible Export Houses may 
also utilise the Imported materials for export production on their 
own account In the manufacturing establishments owned by others. 

■Control over eligible Export Houses 

14. Eligible Export Houses claiming import hcences under this 
scheme shall be required to maintain accounts in respect of their ex¬ 
ports, imports and disposal of imported materials in the form and 
manner prescribed by the Ministry of Foreign Trade. These accounts 
shall be open for Inspection at any time by an authority nominated by 
the Ministry of Foreign Trade. 

Imports by Eligible Export Houses on behalf of actual users 

15. If an actual user or a registered exporter desires to import 
goods against his licence through an Export House holding a certifi¬ 
cate of eligibility Issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports under this scheme, ft will not be necessary for the licensee 
to obtain a Letter of Authority for this purpose In favour of the 
Export House. Such Export Houses can act as Indenting houses and 
Import goods against the licences for raw materials, components and 
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spares issued to actual users or registered exporters on behalf of the 
licence holders, subject to the conditions applicable to the grant of 
Lietters of Authority as given in Chapter XIII of the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1970, as amended from 
time to time. 

16. Export Houses holding valid certificates of eligibility Issuedi 
by the Chief Controller of Import and Exports under this scheme, 
will also be permitted to organise bulk Imports by obtaining in their 
name the licences for raw materials, components and spares due to 
actual users who are their clients. The detailed procedure for sub¬ 
mission of import applications by Export Houses in such cases !»■ 
contained in Part E of this Book. 
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SECTION I 
PART ‘D’ 

Export through Public Sector Agencies 


Objective 

Public sector agencies will be enabled to play an expanding role 
in developing exports and building up the export capabilities ol 
manufacturers and exporters. 

Canalised Exports 

2. The exports of certain commodities will be canalised only 
through public sector agencies. The list of such commodities with 
the agencies responsible for exports is given in the Export Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1970, as amended from 
time to time. 

Initial import licences 

3. Initial import licences will be issued to STC/MMTC to enable 
Ihem to build up ready stocks for giving off-shelf deliveries to manu¬ 
facturers whose goods they export. 

mport Replenishment Licences 

4. Import replenishment licences admissible under the Import 
lolicy for Registered Exporters in respect of exports made by a 
public sector agency will be issued to such agency or to a manufac¬ 
turer/manufacturers of the exported product, nominated by such 
agency. 

Licences acquired by transfer from registered esrporters 

5. STC and MMTC can also acquire by transfer the import 
replenishment licences for raw materials, components and spares, 
issued to registered exporters in accordance with the procedure for 
such transfer prescribed in Part ‘B’. 

Items permissible for import 

6 . A public sector agency claiming an Import replenishment 
licence in its own name against its exports may ask for the Import 
of items permissible under Col, 4 in Section II against the relevant 
exported product or any other Items permissible to actual users or 
registered exporters and required for export production, 

Xhilisation of import licences 

7. The goods Imported by public sector agencies against licences 
referred to in paragraphs 3, 4 and 5 above will be disposed of to 
actual users engaged in industrial production. 
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Developmental role 

8 . STC and MMTC will also play an expanding developmental 
role to supplement the export effort by acting as a path-finder and 
a catalyst. They will, in particular, render support to small ex¬ 
porters by affording them a combined selling strength on the one 
hand, and a service, on the other, both in India and through their 
foreign offices abroad. These agencies will also provide assistance 
by way of finance, marketing and quality control. 

9. With the manufacturers of heavy equipment and machinery, 
and in the case of turn-key projects, Projects and Equipments 
Corporation (PEC) will organise, for international tenders, long¬ 
term strategies entailing planning of raw material requirements, 
finance and marketing services. Projects and Equipments Corpora¬ 
tion (PEC) will, therefore, work with associates throughout the 
country, in both public and private sectors, large, medium and 
small, and offer to each sector the type of service it needs. 

10. In developing new markets and generating new projects, 
Project and Equipment Corporation (PEC) will play a growing role, 
with an emphasis upon products which are either new or slow 
moving. 

11. Abroad, Project and Equipment Corporation (PEC) will 
develop relations with both manufacturers and traders for the ex¬ 
port of Indian goods with an assurance of quality, delivery schedules 
and fair prices. 

Associate eocporters of STC/MMTC 

12. Exporters securing export orders In respect of goods other 
than those the export of which is canalised through a public sector 
agency, and who export the goods in execution of such orders as 
associates of the STC/MMTC can obtain imported materials off the 
shelf from the STC/MMTC, as replenishment admissible under the 
Import policy for Registered Exporters, In the following manner:— 

(a) By handing over to the STC/MMTC the goods Intended 
for export in execution of the export order In question; 

(b) By handing over to the STC/MMTC the export docu¬ 

ments in respect of the exports made in execution of the 
export order in question and surrendering their right to 
apply for import replenishment licence against the same 
exerts. ' 

K. If the associate exporter referred to In paragraph 12 above 
Is a merchant exporter and is not permitted to Import the goods, In 
question, for being used in manufacture on his account under the 
fanport policy for Registered Exporters, he will be required to 
transfer the Import replenishment benefit to the STC/MMTC, 

14. If the associate exporter referred to In paragraph 12 above Is 
a manufacturer exporter. It will be open to him either to transfer 
the import replenishment benefit to the STC/MMTC or to take the 
imported material for use In his ludiistrial unit. 
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SECTION I 
PAKT ‘E’ 

Procedure for claiming replenishment licences 

1. (i) Registered exporters are those who hold valid registration 
certificates issued to them by the registering authorities concerned, 
namely, the Export Promotion Councils, Commodity Boards and the 
Export Promotion authorities at the ports. The names of registering 
authorities for different export products are given in Section III 
(Annexure I). 

(ii) In the case of exporters of Jammu and Kashmir State, the 
registering authority would be the Director of Industries, Jammu and 
Kashmir, except for exporters of Gem and Jewellery items. 

(iii) The recognised merchandising export houses holding eliglbi- 
hty certificates may, if they so desire, get themselves registered with 
the Federation of Indian Exporters Organisation instead of with the 
concerned Export Promotion Council/Conunodity Board. 

Procedure for Registration of Exporters 

2. (i) Application for registration—Application for registration 

should be made to the appropriate registering authority, indicated in 
Para 1 above. In the case of concerns having branches, the applica¬ 
tion for registration can be made by the registered office, in the case 
of limited companies, and head office in the case of others. A regis¬ 
tration certificate issued to the registered office/head office in such 
cases will also be valid for the branches of the registered concern. 
The branches can also apply separately for registration in which case 
the registering authority will issue a separate registration certificate 
to the applicant branch. 1 

(ii) Application for registration should be made In the form 
appearing in Section III (Annexure II). 

Registration Certificate 

3. The form of registration certificate is given in Section III 
(Annexure HI). This is a ‘‘registration-cum-membership certificate” 
which has three parts. Part I should be filled in by the applicant. 
Except for the D.G.T.D. units. Part II should be filled in by the spon¬ 
soring authority concerned in the case of manufacturer exporters. 
The D.G.T.D. urdts should themselves fill in column 1 of Part II re¬ 
lating to ‘‘registration number/factory number” allotted by the spon¬ 
soring authority. Column 2 of this Part will be flJled in by the regis¬ 
tering authority with reference to the information available In the 
Hand Book of Indigenous Manufacturers published by the D.G.T.D, 
In case of doubt regarding the line of manufacture of a particular 
applicant, the registering authority will consult the D.G.T.D. Part 
III of the form should be filled in by the registering authority in all 
cases. A separate form of registration has been prescribed at An¬ 
nexure IV of Section III in the case of exporters of Rayon Textiles. 
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4. The application for registration should be accompanied by the 
folowtng documents; — 

(i) Bank certificate In support of ttie applicant’s financial 
soundness; and 

(ii) Registration-cum-membership certificate form with Part I 
and the relevant columns of Part II duly filled in. 

5. The manufacturer exporters other than D.G.T.D. units, will 
submit the form in triplicate through the sponsoring authority. The 
sponsoring authority wiU, after fUJfing in Part II, give the original 
and the duplicate copy to the exporter and retain the third copy for 
its record. The applicant wiU then submit the original and the dup¬ 
licate copy to the registering authority along with the apphcation for 
registration. The D.G.T.D. units and the merchant exporters will 
subinit the form in duplicate (instead of in tripUcate) direct to the 
registering auihority. 

6 . The registering authority after tilling in Part III, both in the 
case of merchant exporters and manufacturer exporters, will for¬ 
ward the original to the exporter and retain the other copy for its 
record. If an applicant is both a manufacturer exporter as well as a 
merchant exporter, separate certificates may be issued to him by the 
registering authority concerned. 

7 Where a registration certificate is also valid for the branches of 
the registered concern, the registering authority will forward copies 
of the registration certificate to other registering authorities in whose 
jurisdiction such branches are situated. 

8 . Eligibility for registration.—Exporters who are members* of the 
E. P. Council concerned, having a past export performance, a good 
record and experience, are eligible for registration. An applicant 
having no previous experience of export in a particular line may also 
be registered if the registering authority is satisfied about the general 
commercial background of the applicant, his industrial experience or 
export performance in other lines. 

9. Conditions of registration.—A registration certificate will be 
issued subject to such conditions as the registering authority con¬ 
cerned may consider necessary. One of the conditions of registration 
shall be that the registered exporter shall furnish quarterly returns 
of exports (including nil returns), to the registering authority by 
the fifteenth day of the month following the quarter. 

10. (1) The registration for an item with an E.P. Council, or Com¬ 
modity Board, or Export Promotion authority, will hold good for all 
the items with which the particular Council/Board is concerned, 
except for certain categories of engineering goods, In respect of which 
registration will be valid only for that particular category. 

(ii) In the case of components and auxiliaries of Textile Machinery 
items. Automobile Parts and Surgical Instruments, and readymade 
garments, which, for the purpose of grant of replenishment licences, 
are classified under different Product Groups in Section TV, depending 

^The condition of membership in the case of Gem and Jewellery 
items has been temnorarily suspended. 
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Upon the raw material used in their manufacture, the registered ex¬ 
porters may get themselves registered with any one of the concerned 
registering authority. It will not be necessary for them to get them¬ 
selves registered with each registering authority for the purpose of 
claiming replenishment licences. 


11 . Once an exporter has been registered, the registration shall 
remain valid for three years unless the exporter registered ceases to 
exist, or his name is de-registered for any reason or he becomes in¬ 
eligible to hold the certificate. 

Exports prior to date of Application for Registration 

12. Exports made by a registered exporter before a date earlier 
than six months prior to date of application for registration will not 
be considered for the grant of an import licence under the import 
policy for registered exporters. For this purpose, the effective date 
of submission of the application will be the date on which the appli¬ 
cation, duly supported by a bank certificate testifying the applicant’s 
financial soundness, is received by the registering authority (or 
sponsoring authority in the case of manufacturer-exporters). Where 
an application is not supported by the required bank certificate, the 
date on which the bank certificate is received will be taken as the 
date of submission of the application. The period from the date when 
the party applies for registration and the date when the registering 
authority writes to the bank for furnishing a certificate of financial 
soundness of the party will be excluded for determining the effective 
date of registration of the applicant. For reckoning the period of six 
months, the month during which the application for registration/bank 
certificate is received, will not be taken into account. Exports made 
six months prior to the date of application for Registration or subse¬ 
quent to grant of Registration Certificate would be eligible for grant 
of replenishment licence provided the application against such exports 
are made within the time limit as provided in para 31. 

Change in constitution or ownership 


13. (i) Where there is any change in the ownership, constitution 
or name of any concern, which has been registered under the import 
policy for Registered Exporters, it shall be obligatory on the part of 
the person in authority in the concern, as originally registered, to 
intimate the fact of such change to the registering authority within 
three months of the change. In the case of manufacturer-exporters, 
the registering authority will also verify whether the permission of 
the sponsoring authority in regard to the change has been obtained 
in terms of para 93 of the Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1970, 
as amended from time to time. 

(ii) Requests from exporters for registration as a result of change 
in their constitution will be dealt with by the registering authority 
in the same manner as those of fresh cases of registration. The bene¬ 
fit of allotment of new registration number to a reconstituted firm 
will accrue from the date of reconstitution of the firm. 
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De-registration of Exporters 

14. (1) The registering authority may initiate action to de-register 
an exporter, where such authority is satisfied that the exporter; 

(a) has ceased to have the qualification required for registra¬ 
tion or the conditions of registration have been violated; or 

(b) has indulged in any form of unfair, corrupt or fraudulent 
practice, or failed to fulfil any export obligation. 

(ii) An exporter will ordinarily be given a ‘show cause’ notice, 
before he is de-registered. The registering authority, keeping in view 
the reason for de-registration will decide whether the de-registration 
should be for a specified period or for an indefinite period, or whether 
the de-registration should be limited to a particular export product 
or be of wider applicability. The registering authority will not be 
bound to give reasons for de-registration. 

Registration and de-registration by the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, New Delhi. 


15, Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraph 14 above; 

(i) The Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New Delhi, may 
register an exporter or direct the registering authorities to 
register an exporter. The registration done by the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, or his direc¬ 
tion to the registering authorities in this regard, will apply 
to such export products covered by the import policy for 
Registered Exporters, as may be specified by him. 

(11) If, on the basis of the information available, the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, is of the 
opinion that any exporter has committed a breach of any 
law (including any rule, order or regulation), relating to 
Customs or the import and export of goods or foreign ex¬ 
change, he may, without prejudice to any other action that 
may be taken in this behalf, refuse to register such ex¬ 
porter or direct the registering authorities to do likewise, 
or he may de-register an exporter, If the exporter has 
already been registered, or direct the registering authorities 
to de-register him for a specified or an indefinite period and 
in respect of a particular export product or products or all 
the export products covered by the Import policy for 
registered exporters. 

Appeals and review Appications relating to registration and de-regis- 
tration. 

16. When an exporter is not satisfied with a decision of any of the 
registering authorities listed in Section III (Annexure I) refusing 
to register him or for de-registering him, he may prefer an appeal to 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, within a 
period of 45 days from the date of the communication containing the 
decision appealed against. Such appeals will be considered by the 
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Clue! Controller ol Imports and Exports, New Delhi, if necessary, in 
consultation with the Ministry of Foreign Trade, New Delhi. 

17. Any person aggrieved by the decision of the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, taken in terms of the provisions 
of paragraphs 15 and 16 above, may make a representation to him 
for review of such decision within a period of 45 days from the date 
of the communication containing the decision against which the repre¬ 
sentation is made. On consideration of such representations, If it is 
so decided, the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, 
may, with the approval of the Ministry of Foreign Trade, New Delhi, 
either himself re-register the exporter, or restore registration, or he 
may direct the registering authorities to re-register such exporter or 
restore his registration. The re-registratlon or restoration of registra¬ 
tion in such cases will be subject to such condition (s) as the Chief 
Controller may decide. 

Certification of Eocports 

18. (i) At the time of shipment, a registered exporter should have 
a copy of the shipping bill duly authenticated by the Customs, for the- 
purpose of attaching it to his application for a replenishment licence, 
at the appropriate time. 

(ii) After shipment, the exporter should have the exports certified 
by an authorised dealer in foreign exchange at the time of presenta¬ 
tion of export documents to such dealer i.e. the bank, for the purpose- 
of negotiation and/or collection of bills. While presenting the export 
documents, the exporter should fill in and give to the bank the decla¬ 
ration (in triplicate) in form I as in Section III (Annexure V), 
for exports made on ‘outright’ sale basis and In form II in Section III 
(Annexure V), for exports on consignment basis/approval basis. 

(iii) The Bank will certify the f.o.b. value of exports in Indian 
rupees and countersign the declaration after necessary verification 
with reference to the export documents. The bank will then pass on- 
the original certificate with the relevant copy of the Bank attested 
invoice to the exporter concerned, the duplicate to the licensing 
authority concerned, and the triplicate will be retained by the bank 
for its record. In case of exports made on consignment basis/ 
approval basis, the Bank will certify the f.o.b. value and countersign 
and pass on the certificate as in Form No. II, to the exporter, only 
after the exports’ sale proceeds have been realised and surrendered 
to the Indian Exchange Control. A copy of the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade Public Notice No. 47-ITC (PN)/70, dated the 31st March, 1970 
indicating the detailed procedure to be followed in this regard is 
reproduced in Section II (Annexure VI). 

(Iv) The above procedure Implies that the authorised dealer In 
foreign exchange will Issue separate certificates in respect of each 
consignment of export at the time of presentation of export docu¬ 
ments. A bank certificate covering more than one consignment may 
also be entertained. 
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(,v) The exporter will, at the time of the submissiou of the appli¬ 
cation for the grant of replenishment hcence in accordance with the 
prescribed time schedule, enclose the original banli certihcate (s) and 
copies of the Bank attested invoices, and quote in the statement of 
exports furnished tvith the application the number and date of the 
-certificate issued by the Bank for each of the shipments covered by 
(,he application. 

19 . The procedure outlined above for certification of exports by 
the authorised dealers in foreign exchange will not apply in the case 
-ul the following; — 

(i) Gem and Jewellery; 

(Lil Cinematographic films (exposedV. 

(lii) Exports by Value Payable Post parcel; 

(iv) Export of books, journals and periodicals; 

(v) Supplies made to foreign shipping companies as ship stores; 

(vi) Sales made at international exhibitions abroad;. 

(vii) Sales of following items to foreign tourists; — 

(a) Handicrafte; 

(b) Silk fabrics and made up articles including furnishing 
material; 

(c) Silk ready-made garments; 

(d) Cotton sarees, cotton dress material, cotton table linen, 
bed spreads, bed covers, cotton stoles, scarves, shawls 
and cotton furnishing material; 

(e) Cotton readymade garments; 

(fj Leather goods falling under S. No, D.2.1 and D.2.2. of 
Section II, namely foot wear, hand bags, belts, purses 
etc.; 

fg) Woollen carpets, Namda etc 

C'iu) Export of carpets to foreign tourists against advance 
payment; 

Ux) Supplies made for IBP..D/IDA aided projects in India: 

(x) Supplies made by Indian firms in India under the aid pro¬ 
grammes of United Nations and other multinational 
agencies at international prices and paid for in free foreign 
exchange; and 

(xi) Export of machinery and equipment against Indian equity 
participation in joint ventures abroad. 

Procedure for submission of applications for licences 

20 . (i) Consolidated applications for import licences against expon 
of all the products in a product-group should be made in the 
prescribed form as given in Section III (Annexiire VII) to the 
licensing authority under whose jurisdiction the registered office, in 
the case of a limited company, and head office in the case of other 
registered exporters, is situated. In respect of Gem and Jewellery 
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exports, application.s lor licences may be made separately for each 
exported item, instead of a consolidated application. The names and 
jurisdicLion of the licenaing authorities are indicated in Section Ill 
(Annexure VIll). If import licences are claimed in favour of 
more than one nominee, the consolidated application should contain 
the particulars of each of the nominee, indicating separate values 
in respect of each, in the application form.? and the statement of 
export.s enclosed therewith. 

(ii) In the case of registered contracts applications could, however, 
be filed contract-wise instead of covering all the exports belonging 
to a product-group. 

21, It will, however, be open to a branch of a limited company 
or of a registered exporter to apply lor an import replenishment 
licence against the exports effected by it, to the licensing authority 
within whose jurisdiction the branch is situated, provided that .such 
branch is separately registered as an cxport'cr or produces evidence 
to the effect that the registration certificate issued to limited coni- 
paiiy/head olfice, is also valid for the branch in question. The appli¬ 
cations m such types of cases should be accompanied by a certificate 
of head office or the registered office as the case may be, that it has 
not claimed and will not claim any replenishment licence against 
the expoits covered by the application. 

22 Merchandising export houses holding valid certificates of eligi 
bility issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Delhi, may submit either a consolidated application in terms of para 
20(i) above nr separate applications in respect of each of their 
nominees, against export products falling within the same producf 
group in the simplified application form as at Section III (Annexure 
VII (A)). 

23. Import applications in at] cases should be made to the licens¬ 
ing authorities concerned direct 

Frequency of Applications 

24. Subject to the exceptions made in Paragraphs 25, 26 and 27, 
an exporter should make one application for import replenish¬ 
ment against his exports of all the products in a product group 
made within a period of one month, two months or a quarter. In 
the case of i xports on consignment/approval basis, such applications 
should be made in respect of sale proceeds realised and surrendered 
to the Indian Exchange Control within a period of one month or two 
months or a quarter as the case may be. The exporter will, how¬ 
ever, have to indicate his option to the licensing authorities as to 
whether he would apply on monthly, two monthly or quarterly 
basis. Any change in the option will be allowed only with the 
approval of the said authority. 

25. In the case of the following products, a registered exporter 
will have the option of filing applications on a six-monthly basis 
(April —September and October—March), provided no nomination is 
involved: — 

fi) Sports goods; 

(ii) Books; 

(hi) Processed foods; 
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(iv) Cellulosic fabrics, i.e., fabrics made of viscose filameni 
yarn, acetate filament yarn and spun rayon yarn; and 

(v) Blended fabrics from mixture of cotton/cellulosic fibre or 
yarn/nylon/polyster fibre or yarn. 

26. Exporters of journals and periodicals will have the option to 
make applications on an annual basis, for the licensing year, provid¬ 
ed no nominations are involved, and provided further, that the ex¬ 
porter satisfies the licensing authority that he is receiving subscrip¬ 
tions in respect of the journals and periodicals on an annual basis 
and is making the invoices accordingly. 

27. In the case of exports of leather footwear made by the State 
Trading Corporation, the applications may be filed covering exports 
made during a licensing period. 

28. Exporters desirous of availing themselves of the facility allow¬ 
ed in paras. 25 and 26 above, will have to opt for this facility, and 
the option so exercised will be conveyed to the licensing authority 
concerned. Any change in the option will be allowed only with 
the prior approval of the said authority. 

29. A manufacturer-exporter who wishes to claim import licences 
in his own name against every application that he will make, can 
by special arrangement with the licensing authority concerned, 
obtain the facility of submitting his applications in the simplified 
form given in Section III (Annexure IX). The arrangement will 
specify what products the manufacturer-exporter would export. In 
such cases, I.V.C, No. need be quoted only once at the beginning of 
each year. 

30. The provisions of para 29 above will also apply to merchant- 
exporters who are eligible to claim licences in their own name. 

Time limit for submission of applications. 

31. Applications for import replenishment licences should be 
made, complete in all respects, so as to reach the licensing autho¬ 
rities concerned within a period of three months from the end of 
the period of application. 

32. Applications received after the prescribed time limit, or in 
respect of which the deficiencies, if any, are made up after the time 
limit prescribed for submission of applications, may also be consi¬ 
dered by the licensing authorities provided the applications are re¬ 
ceived or the deficiencies are made up within a period of three months 
after the expiry of the time limit for submission of the applications. 
The applications received thereafter will be liable to be rejected. 
The licensing authorities may, however, consider such applications. 
On merits, subject to a cut in the value of import replenishment 
admissible against the exports in question, in cases where such 
authority is satisfied that the applicant was unable to submit his 
application in time, for reasons beyond his control. The extent of 
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cut in the value that may be imposed in such case* wUl be u 
under:— 

(i) Applications received after a period of 6 months from tlif 
last month of exports but within 12 months ...5 per cenA 
Cut. 

(ii) Applications received beyond a period of 12 months from 
the last month of exports but within 18 months , .10 per 
cent cut. 

(hi) Applications received after a period of 18 months from the 
last month of exports will be summarily rejected as tiiwd 
barred. 

Date of shipment / despatch 

33. For the purpose of considering applications for import reple¬ 
nishment under the import policy for Eegistered Exporters, the rele¬ 
vant date of export will be determined as under: — 

(a) In the case of shipments by Sea, the date of exports will 
be determined by the date on the relevant bill of ladinjf 
which generally shows the date on which the goods hav« 
actually been loaded on the ship. 

(b) In the case of exports by air, the date of export will lift 
determined by the date on the airway bill. 

(c) In the case of exports by post parcel, the date of export 
will be determined by the date stamp on the postal receipt. 

Documents to he submitted with applications. 

34. Applications for licences should be made, complete in all res¬ 
pects, supported by a treasury challan for Rs. 60 towards the applica¬ 
tion fee, and other prescribed documents. 

35. Along with the application, the applicant should furnish a 
statement of exports in the form given in Section III (Annexura 
VII), indicating the particulars of exports as certified by thft 
Exporter’s bank(s), against which the import application is made. 
For speedy finalisation of the application, the applicantg are advised 
in their own interest to get the statement of exports certified by a 
Chartered Accountant. 

36. The following export documents should be produced with the 
application for import replenishment: — 

(A) In the case of exports of products other than those detailed 
in para. 19:— 

(i) Bank certificate (in original) of exports, issued by the 

exporter’s Bank (In the case of export of cotton/handloon* 
textiles, a legible photostat copy of the Bank Certificate 
may be produced in lieu of the original Bank Certificate.) 

(ii) Bank attested copy of the invoice; and 

(iii) One copy of the shipping bill in respect of each shipment 
duly authenticated by the Customs.

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(B) Exports by V.P.P. of products other than gem and jewellery 
*nd cinematographic films (exposed): — 

(i) Invoices giving description of goods, weight of the indivi¬ 
dual items and their total weight actually exported. 

(ii) Relevant postal receipts. 

(iii) Post-Master’s certificate of payment or the intimation slip 
given by the Postal Department to the Indian recipient of 
the proceeds of the exports made by V.P.P. 

<C) Exports of books, journals and periodicals by post made by 
registered-exporters who have been allowed by the Reserve Bank of 
India to effect their exports, without observing P.P. formalities: — 

(i) Postal receipt or a certificate of posting issued by the Post 
Office or any other evidence, in cases where the original 
Postal receipt has been forwarded to the importer. In the 
case of export by ordinary post, if the exporters are not 
able to produce certificate of posting, a photostat copy or 
a Chartered Accountant’s certificate in lieu of the certi- 
cate of posting, issued by the Post office, should be 
submitted. 

(ii) A Chartered Accountant’s certificate giving the details of 
the exports, freight etc. 

(iii) Invoice certified by a Chartered Accountant, 

(D) Export of book.s, journals and periodicals by post made by 
registered exporters who have not been exempted by the Reserve 
Bank of India from P.P. formalities; — 

(i) Original Postal receipts or photostat copy thereof or a 

certificate of posting issued by the Post Office. In the case 
of exports by ordinary post, if the exporters are not able 
to produce certificate of posting, a Chartered Accountant’s 
certificate giving complete details of postal charges, dates 
of export and particulars of exports, should be submitted. 

(ii) Invoice certified by a Chartered Accountant indicating the 
P.P. Form Nos, 

(Hi) Bank certificate indicating the receipt of payment in 
foreign exchange as well as relevant P.P. Form No. (ex¬ 
ports below Rs, 50 made by ordinary post without P.P. form 
will not be eligible for replenishment under this 
procedure). 

(E) Export of books, journals and periodicals by sea/air made by 
registered exporters who have been allowed by the Reserve Bank of 
India to effect their exports, without observing GR Form forma¬ 
lities:— 

(i) Invoice certified by a Chartered Accountant. 

(ii) Bill of Lading. 

(ill) Customs authenticated shipping bill, and 

(Iv) A statement dulv certified by the exporter’s bankers/Char¬ 
tered Accountant regarding realisation of export proceeds 
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set off against the relevant G.R. forms in a chronological 
order. 

(F) Exports by registered post of products other than gem and 
Jewellery and cinematographic films (exposed);— 

(i) Bank certificate (Original) of exports issued by the export¬ 
er’s Bank. 

(ii) Bank attested invoice. 

(iii) Postal receipt or in cases where postal receipt has been 
forwarded to the consignee, a certificate issued by the ex¬ 
porter’s Bank indicating clearly the postal receipt No., 
date and amount and certifying that the relevant postal 
receipt ha.s been forwarded to the consignee. 

(G) Supplies of materials made to foreign shipping companies as 
ahlp-stores: — 

(i) Bank certificate (in original) regarding receipt of foreign 

exchange or Indian Rupees obtained from exchange of 
foreign currency. 

(ii) Bank attested invoice. 

(iii) One copy of the shipping bill duly authenticated by the 
Customs in respect of the supplies made to foreign shipping 
companies. 

(H) Exports of goods sold at international exhibitions abroad: — 

(i) Certificate from the Director of Exhibitions, Ministry of 
Foreign Trade, indicating the full description of the goods, 
the value, the name of the Indian exporter, date of sale, 
and certifying that the payment against the sales in ques¬ 
tion, has been repatriated to India and surrendered to the 
Indian Exchange Control. 

(ii) Bank certificate indicating the receipt of payment in foreign 
exchange. The pro forma of the bank certificate given in 
Section III (Annexure X) may be used with suitable 
modifications. The time limit for submission of an appli¬ 
cation will be recorded from the date of payment as shown 
in the Bank certificate. 

(I) Exports of woollen carpets for which payments are received 
locally (either in full or in part), from foreign tourists in the form 
of (a) foreign currency travellers cheques, (b) crossed foreign bank 
drafts, and (c) personal cheques drawn on foreign banks; — 

(i) Bank certificate (in original) of payment issued by the ex¬ 
porter’s bank, in the pro forma given in Section III 
[Annexure X(A)]. 

(ii) Bank attested Invoice, 

(iii) A copy of the shipping bill duly authenticated by the 

Customs, and . 

(iv) In the case of postal exports, original postal receipt In lieu 
of shipping bRl. 
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(v) A copy of the money changer’s licence issued to the seller 
by the Reserve Bank of India. 

(J) Sale to foreign tourists of Handicraft and other items listed 
in para 19(vii) above. 

(i) Certified true copies of sale vouchers/cash memos, giving 
details of (a) name and nationality of the tourist, (b) pass¬ 
port number of the tourist, (c) details of travellers 
cheques/crossed foreign hank drafts/personal cheq lea 
drawn on foreign banks, foreign currency notes and coins, 
provided the seller of these items possesses an authorised 
money changer’s licence from the (d) detailed des¬ 

cription of the articles sold, specifying material of which 
they are made, and (e) value of each article. 

(il) Bank certificates indicating the number and date of the 
relevant sale voucher/cash memos, and showing receipt 
ana surrender to the Indian Exchange Control of the rele¬ 
vant foreign currency travellers cheque/crossed foreign 
bank drafts/personal cheques drawn on foreign banks. 
(In the case of personal cheques drawn on foreign banks, 
the bank should also certify that the proceeds of the cheque 
have been realised in foreign exchange as per the Ex¬ 
change Control Regulations). 

(K) Supplies made for IBRD/IDA aided projects in India where 
Indian exporter sends export documents to the foreign buyer who in 
turn requests the IBRD/IDA for pasrment to the exporter on his 
behalf out of the loan granted to him. 

(i) Bank certificate showing realisation of sale proceeds in the 

form No. II In Section III (Annexure X) with such 
deletions/modifications as might be necessary to indicate 
the receipt of payment in India to the credit of the ex¬ 
porter’s account against each individual transaction or 
invoice. 

(ii) Shipping Bill duly authenticated by the Customs. 

(ni) Copy of Invoice, indicating inter alia the No. and the date 
of the shipping biU. 

(iv) Bill of Lading. 

(v) Insurance receipt. 

(L) Exports of machinery and equipment against Indian equity 
participafion in joint ventures abroad. 

(i) Copy of the invoice. 

(ii) Export promotion copy of Shipping Bill in respect of each 

shipment duly authenticated by Clustoms, 

(Hi) Chartered Accountant’s Certificate in original certifying 
the CIF/CF/FOB value of exports, freight and insurance 
charges, if anv incurred, GR Form No. etc. as in Section III 
(Annexure XI). 

(iv) A copy of Govt./R.B.I. sanction permitting the value of 
exports to be used as equity participation. 
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(M) Supplies m^de by Indian firms in India under the aid pro¬ 
grammes of United Nations and other multinational agencies at inter¬ 
national prices and paid for in free foreign exchange. 

The documents to be submitted and the procedure to be followed 
for claiming replenishment against these supplies have been sepa¬ 
rately announced by the Ministry of Foreign Trade. 

37. Where the ori^nal copy of the shipping bill has been lost or 
misplaced, the licensing authority may accept a Customs’ attested 
copy thereof or photostat copy of the Customs’ authenticated ship¬ 
ping bill, or Customs’ certificate of shipment issued by the Cu.storas 
authorities, supported by the applicant’s affidavit to ihe effect that 
the original authenticated copy of the .shipping bill has been lost/ 
misplaced without having been produced to any authoiity for 
claiming any benefit against the exports pertaining to the said ship¬ 
ping bill, and that if if is traced or found later, it shall not be pro¬ 
duced in future to claim any such benefit. 

38. Reque.sts from regular exporters of products other than gem 
and jewellery items and cinematographic films fexposedl, having 
a large number of export transaction in each quax ler, may be con¬ 
sidered on merits by the Chief Controller of Imnorts and Exports, 
for admission of their applications for replenislunpn' nn the ba.sis 
0 / other documentary evidence such as Chartered Ar coin nan t'.s cer¬ 
tificate, indicating therein all the relevant paiiKHiMis is are con¬ 
tained in the prescribed export documents, pr n'idt-d ilieir annual 
exports exceed R.s. 50 ]akh.s, and provided funner liiaL the export 
products qualify only for Import replenishment. 

39. Exporters should produce evidence of freight and insurance 
charges to the banks concerned to enable them to vei ifv the f.o.b. 
value of exports in the Bank certificate. Immediate Rebate allow¬ 
ed by overseas shipping companies in freight charges at the time of 
shipment may also be taken into account by the banks while arriv¬ 
ing at the f.o.b. value. 

40. The applicant should enclose with his application fii’'p copies 
of the list of items applied for, (Where imports of anv uf llie per- 
mi.ssible items are sought to be made from the rupee p.iymeni area, 
a separate set of 6 copies of the items to be imported from such area 
should be sent with the application for import licence). 

41. If an applicant wishes to apply for items on 1he basis of A.U. 
licence in terms of the import policy In force, he should also enclo'^e 
the original, with a certified copy of such licence (including li.st of 
goods attached to 1 at Ijc-.nce). If the applicant is unable to pro¬ 
duce the original lAence and the list of goods, a legible photostat 
copy thereof may also be accepted. 

42. For this purpose, the licences bearing the following entries 
against the column “Class of importer" will be accepted as A.U. 
licences: — 

(a) Actual User. 

(b) Raw materials. 

(c) Small Scale Industrial Units. 
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43. Capital Goodfi/H.E.P. licences, the licences issued under tha 
Nationai Defence Remittance Scheme and the licences issued under 
the Import Policy for Registered Exporters will not be regarded as 
AU licences for the purpose of grant of licences under this policy. 

44. Merchandising export houses should produce with their 
import application a copy of the eligibility certificate issued by the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, with a declara¬ 
tion that it has not been cancelled or withdrawn. 

Sales to foreign tourists of handicraft and other items listed in para 1ft 
(vii), 

45. (1) Registered Exporter (dealer) who has been authorised 
by the Reserve Bank of India to receive payment In foreign exchange 
against sales made by him to the foreign tourists will be eligible to 
apply for grant of replenishment licence against sale of handicraft 
and other items Listed in para 19 (vii) above made to foreign tourists 
against (i) foreign currency travellers* cheques, (11) crossed foreign 
bank drafts, (Hi) personal cheques drawn on foreign banks, and 
(iv) foreign currency notes and coins. 

(2) In respect of the sale of these items to foreign tourists in 
India, following procedure is to be adopted by the authorised regis¬ 
tered exporter (dealer): — 

(a) Registered and authorised dealer will be required to 
maintain printed, serially numbered voucher books. A 
specimen voucher is at Annexure XII of Section III. 

(b) Each sale voucher will be in triplicate, showing details 
regarding the name and nationality of the tourist, his/her 
passport number, description of items sold, the sale value 
in foreign exchange and the rupee equivalent details 
thereof; 

(c) The original sale voucher will be handed over to the tour¬ 
ist for his own use; 

(d) The duplicate copy of the voucher wUl be sent by the 
dealer along with the application for replenishment 
licence at the tune of its submission; and 

(e) The triplicate copy will be retained by the dealer for hla 
record. 

(3) The authorised dealer will be required to maintain a register 
containing the following particulars: — 

(i) Serial Number; 

(h) Number of the sale voucher; 

(hi) Date of sale; 

(iv) Name of the foreign purchaser; 

(v) His/her Passport Number; 

(vl) Description of the item sold and the material of which 
made; 

(vll) Value In rupees; 

(vlU) Equivalent foreign exchange rendered; 

(be) Name of the bank In which foreign currency/travellers’ 
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chcques/crossed foreign bank drafta/personal cheque* 
deposited; 

(x) Date of deposit; and 

(xi) Remarks. 

This register will be open to check by Government. 

(4) Applications for replenishment licences against such sales 
will be made to the licensing authorities under whose jurisdiction 
the registered office of the applicant is situated. Applications will 
be m.aoi' in the same iorni as i-s applicable in the case of other regis¬ 
tered exporters. Such applications should be made in respect of 
sales made during a month/two months/quarter and should reach 
the licensing authorities within a period of three months succeeding 
tlte last month during which sales were made. The applications 
cbould be accompanied by the following documents: — 

(i) T, R. for Rs. 50; 

(ii) Certified true copies of sale vouchers/cash memos, giving 
details of (a) name and nationality of the tourist, (b) 
Passport number of the tourist, (c) details of travellers’ 
cheques/cro.ssed foreign bank drafts/personal cheques 
drawn on foreign banks, (d) detailed description of the 
articles sold, specifying material of which they are made 
and (e) value of each article; 

(hi) Bank certificates including the number and date of the 
relevant sale voucher/cash memo, and showing receipt 
and surrender to the Indian Exchange Control of the 
relevant foreign currency travellers’ cheques/crossed 
foreign bank drafts/personal cheques drawn on foreign 
banks, (In the case of personal cheques on foreign banks, 
the bank should also certify that the proceeds of the 
cheques have been realised in foreign exchange as per 
the Exchange Control Regulations); and 

(Iv) A statement of the sales giving details of sale voucher/ 
cash memo, its number and date, description of the articles 
sold, specifying the material of which they are made, the 
value in rupees of foreign exchange surrendered, the date 
of surrendering of travellers’ cheques/foreign bank 
drafts/personal cheques and the date of realisation of 
foreign exchange In the case of personal cheques, as per 
specim(?n proforma at Annexure XIII of Section III, 

Procedure for transfer of Import replenishment licences 

46. 'The provisions in regard to transfer are contained In Paras 24 
and 25 of Part ‘B’. A merchant exporter or manufacturer exporter 
desirous of transferring his import replenishment licences in favour 
of the S.T.C.. or the M.M.T.C. or an eligible export house, should 
make a specific request to this effect in his import application. An 
exporter can apply for the transfer of his Import replenishment 
licences In favour of any of these agencies by specifying the value 
of the imnort replenishment licence to be transferred in favour of 
each ageficy, out of the total import replenishment due to the 
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exporter. It will also be open to the applicant to apply for traxufar 
in respect of only a part of hla Import replenishment 

The applicant will not be permitted to withdraw the request for 
transfer once made. Before making transfer in favour of an eligible 
export house, the exporter should satisfy himself that the export 
house holds a valid eligibility certificate. 

Import of jigt, tools and machinery by supporting manufacturers of 
export houses. 

47. A registered manufacturer exporter transferring an import 
licence to any of the aforesaid agencies against the entire import 
replenishment admissible to him in respect of his exports in a parti¬ 
cular export period, may retain a portion of such Import entitlement, 
to import jig.s, tools and machinery up to specified value limits as 
Indicated in para 45 of Part ‘B’ in the manner stated below: — 

(a) If the manufacturer-exporter concerned wishes to import 
jigs, tools, testing instruments and equipment and equip¬ 
ment for packing and tagging, up to 20 per cent of the 
Import replenishinent admissible to him subject to a 
maximum of Rs. one lakh, against his exports made dur¬ 
ing a particular export period in terms of the import 
policy in force, he may apply for an import licence in hU 
name for such goods supported by a recommendation of 
the sponsoring authority concerned, and transfer to the 
STC/MMTC or the Export House only for the balance 
amount in the same application. 

(b) If the manufacturer-exporter concerned wishes to import 
plant and machinery up to 50 per cent of the import re¬ 
plenishment admissible to him subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 2 lakhs in a half year, against his exports made during 
a particular export period in terms of the import policy 
in force, he may apply separately for a licence for these 
goods in the prescribed form and manner supported by a 
recommendation of the sponsoring authority concerned. 
In such cases, the transfer in favour of STC, MMTC or an 
eligible Export House can be made only for the balance 
import replenishment due to the manufacturer-exporter. 
For this purpose, the manufacturer-exporter can also retain 
his machinery entitlement every time while transferring 
the licences to the STC/MMTC or an eligible Export House 
during a period of six months, in order to apply separately 
for the combined value of such machinery entitlements t'o 
obtain the licence up to 50 per cent of his total entitlement 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 2 lakhs in a half year, as pro¬ 
vided in the relevant para in Part ‘B’. 

<c) If a manufacturer-exporter has transferred his import 
licence to STC/MMTC or an eligible merchandising ex¬ 
port house for his entire import entitlement in a certain 
period and the import licence has been transferred to such 
agency, the manufacturer-exporter may, subsequent to the 
issue of such licence, request for Import of plant and 
machinery upto 50 per cent of the value of that licence 
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subject to a maximum ot Rs. 2 lakhs by producing a writ¬ 
ten consent of the transferee concerned to this effect to the 
licensing authority. For this purpose, the manufacturer- 
exporter will also have the facility of combining more 
than one such licence transferred to such agency against 
his import entitlements, for import of plant and machinery 
upto 50 per cent of the value of such licences subject to 
a maximum of Rs. 2 lakhs within a half year. While giv¬ 
ing its consent, the transferee concerned will surrender the 
import licences, in question, for a corresponding reduction 
in their value. 

Procedure for nominations 

48. The provisions in regard to nominations are contained in Part 
'B'. Where a nomination is made in accordance with the relevant 
policy, the particulars of the nominee should be given in Part ‘B’ of 
the application form (Form ‘H’)» as appearing in Section III 
(Annexure VII). 

49. Defective nominations—An application where the nomination 
has not been correcliy made, will be liable to be rejected by the 
licensing authority. In such a case, an application for licence will 
be con.sidered to have been ) eceived by the licensing authority on the 
date on which the correct nomination is received, 

50. Change in nomination—A licensing authority may allow a 
change in the nomination once made with the consent of the nominee, 
and subject to such restrictions and conditions as may be prescribed 
by such authority and subject to the provisions of sub-para 32 above. 

61. Before making a nomination the exporter should take the fol¬ 
lowing precautions ;— 

(i) He .should ensure that the nominee is a manufacturer of a 
product on the basis of which he can be nominated in terms 
of the import policy inforce. He should verify the eligi¬ 
bility of the nominee with reference to the registration 
certificate issued to him by the sponsoring authority, or 
with reference to the actual user licence, if any, posses.sed 
by him. If the nominee is a registered manufacturer-ex¬ 
porter, the registration-cum-membership certificate issued 
to him by the registering authority in the revised form will 
also contain, in its Part 11, an endorsement by the spon¬ 
soring autority indicating the end-products manufactured 
by the unit. A manufacturing unit will not be eligible for 
nomination if the registration certificate i.ssued to it by the 
spomsoring authority is endorsed ‘provisional’ or ‘tempo¬ 
rary’, or the registration certificate is endorsed as valid 
only up to a specified date. 

(il) he should ensure that the nominee is not debarred from 
receiving import licences or allotments of imported goods 
under the Imports (Control) Order; and 

(ill) he should check that the nominee is asking for items which 
are permissible according to the import policy for regis¬ 
tered exporters, in force. It may be clarified that it will 
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not be permissible for the manufacturer-exporter or his 
nominee to claim an item for import on the basis of Actual 
user licence issued to a different industrial unit even if 
both the units (i.e- the unit claiming the licence and the 
unit possessing Actual User Licences) are owned by the 
same person or same set of persons or have common I.V.C. 
Registeration/Exemption Number. 

52. In cases of nomination, the registered exporter should also 
enclose a copy of the registration certificate issued by the concerned 
sponsoring authority to the nominee-manufacturer, indicating, inter- 
alia, the products for which the nominee has been registered. In the 
case of SSI units only such registration certificates will be accepted 
which are signed only by the Commissioner of Industries/Director of 
Industries himself or by any other authorised officer on behalf of the 
Commissioner of Industries/Director of Industries. 

Gem and Jewellery and Cinematographic Films (Exposed) 

53. In the case of gem and jewellery items and cinematographic 
films (exposed), the application for licence will be made only after 
the export proceeds have been realised and surrendered to the Indian 
Exchange Control. Such applications may be made on a monthly/ 
two monthly/quarterly basis as opted by the registered exporter so 
as to reach the licensing authority concerned within a period of three 
months succeeding the month/two months/quarter during which the 
proceeds of foreign exchange were actually credited to the exporter’s 
account. In the case of advance payments received in respect of gem 
and jewellery items, the limit for submission of applications will be 
reckoned with reference to the period of export. The application 
form of gem and jewellery items is given in Section III (Annexure 
Xin(A)). 

54. The registered exporters of cinematographic films (exposed) 
will have the option of filing applications on half yearly basis pro¬ 
vided no nomination is involved. In such cases the application should 
reach the concerned licensing authority within a period of three 
months following the half yearly period in which the payments were 
received. The registered exporters of cinematographic films (ex¬ 
posed) desiring to avail themselves of this facility will have to make 
a final option. Any change in option will be allowed only with the 
prior approval of the licensing authority concerned. 

55. The application should be accompanied by the following docu¬ 
ments 

(a) Treasury Challan for Rs. 50/-. 

(b) Copy of Bill of Lading/Airway Bill duly attested by the 
Shipping Company/Airway Company (Postal receipt in 
the case of exports by post). 

(c) Copy, of Shipping Bill duly authenticated W Customs (Ex¬ 
cept in the case of exports by post or V.P.P.). 

(d) Copy of invoice duly attested by the negotiating Bank. 

(e) Copy of invoice duly attested by the Customs (in the case 
of jem and jewellery items). 
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(f) Bank certificate in original regarding receipt of foreign ex¬ 
change as per proforma given in Section III. (Annexure X). 


Sales to foreign tourists of g^im and jewellery items 

56. A registered exporter (jeweller) who possesses “Authorised 
Money Changers” licence issued by the Reserve Bank of India and 
is approved by the Export Promotion Authority at Bombay, Calcutta 
and Madras and by the licensing authority at other ports will be eli¬ 
gible to apply for grant of replenishment licence against sale of gem 
and jewellery item made to foreign tourists, where payments are re¬ 
ceived in the manner permissible under the authorised money¬ 
changer’s licence. In the case of personal cheque drawn on banks 
outside India, a certificate from the authorised dealer in foreign ex¬ 
change to the effect that proceeds of the cheque have been realised, 
should be produced. In aU other cases, a certificate that the cheques/ 
amounts have been surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control 
would be sufficient. 


57. The registered exporter (jeweller) who had been previously 
approved prior to the date of the devaluation and who still possesses 
the “Authorised Money Changers” licence, would be considered as 
“approved” for the purpose of claiming replenishment in accordance 
with these provisions. 

58. The registered exporter (jeweller) desiring to claim benefits 
under this scheme, who does not possess “money changers” licence, 
may apply for such a licence to the Reserve Bank of India in the 
prescribed form; and on receipt of the same he may approach the 
concerned Export Promotion/Licensing Authority for approval. 

59. The minimum annual sales that an approved jeweller will be 
required to make to foreign tourists against realisation of payment 
in foreign exchange would be equivalent of Rs. 75,000. At the time 
of seeking approval, the registered exporter (jeweller) will furnish 
an undertaking to the approving authority concerned at the ports to 
the effect that (i) a minimum sale to foreign tourists to the value 
of Rs. 75,000 would be effected during the next twelve months; and 
(il) in the event of cancellation by RBI of the licence issued to him 
an intimation will be sent by him forthwith to the approving autho 
rlty concerned. 


60. If the minimum level of sales is not reached within the pres¬ 
cribed period of one year or if the authorised “money changers” 
licence is withdrawn during the period for any reason, the concerned 
registered exporter (jeweller) would cease to be entitled to the re¬ 
plenishment admissible against sales to foreign tourists. 

61. Ministry of Foreign Trade and/or Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports may withdraw the approval given by the approving au¬ 
thority at ports without assigning any reason and recommend can¬ 
cellation of the licence Issued by the Reserve Bank of India. 
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62. In respect of the sale of gem and jewellery items to foreign 
tourists in India, against foreign currency travellers’ cheques, fol¬ 
lowing procedure is to be adopted by the registered approved jewel¬ 
lers :— 

(a) Registered approved jeweller will be required to maintain 
printed, serially numbered voucher books, the particulars 
of which should be notified in advance to the Approving 
Authority. A specimen voucher is in Section III (Annexure 
XIV). 

(b) Each sale voucher will be in quadruplicate, showing 
details regarding the name and nationality of the tourist, 
his/her passport number, description of the gem and 
iewellery items sold; the sale value in foreign exchange 
and the rupee equivalent, details of the foreign currency 
travellers’ cheques given by the tourist. 

(c) The original sale voucher should be stitched with the 
tourist’s passport. The Customs authorities at the time of 
departure of the tourist will detach the voucher and send 
it to the concerned licensing authority with an endorse¬ 
ment. 

(d) The duplicate copy of the sale voucher will be handed 
over to the tourist for his own use. 

(e) The triplicate copy of the voucher will be sent by the 
jeweller along with the application for replenishment 
licence at the time of its subniission, 

(f) The fourth copy will be retained by the jeweller for his 
record. 

63. The approved jeweller will be required to maintain a 
register containing the following particulars:— 

(i) Serial Number. 

(ii) Number of the sale voucher. 

(iii) Date of sale. 

(iv) Name of the foreign purchaser. 

(v) His passport number. 

(vi) Description of the item sold. 

(vii) Value in rupees. 

(viii) Equivalent foreign exchange rendered. 

(ix) Name of the Bank in which foreign currency travellers’ 
cheques deposited. 

(x) Date of deposit. 

(xi) Remarks. 

This Register will be open to check by Government. 

64. The registered exporter who is an approved jeweller will be 
required to submit an application in the prescribed form and man¬ 
ner to the Import and Export Control licensing authority within 
whose jurisdiction the registered office of the applicant is rituated. 
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65. Such applications with the documents indicated below should 
be made in respect of sales made during a month/two months/ 
quarter and should reach the Licensing authority concerned withim 
a period of three months succeeding the month/two months/quarter 
during which sales were effected. 

Documents 

fi) Treasury challan for Rs. 50. 

(ii) Triplicate copies of sale vouchers giving full descriptlwi 
of the items sold, their value in Indian rupees, particulars 
of foreign tourist, his/her passport number, mode of pay¬ 
ment and amount of foreign currency travellers’ cheques. 

(iii) Bank certificate in original evidencing the receipt of 
foreign exchange from sales to foreign tourists against 
travellers’ cheques. 

66. The details of products eligible for replenishment against 
sale.; to foicigii Lourists, the c:;tent of replenishment, the items oer- 
missible for import, etc. are given in the Policy statement in Sec¬ 
tion II. 

Conditions of import licences issued under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters. 

67. Licences/release orders issued to manufacturer-exporters .— 
Import licences for raw materials, components, spares, machinery 
and other goods, and also the release orders issued to manufacturer- 
exporters under the import policy for Registered Exporters shall be 
subject to the ‘Actual User’ condition for the utilisation of the 
Imported goods as laid down in Chapters IV and VI of the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1970, as amended 
from time to time. 

68. Licences/release orders issued to norrtinees of registered ess- 
porters.—Import licences for raw materials, components, spareoj 
machinery and other goods, as also the release orders issued to 
manufacturers nominated by registered exporters under the 'Import 
Policy for Registered Exporters shall be subject to the ‘Actual User’ 
condition for the utilisation of the imported goods, as laid down in 
Chapters IV and VI of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1970, as amended from time to time. 

69. Licences/release orders issued to merchant exporters.—Import 
licences and release orders issued to merchant exporters under the 
Import Policy for Registered Exporters shall be subject to the condi¬ 
tion that the licensee shall not sell or otherwise dispose of the 
imported materials but use them in the manufacture of the goods 
exported provided the manufacture of such goods elsewhere is 
undertaken on the licensee’s account. 

70. Licences/release orders issued to eligible Export Houses. _ 

Import licences and release orders issued to eligible merchandising 
Export Houses under the Import Policy for Registered Exporters^ 
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and import licences acquired by eligible Export Houses by transfer 
from registered exporters under the said poUcy, shall be subject 
to the condition that the imported materials shall be disposed of 
to actual users engaged in export production. The Export Houses 
may also utilise the imported materials for export production on 
their own account in the manufacturing establishments owned by 
others. 

71. Transfer of import replenishment licences. —^Merchant export¬ 
ers and manufacturer-exporters may be allowed, on request, to 
transfer import re^enishment hcences issued to them under the 
Import Policy for Registered Exporters, in favour of the State 
Trading Corporation, or the Minerals and Metals Trading Corpora¬ 
tion, or an eligible merchandising Export House. The request for 
transfer should be supported by a written consent of the proposed 
transferee. Such transfers will be regulated in terms of sub-clause 
5(3)(i) of the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, in accordance with 
the provisions of Part B. 

72. Licences issued against gem and jewellery exports. —Import 
licences against exports of gem and jewellery will be issued in the 
name of registered exporters under t^ Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters, without the usual ‘Actual User’ condition imposed on 
other licences issued under this poHcy. 

73. Clarification regarding industrial unit. —^For the purposes ot 
complying with the ‘Actual User’ condition in respect of imported 
materials, the manufacturer-exporters and nominee manufacturers 
^all utilise the imported materials only in the factory at the address 
shown in the application against which the licence/release order 
is issued, and for the purpose for which the licence/release order 
is issued. The Imported materials shall not be used in a different 
industrial rmit even if the industrial unit holding the hceruce/release 
order and the industrial unit in which the goods are used, are owned 
by the same person or the same set of persons, or have a common 
IVC registeratlon/exemption number. TTiis definition of an indus¬ 
trial unit wiU also apply in the matter of claiming Imports of items 
appearing in the Actual User licences In terms of the Import Policy 
for Registered Exporters, as clarified in sub-paragraph 51(iii) above. 

Procedure for the grant of ‘Advance', ‘Imprest^ and ‘On Account 

licences. 


Advance licences. 

74. (1) Applications from registered exporters, for the grant of 
advance licences or CCP’s or release orders for raw material required 
for the execution of firm export orders, wdU be considered on 
merits. 

(ii) Requests for the grant of CCPs. for Import of rough 
diamonds, uncut precious stones/semi-precious stones and undrilled 
pearls, for processing and re-export to the foreign supplier, will also 
be considered on merits. 

(iii) Ordinarily, an export order -wlU be regarded as a firm order 
If it is backed by an irrevocable letter of credit or substantial advance 
payment. 
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(iv) Requests for the grant of advance licences, for the execution 
of other types of firm export orders with different modes of payment 
such as sight draft/D.A. basis may also be considered depending 
on the merits of each case. 

(v) Eligible registered exporters should submit tbeir applications 
in the prescribed form as in Se'ction III (Annexure XV) to the 
Licensing Authority concerned within whose jurisdiction the 
applicant is situated and forward a copy of the application to the 
Export Promotion Division in the Office of the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, New Delhi, except in the case of application 
against export orders for readymade garments and textile machinery. 

(vi) Applications for advance licences against export orders for 
ready-made garments should be addressed to the Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, irrespective of the 
jurisdiction of the licensing office within which the registered office 
of the exporter is situat^. Such applications should also be 
accompanied by the usual documents prescribed in sub-paragraph 
(viii) below. 

(vii) In the case of export orders for textile machinery, applica¬ 
tions for advance licences should be addressed to the Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, and routed through the 
Textile Commissioner, Bombay, irrespective of the licensing autho¬ 
rity in whose jurisdiction the applicant is situated. 

(viii) Applications should be accompanied by the following 
documents:— 

(a) Treasury chaUan for Re. 50. 

(b) Original with a certified copy of the export order, secured 
by the applicant. 

(c) Photostat copy of the relevant irrevocable letter of credit 
covering full value of the export order. 

(d) Any other documentary evidence relevant to the export 
order and the type of material to be used in the export 
product, 

(e) Five copies of the list of items applied for. 

(ix) Where imports of any of the permissible items are sought 
to be made from rupee payment area, a separate set of 6 copies of 
the list of items to be imported from such area should be sent with 
the application for import hcence. 

(x) The value for which an advance import licence may be issued 
will be within the maximum value as admissible against the partl- 
c^ar export product under the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters. Where an advance licence Is issued for a value less 
than' the value admissible against the exports made in execution of 
the relevant export order, the applicant can claim an import licence 
lor the balance amount under the import poUcy in force after the 
exports against the firm order, in question, have been made and the 

° redeemed, provided that there is no 

condRlonto the contrary on the advance licence issued to the party. 

(xl) The items to be licensed would be those considered essen 
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tial for the maniHacture of the export product provided such items 
are permissible in terms of the policy in force. 

(xii) The licensee shall ordinarily be required to fulfil the export 
obligation within a period of six months from the date of importa¬ 
tion of the first consignment against the advance licence in question. 
Exports effected prior to the date of Importation of the first consign¬ 
ment and after the date of application for advance licence may also 
be considered towards discharge of exwrt obligation, provided that 
the export documents clearly indicate that the exports were effected 
in fulfilment of the specific export order, produced by the applicant 
at the time of apphcation for advance licence. 

(xiii) Request for allowing a longer period of time either initially 
or subsequently by way of extension for fulfilment of the export 
obligation may also be considered on merits. 

(xiv) Before clearance of the first consignment, the applicant will 
ordinarily be required to execute a bond with Bank Guarantee 
as in proforma at Appendix 33 of the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1970, as amended from time to time, 
for an amount equal to 50 per cent of the c.i.f. value of the licence, 
for fulfilling the export obligation equivalent to the f.o.b. value of 
the export contract or any such higher f.o.b. value as may be fixed 
liy the licensing authority. 

(xv) The bond amount will be liable to forfeiture in the event 
of the non-fulfilment of the export obligation within a prescribed 
time-hmit. This will be without prejudice to the adjustment of 
excess licensing against the licensee’s future AU, REP and other 
licences, de-registration, and any other action that may be taken 
against the licensee or any other person under the Imports (Control> 
C^er, 1955, as amended. 

(xvi) Ordinarily, a second advance licence will not be Issued to 
an applicant in whose case an earlier advance licence with an export 
obligation is still outstanding. 

(xvil) As evidence of fulfilment of the export obligation and for 
the redemption of bond, the licensee will be required to submit the 
same documents as are to be produced for claiming replenishment 
licences against past exports under the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters. 

Imprest licences 

75. (1) Applications for the grant of ‘Imprest’ licences for Import 
of raw materials, components and parts, and for the issue of ‘Imprest' 
release orders on a canalising agency for supply of materials for 
meeting the requirements of a phased export programme, may be 
considered from registered manufacturer-exporters who are not In 
a position to produce evidence of firm export orders, but have an 
organised and phased programme of exports. 

(il) Application's for ‘Imprestt’ licences/release orders may bo 
made by eli^ble registered manufacturer-exporters direct to the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi (Export Promo¬ 
tion Division), in the same form in which an application for an 
Advance licence is made, as given in Section HI (Annexure XV). 
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TUc ..ii,ppllcation should be supported by a treasury challan for 
Rs. 50/- towards application fees. The applicant should also furnish 
details in regard to the products normally manufactured and 
exported by him, and the application should be supported by a state¬ 
ment, certified by ,a Chartered Accountant, giving details of the 
exports made by the applicant during the preceding two years of 
the products for the export production of which the Imprest licence/ 
release order is required. It will not be necessary for an applicant 
to produce evidence of firm export orders while applying for Imprest 
licence/release order, but he should give details of the export orders, 
if any, in hand and the export prospects for the year. 

(iii) Along with the application, the applicant should furnish 
6 copies of the list of items applied for. 

(iv) Applications for Imprest licences/release orders will be 
considered in respect of items permissible under column 4 against 
the specific export product, o,r the items licensable to actual users 
under the Import Policy in force for the manufacture of the spedfle 
export product. Import of items of a speculative nature, such as 
stainless steel, ivory and synthetic yarn, -^11 not be allowed against 
imprest licences/release orders. 

(v) Applications for Imprest licences/release orders will ordi¬ 
narily be considered for an amount not exceeding rupees two lakhs. 
Requests for higher value licences/release orders may be considered 
on merits, having regard to the past exports of the applicant and 
other relevant factors. 

(vl) The value of Imprest licence/release orders will be adjusted 
against the import replenishment licences that may be due to the 
applicant during each export period under the Import Policy for 
Registered Exporters. The adjustments will be made in Instalments 
spread over a period of one year from the date of issue of the Imprest 
licence/release order, in the manner and to the extent laid down 
in each case, and subject to such other conditions as prescribed in 
this behalf in Part B. 

(vii) The licensee shall be required to execute a bond under¬ 
taking to export the goods of a specified description for a f.o.b. value 
sufficient to earn replenishment licences equal to the c.l.f. value of 
the imprest licence within a specified time limit, as may be 
decided in each case by the licensing authority. The bond shall be 
supported by a bank guarantee In the proforma given in Appendix 33 
of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1970, as amended from time to time, for an amount equal to 50 per 
cent of the c.i.f, value of the licence/release order, for fulfilment 
of the export obligation. Such bond and bank guarantee will be 
executed before clearance of the first consignment against the 
licence in question, or before obtaining supplies of the goods ng flinW 
the release order as the case may be. 

(vlii) The bond amount shall be liable to forfeiture in the event 
of non-fulfilment of the export obligation as per the conditions laid 
down. This will be without prejudice to the adjustment of the 
excess licensing against the licensee’s future AU, REP and other 
licences, de-registration of the licensee, and any other action t^t 
may be taken against the licensee or any other person under the 
Imports (Control) Order, 1955, as amended. 
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(ix) Applications for a second Imprest licence/release order will 
not be entertained from an applicant in whose case an earlier 
Imprest licence/release order \(dth an export obligation is still 
outstanding. 

‘On Account^ Licences 

76. (i) Applications for the grant of ‘On Account’ licences for 
import of raw materials, components and parts and for the issue of 
On Account’ release orders on a canalising agency for supply of 
imported materials, will be considered from established manufac- 
trer-exporters having an annual export performance of more than 
Rs. ten lakhs in value (f.o.b.) during the preceding year in respect 
of certain specified export products, in terms of the relevant provi¬ 
sions of Part B. 

(ii) Applications for ‘On Account’ licences/release orders may be 
made by eligible manufacturer-exporters to the licensing authorities 
concerned, in the prescribed form as given in Section III (Annexure 
XVI) accompanied by the following: — 

(a) Treasury Challan for Rs. 50 towards application fees. 

(b) A statement indicating the particulars of exports made by 
the applicant in the preceding yeai- (April—March) in res¬ 
pect of export products in the specified product groups as 
laid down in Part B. The statement should separately in¬ 
dicate, in respect of each export quarter of a preceding 
year, and for each specified product-group as a whole, the 
total f.o.b. value of exports made by the applicant, for pro¬ 
ducts falling in the specified product groups to which the 
sary for the applicant to give in the statement the details, 
export—nroduct-wise or shipment-wise. The applicant 
should include in the statement only those exports against 
which applications for Import replenishment licences have 
been made by him under the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters and in respect of which the applicant has not re- 
c 1V L'd, till the date of the application for ‘On Account’ 
licence, any intimation from the licensing authority to the 
effect that the exports, in question, are not acceptable for 
any reason. The statement should be certified by a Char¬ 
tered Accountant. 

(c) A statement showing the c.i.f. value of import licences re¬ 
ceived by the applicant under the Import Policy for Regis¬ 
tered Exporters, during the preceding year (April—-March), 
vhether as a manufacturer-exporter or as a manufacturer 
nominated by a registered exporter, against exports of pro¬ 
ducts falling in the same product group. It is not neces- 
relevant Import Policy for the grant of ‘On Account’ 
licences /release orders is applicable. The statement should 
be certified by a Chartered Accountant. 

(lii) Applications for the grant of ‘On Account’ licences/release 
orders will be considered for import of items in accordance with the 
relevant provisions laid down In this behalf in Part B. 

(iv) ’The applicant is not required to produce an export order In 
support of his application for an 'On Account’ licence'/release order. 
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The licence/release order will noi be subject to an export obligation. 
It will, however, be a condition of the licence/release order that the 
value of the ‘On Account’ licence/release order shall be adjusted 
against the normal import replenishment due to the applicant against 
his own exports under the Import Policy for Registered Exporters. 
The adjustment will be made in four, six or twelve instalments, 
■depending on the frequency with which the applicant makes his 
import applications as a manufacturer exporter under the Import 
Policy for Registered Exporters. Such licences/release orders will 
also be subject to other conditions as may be laid down by the 
licensing authority. 

(v) An applicant would be entitled either to an ‘On Account 
licence or ‘Imprest Licence’ and he cannot obtain both these 
types of licences at the same time or in succession as long as the value 
-of an earlier ‘On Account/Imprest licence’ granted to him remains 
unadjusted, either wholly or partially. 

Advance releases/licensing to producers for production oj colour 
feature films in 35 m.m. 

77. (i) Requests for advance allocation of colour raw stock import- 
■ed by the S.T.C. from General Currency Area, and for import 
licences for other requisites, will be entertained from producers in¬ 
tending to produce colour feature films for exports. Such requests 
will be dealt with on the following basis; — 

(a) First stage. —In the first stage, allocations upto the limits indi¬ 
cated below will be made on an undertaking being furnished by 
the applicant producer to the concerned licensing authority that the 
allocation/licences will be utilised for production of a colour feature 
film which he would export.

If a producer should desire to have more raw stock in the ‘first 
stage’ than indicated above, he will have to undertake an additional 
export obligation supported by bond and bank guarantee equal to 
150 per cent, of the c.i.f, value of such additional stock released, over 
and above the amount of obligation arising from the release in the 
second stage. 

(b) Second stage .— The release of colour positive will be made on 
the following conditions: — 

Further releases of colour positive will be made on the basis of a 
bond supported bv bank guarantee to be furnished by the applicant 
producer to the licensing authority concerned, undertaking to export 
the exposed film and to realise therefrom and surrender to the Indian 
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Exchange Control, proceeds on f.o.b. basis, to the extent ot ibO per 
cent, of the positive raw stock released in the ‘second stage’ or 150 
per cent, of the total c.i.f. price of the raw stock licence allowed under 
the ‘first stage’ whichever is higher. 

(ii) The amount of bank guarantee to be furnished will be 25 per 
cent, of the f.o.b. value of the export obligation, and the bank 
guarantee should be valid up to a period of at least one year after 
the last date fixed tor the fulfilment of export obligation. 

(hi) Tire period of fulfilment of export obligation will be two years 
from the date of the first release of raw stock under the ‘second stage’. 
When the producer does not avail himself of any release under the 
‘second stage’, the period of fulfilment of the original undertaking 
turmshed by him for allocations under the “first stage’, would be two 
years from the date of that undertaking. 

Advance allocation of raw stock to merchant-eoeporters 

(iv) (a) Kequests from merchant-exports for advance release of 
colour positive imported by the STC from the G.C.A. for production 
of “extra prints” for export, will be considered on merits subject to 
the applicant undertaking to export exposed prints and to realise 
therefrom and surrender to the Indian Exchange Control, proceeds 
on f.o.b. basis to the extent of 150 per cent, of the c.i.f. value of the 
telease made. 

(b) In the case of advance releases of colour positive for extra 
prints, tho amount of bank guarantee will be 25 per cent, of the 
value of the export obligation, 

(v) For non-fulfilment of the export obligation, the provision ol 
para 74(xv) will apply mutatis mutandis. 

Procedure for Registration of Contracts 

78. (i) A scheme has been introduced providing for certain benefits 
under the import policy for Registered Exporters in respect of exports 
made in execution of registered contracts. The details of the scheme 
and the contracts qualifying for registration, are given in Part B. 
Exporters claiming benefits of the scheme should have their contracts 
registered in accordance with the prescribed procedure. 

(ii) The contracts, in question, will be registered by authorised 
dealers in foreign exchange (i.e., the banks) through which the rele¬ 
vant export documents are negotiated. The registered exporter 
should approach the banx concerned within a period of 14 days from 
the date of the firm export contract. He should produce the original 
contract with two copies thereof and an abstract of the contract in 
the proforma appearing in Section III (Annexure 3^11). The 
abstract should indicate the date of the contract and should be duly 
signed by a constituted attorney of the exporter over the latter’s 
stamp. 
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(iii) The authorised dealer in foreign exchange, i.e., the bank con¬ 
cerned will register the contract in its records and make the follow¬ 
ing endorsement on the original and both the copies of the contract; - 

"This contract has been registered with us and -rntered in our 

records under registration No. date . The 

date of the contract has been verified to be .^ • 

Signature . 

Stamp of the bank 

(iv) The bank will return the original export contract to the 
exporter and forward one copy bearing endorsement of registration 
to the licensing authority within whose jurisdiction the exporter is 
situated. The second copy of the contract will be retained by the 
bank for its own record. 

(v) Only such contracts will be acceptable for registration which 
are firm contracts (final offer and acceptance) between the overseas 
buyer and the registered exporter, and clearly indicate all the rele¬ 
vant particulars such as overseas buyer’s name and address, descrip¬ 
tion of the products to be exported, total value of the contract, details 
of delivery schedule, terms of payment and other relevant parti¬ 
culars, For the purpose of determining the date of contract, the 
date on which all the terms and conditions have been finally settled, 
will be taken as the crucial date of contract. 

(vi) If there are any variations/modiflcations in the delivery 
schedule of the export product as given originally "n the contract, 
subsequent to its finalisation, the registered exporter should produce 
necessary documentary evidence along with the original contract to 
the bank concerned. The bank will thereupon send an intimation 
to the licensing authority concerned, in continuation of the earlier 
communication with which a copy of the contract was forwarded. 

(vii) In the event of the cancellation of the contract, the register¬ 
ed exporter should, within 15 days, request the bank concerned for 
cancellation of the registration of the contract. The bank should- 
in turn, send the necessary intimation to this effect to the licensing 
authority concerned, 

Ad-hoc licences to consultancy firms. 

79. Applications for the grant of ad-hoc licences in favour of con¬ 
sultancy firms may be made by such firms in the prescribed form a.s 
given in Section III (Annexure XVIII) to the Headquarters Licensing 
Division of the Office of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports' 
New Delhi. 

Machinery items 

80. Requests for grant of import licences for machinery items, 
according to the provision of the import policy for registered export¬ 
ers may be made to the licensing authority concerned in the prescrib¬ 
ed form as in Section III (Annexure XIX) duly supported by an 
essentiality certificate issued by the sponsoring authority concerned 
certifying the quantity and value of the machinery Items applied for. 
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Additional items 

81. The pro forma for recommending additional items of import 
ia terms of the import policy for Registered Exporters is given in. 
Section III (Annexure 50C). 

Miscellaneous 

82. Provisions regarding the following matters are contained in- 
the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1970;- 
«e amended from time to time; — 

(i) Period of validity of the licence. 

(li) Flexibility in the use of licences. 

(iii) Issue of letters of authority. 

(iv) Issue of replacement licences. 

(v) Changes in the name, constitution or ownership of the 
concern. 

(vl) Appeals against the decision of the licensing authority.

Notes 

(1) Details of import replenishment permissible under the 
Import Policy for Registered Exporters, are indicated in the table 
hereunder. Column 3 gives the percentage upto which Import 
replenishment in terms of f.o.b. value of the export product would 
be allowed, 

(2) All export products covered by the above Policy have been 

brought under a number of “Product Groups” such as Engineering 
Goods, Chemicals and Allied Products and so on. These product 
groups have been given an alphabetical numbering, e.g., ‘A’ for 

Engineering Goods, ‘B’ for Chemicals and Allied Products and so 
on. Separate import applications have to be made in' respect of pro¬ 
ducts falling under the different product groups A, B, Cf, and so on 
in accordance with the procedure laid down In Part E. 

(3) Within certain Product Groups in the statement below, the 
export products have been divided into broad categories (like Fer¬ 
rous manufactures. Non-ferrous manufactures. Rubber manufactures 
and so on), and into product Sub-groups under such categories. The 
serial numbering is not continuous, there being some gaps in the 
numbering at the end of each of the broad categories mentioned 
above, Tmese product sub-groups carry the identifying mark such 
as A.l, A.2, B.l, B.2 and so on. Some of the product sub-groups 
have been sub-divided (e.g., A.4.2, A.41.2, B,1.2, B331 and so on) to 
indicate different rates of import relenishment or the permissible 
items of import imder column 4. 

(4) Export products classified under the items mentioned in 
Column 2 are shown in the index in Section IV. 

(5) Against some of the materials of import mentioned in column 
4 a percentage figure is indicated in brackets. This figure represents 
the percentage of the licence value upto which import of the mate¬ 
rial concerned will be allowed. 

(6) Where “Permissible” categories of materials are allowed to be 
imported under Column 4 of the table hereunder and there is no Ust 
of such permissible items in the table, the scope & content of the 
licences will be determined on the basis of the policy given in volume 
I & the items in such cases may be Imported only to the extent per¬ 
mitted in terms of the licensing policy in Volume I. Thus, if any 
permissible item mentioned in Column 4 is licensable on a restricted 
basis for actual users only, the Import of such materials wtU. be 
limited to 10 per cent of the licence value or Rs. 40,000 whichever Is 
lower, in terms of the relevant para of Section I, Part B. The limita¬ 
tions on Imports In terms of Volume I of the ITC Policy will, how¬ 
ever, not be applicable to an item specifically mentioned in Column 
4 in the table hereunder without any face value Umit; If face value 
limits are indicated against any materials mentioned in column 4, 
such face value limit shall alone be applicable and not the limits 
mentioned in the Import Policy for the items in question in Volume I.

-the bank certificate. Accordingly, Form I and Form II have been suitably revised as 
■given in tlie Annexurc to this Public Notice. 

3. The procedure to be followed by the exporters in obtaining bank ccriificatcs with
